Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois^  repvestnted  in  the  General  Assembly^  That  George 
W,  Qu<3reau,  Erasmus  Q.  Fuller,  Caleb  Foster,  Samuel 
McCarty,  Charles  H.  lieeves,  William  Brown,  George  B. 
Morse,  Isaac  Limbarger,  John  YanNortwick,  Jacob  lloet- 
man,  W.  C.  Willino;,  Charles  II.  Fowler,  W.  S.  Harrington, 
A.  L.  Sewell,  Seth  Terry,  Wm.  A.  Smith,  W.  F.  SteWart 
and  Henry  Pantou,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  "The  Jen- 
nings Seminary,"  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  seminary 
of  learning  in  Aurora,  county  of  Kane  ;  to  remain  and  have 
perpetual  succession,  with  powers  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire,  take,  hold  and  use,  in 
trust  and  otherwise,  and  to  lease,  convey  and  dispose  y>f 
property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  in  all  lawful  ways,  for

Robert  Ross,  W.  P.  Pressly,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
directors,  or  their  associates  and  successors,  met  together  as 
provided  hereafter  in  this  act,  are  hereby  constituted  "  The 
Senate  of  the  Monmouth  College,"  with  the  rights,  powers 
and  privileges  herein  granted. 

§  3.     The  said  senate  shall  also  have  power  to  establish    Preparatory 
departments  in  the  aforesaid  college  for  the  study  of  any  and   ^^^^  ^^°'^' 
all  learned  and  liberal  professions.

The  said  faculty 
shall  have  power,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  to  con- 
fer literary  degrees  on  sucli  persons  as  they  may  judge 
to  merit  the  same,  in  as  ample  a  manner  as  any  other 
institution  can  do,  and  to  sign  and  grant,  under  the  seal  of 
the  college,  testimonials  thereof. 

§  14.  "  This  act  shall  be  deemed  amendatory  of  the  act 
of  tlio  general  assembly  approved  February  16th,  1857,  for 
the  establishment  and  government  of  the  Monmouth  Col- 
lege ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act,  and  may 
be  used  as  evidence  without  being  specially  pleaded,  and 
without  proof,  and  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

§  16.  The  corporate  powers  of  Monmouth  College  shall 
continue  to  be  exercised  by  the  present  officers  thereof  un- 
til such  time  as  the  powers  herein  granted  shall  take  effect 
and  go  into  operation.

§  2.  The  object  of  the  corporation  sliall  be  the  estab- 
lishment, support  and  governinent  of  a  seminary  of  learn- 
incr  for  the  advancement  of  religion,  science  an(i  the  cause 
of  education  generally,  under  the  control  of  the  Sangamon 
Presbytery  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church.

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-^  16.  The  adoption  of  the  propoeition  for  boulevard  and  Adoption  ot 
parks  as  hereinafter  specified,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  parkr'*"^"  *°'^ 
to  be  the  consent  of  the  said  town  of  West  Chicago  to  the 
imposition  of  an  annual  tax  of  one-half  {^)  of  one  (1)  mill 
for  boulevard  and  park  purposes  as  hereinafter  provided. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Cook 
county  to  set  down,  in  the general  tax  warrants  of  each  year, 
for  the  collection  of  state  and  county  taxes,  in  a  separate 
column,  a  tax  ot  one-half  (J:)  of  one  (1)  mill,  to  be  styled 
"  Boulevard  and  Park  Tax,"  which  is  hereby  levied  upon 
all  the  taxable  property  in  said  town  of  West  Chicago,  and 
shall  set  down,  in  said  column,  the  amount  of  said  tax 
chargeable  to  the  several  persons,  corporations,  lots  or  par- 
cels of  land  liable  fur  taxes  in  said  town  ;  and  the  collector 
shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same,  in  the  manner  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  collection  of  state  and  county  taxes ; 
and  all  the  provisions  of  law  in  respect  to  the  collection  of 
state  and  county  taxes,  and  proceedings  to  enforce  the  same, 
so  far  as  applicable,  shall  apply  to  said  assessments  and 
taxes.  The  said  sums  of  money  shall  be  placed  bv  the  treas-  Money  placed 
urer  or  said  county  ot  Cook  to  tne  credit  ot  said  board,  and 
shall  be  drawn  by  said  board  from  the  county  treasury,  by 
a  warrant  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board,  and  countersigned  by  the  auditor  to  be  appointed  as 
^foresaid,  and  in  no  other  way.  The  appointment  of  such 
auditor  sliall  be  first  certified  by  such  president  and  secre- 
tary, and  filed  in  the  office  of  said  treasurer  of  Cook  county. 

§  17.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  commissioners  to  vaca"te  cominissionere 
and  close  up  any  and  all  public  roads  or  highways,- ex- 
cepting railroads  for  commercial  purposes,  which  may  pass 
through,  divide  or  separate  any  lands  selected  or  appropri- 
ated by  them  for  the  purposes  of  a  park,  and  no  such  road 
shall  ever  be  laid  out  through  said  park,  except  such  as  the 
said  commissioners  shall  lay  out  and  construct :  Provided, 
hoioever,  that  neither  Lake  street,  Madison  street,  nor 
Twelfth  street,  nor  either  of  the  diagonal  avenues  or  roads 
leading  into  said  city,  nor  any  boulevards  or  horse  railway 
track  of  any  person  or  corporation  now  authorized  to  make  ^ 

the  same,  shall  be  closed  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, but  the  same  may  be  worked  and  controlled  when, 
and  so  far  as  within  the  lines  of  either  of  said  parks,  by 
the  said  board,  but  without  interrupting  travel  over  the  same. 

§  IS.  The  said  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  may  commissioners 
be  removed  from  office,  by  the  circuit  court  of  said  county,  '"^^ 
after  trial  and  conviction,  upon  the  petition,  with  sworn 
charges,  presented  by  not  less  than  ten  (10)  reputable  free- 
holders of  said  town  of  West  Chicago,  and  if  it  shall  appear, 
at  said  trial,  that  the  said  commissioner  or  commissioners 
have  been  guilty  of  misdemeanor  or  malfeasance  in  ofiice 
under  this  act,  and  if  the  said  court  shall  remove  any  of 
said  commissioners  from  ofiice  for  any  such  cause,  before 
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tho  expiration  of  his  or  their  term  of  office,  the  clerk  of 
said  court  shall  certify  to  tlie  orovernor  of  the  state  of  Illi- 
nois, under  the  seal  of  the  court,  a  copy  of  the  tiiiul  judg- 
ment of  removal.  The  president  and  secretary  of  the  board 
shall  certify  to  the  governor  all  other  vacancies  arising  or 
uccarring  in  the  same,  after  the  organization  thereof. 
§  19.  The  office  of  any  commissioner  under  this  act, 
offlcemaybe-  ^vho  shall  not  attend  meetings  of  the  board  for  three  suc- 

tome  vacant,  eessive  months,  after  having  been  duly  notified  of  said 
meetings,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  tho  board,  or  with- 
out leave  of  absence  from  said  board,  may,  by  said  board, 
be  declared  and  thereupon  shall  become  vacant.

§  21.     This  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act,  and  shall  taKffectf'  ^"^ 
be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.     It  shall  be  liberally 
construed  in  all  courts  and  places  ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  ^°^^f^^^^'^^^ 
acts  in  conflict  with  its  provisions,  or  either  of  theiiij  are  ^^^^ 
hereby  repealed.

<it  Illinois,  together  with  their  successors,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  constituted  a  board  of  public  park  commissioners 
for  the  towns  of  South  Chicago,  Hyde  Park  and  Lake,  to 
be  known  under  the  name  of  the  "  South  Park  Commissiun- 
ViicnncieK,  how  vrs ;"  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  any  of  said  persons  to 
^'^^'^'  accept  such  appointment,  and  to  quality  thereunder  as  here- 

inafter provided,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this 
iict,  the  place  of  such  person  in  said  commission  shall  be 
thereby  vacated,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  majority  of 
the  commissioners  so  accepting  to  appoint  some  suitable 
person  to  fill  the  place  thus  made  vacant,  which  appoint- 
ment, when  accepted  by  such  nominee,  shall  constitute  such 
'person  a  commissioner  under  this  act.  And  a  majority  of 
said  commissioners  shall  so  continue  to  nominate  until  the 
board  shall  consist  of  five  persons.  Each  of  said  commis- 
sioners, before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofiice,  shall 
take  an  oath  to  well  and  ])ropcrly  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  ofiice  for  the  interests  of  the  jniblic,  which  oath  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  subscribed  to  by  him,  and  filed  in  the 
ufllce  of  the  county  clerk  of  Cook  county.  They  shall  each

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§  2.  As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  said  board  sliallbe  Term  of  office, 
constituted  as  aforesaid,  the  members  thereof  shall  decide, 
bj  lot,  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  by  any  three  of  them,  as 
to  the  respective  term  for  which  each  member  shall  hold 
his  office ;  the  number  of  lots  shall  equal  the  number  of 
commissioners,  and  the  person  drawing  the  longest  term 
shall  serve  for  five  years  from  the  iirst  day  of  March,  A.  D.

D.  1869.  As  soon  as  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  said  orgamzaiiou. 
commissioners  shall  be  determined  as  aforesaid,  said  board 
shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  as  president, 
and  one  of  their  number  as  auditor;  they  shaUalso  appoint 
a  treasurer,  pjrescribe  his  duties,  and  fix  his  compensation, 
who  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties 
in  the  penal  sum  of  live  hundred  thousand  dollar?,  with 
not  less  than  three  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  Cook  county.

Fifty-sixth  street  to  Lake  Michigan  ;  thence  southerly  along 
the  shore  of  the  lake  to  a  point  due  east  of  the  center  of 
section  twenty-four  (24),  in  township  thirty-eight  (38) 
north,  range  fourteen  ( 14 ) ;  thence  west  through  the  center 
of  said  section  twenty-four  (24),  to  Hyde  Park  avenue; 
thence  north  on  the  east  line  of  Hyde  Park  avenue  to  the 
north  line  of  Sixtieth  street,  so  called  ;  thence  west  on  the 
north  line  of  Sixtieth  street,  so  called,  to  Kankakee  avenue 
thence  north  on  the  east  line  of  Kankakee  avenue  to  Fifty 
first  street ;  thence  east  to  a  point  to  the  place  of  beginning 
also,  a  piece  of  land  commencing  at  the  south-east  corner 
of  Kankakee  avenue  and  Fifty-fifth  street,  running  thence 
west,  a  strip  two  hundred  feet  wide,  adjoining  the  north 
line  of  Fifty-fifth  street,  along  said  Fifty-fifth  street  to  the 
line  between  ranges  thirteen  (13)  and  fourteen  (14)  east; 
thence  north,  east  of  and  adjoining  said  line,  a  strip  two 
hundred  feet  wide,  to  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  canal ;  also 
a  parcel  of  land  beginning  at  the  south-west  corner  of  Doug 
las  place  and  Kankakee  avenue,  running  thence  south,  a 
strip  of  land  one  hundred  thirty-two  feet  wide,  along  the 
west  side  ot  said  Kankakee  avenue,  to  a  point  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  south  of  the  south  line  of  Fifty-first  street; 
also,  a  strip  of  land  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Cot- 
tage Grove  avenue  and  Filty-tirst  street,  running  thence 
east  one  hundred  feet  in  width  on  each  side  of  the  center 
line  of  Fifry-first  street,  to  a  point  one  hundred  feet  east  of 
the  cbnterlme  «f  Drexel  avenue;  also,  a  strip  of  land  ex- 
tending north  from  the  intersection  of  Fifty-first  street  with 
Drexel  avenue,  one  hundred  feet  in  width  on  each  side  of 
the  center  line  of  said  avenue,  to  the  nurtu  line  of  Forty- 
third  street ;  thence  northerly  a  strip  of  land  two  hundred 
feet  in  width,  till  it  meets  or  intersects  with  Elm  street,  in 
Clcaverville  ;  thence  northerly  along  said  Elm  street,  two

§  7.  As  soon  as  the  amount  required  for  the  condemna-  Appointment  of 
tion  of  the  grounds  selected  for  said  park  shall  have  been  a^sessorl."  ^'^ 
ascertained,  by  said  commissioners,  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty, they  shall  apply  to  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of 
Cook  county  for  the  appointment  of  three  freeholders  of  the 
county  of  Cook,  as  park  assessors.  The  commissioners  shall 
give  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  city  of  Chicago,  of  the  time  when  such  appli- 
cation will  be  made,  and  all  parties  interested  may  appear 
and  be  heard  by  the  said  judge,  touching  such  appointment. 
At  the  time  fixed  for  such  application,  the  court,  after  hear- 
i.ng  such  pjersons  as  shall  desire  to  be  heard  touching  such 
appointment,  shall  nominate  and  appoint  three  assessors  for 
the  purposes  provided  in  this  act.

greater  than  the  amount  of  said  damages;  and  in  case  the 
aggregate  of  the  benefits  is  less  than  the  damages,  then  the 
balance  of  the  damages  over  the  benefits  shall  be  paid  from 
the  fimd  provided  for  in  section  eight  of  this  act.  Upon  oatii  of  office, 
entering  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  the  said  assessors  shall 
make  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  said  circuit  court  faith- 
fully and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office. 
They  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice  in  one  of  the  said 
daily  papers  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  making  said  assessment,  and  may  adjourn  such 
meeting  from  time  to  time  until  the  same  shall  be  com- 
pleted.

AH  parties  interested 
may  appear  before  said  circuit  court,  either  in  person  or  by

rial to  be  used  or  applied  in  and  about  the  uses  and  pur- 
])0scs  contemplated  by  this  act.  And  it  shall  be  a  misde- 
meanor for  any  commissioner  to  be  directly  or  indirectly 
interested,  or  in  any  way  pecuniarily  interested,  in  any 
contract  or  work  of  any  kind  wiiatever,  connected  with 
said  park.

§  8.  The  city  council  shall  meet  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  bo  prescribed  by  ordinance :  Provided^  that 
the  said  council  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and 
that  the  mayor  and  any  one  member  shall  have  the  power 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  council. 


ARTICLE  III. 


or  THE  MAYOR. 

Mayor.  SECTION  1.     The  chicf  exccutivc  officer  of  the  city  shall 

be  a  mayor,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  city,  and  shall  hold  his  oflice  for  two  years,  and  until 
his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  No  person  thall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  mayor, 
who  shall  not  have  been  a  resident  of  the  city  for  one  year 
next  preceding  his  election,  who  shall  not  be  at  least 
twenty-five  years  of  age,  who  shall  not  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not  be  a  freeholder  in  said 
city. 

§  3.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
mayor,  it  shall  be  filled  by  election ;  and  in  all  contests  as 
to  the  election  of  mayor,  the  council  shall  decide.  ^ 
Duty  of  mayor.  §  4,  ^hc  mayor  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
council,  and  shall  have  the  casting  vote  only;  and  in  case 
of  his  absence,  a  chairman  _?.)/'o  tem.  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  council. 

§  5.  The  mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  call  on  all  able- 
bodied  male  inhabitants  of  said  city,  over  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and  ordinances; 
and  any  person  who  shall  not  obey  such  call  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  city  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars.

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§  6.  The  mayor  shall  be  conservator  of  the  peace  of  Jurisdiction, 
said  city;  shall  have  power,  generally,  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  issue  writs  of  process  under  the  seal  of  the  city ;  to 
take  depositions,  the  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  mortgages 
and  other  instruments  of  writing,  and  certify  the  same 
under  the  seal  of  the  city,  which  shall  bo  good  and  valid  in 
law ,  and  he  shall  receive  for  such  services  the  same  fees 
as  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court, 

§  7.  He  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  compensation, 
arising  under  this  charter  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city, 
and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  of 
Douglas  county ;  and  for  such  services  he  shall  receive  tlie 
same  compensation  as  justices  of  the  peace:  Provided,, 
the  city  council  may  designate  a  justice  of  the  peace,  resid- 
ing in  said  city,  who  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the  mayor. 

§  8.  In  case  the  mayor  shall  be  guilty  of  a  willful  and  Removal  from 
palpable  omission,  or  shall  willfully  and  corruptly  be  guilty  ° 
of  oppression,  malconduct  or  partiality  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  in  the  circuit 
court  of  Douglas  county,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
lined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars ;  and  the  court 
shall  have  power,  upon  recommendation  of  the  jury  who 
may  try  said  indictment,  to  add  to  the  judgment  of  the 
court,  that  he  be  removed  from  office. 

§  9.     In  all  cases  before  the  mayor,  arising  by  ordinance  Appeal  taken, 
or  otherwise,  appeals  shall  be  allowed  to  the  circuit  court 
of  Douglas  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  in  similar  cases 
before  justices  of  the  peace. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF    THE    LEfilSLATIVE    POWERS    OF    THE    COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  Levy  taxes, 
and  collect  taxes  upon  all  property,  real  and  personal,  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  not  exceeding  one  per  centum  upon  the 
value  thereof,  and  may  enforce  the  payment  thereof  by 
ordinance  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  state ;  and  the  term  ''  property,"  as  used  in  this  act, 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  same  as  the  word  "  pro- 
perty," as  used  in  the  general  revenue  laws  of  this  state. 

§  2.  The  city  council  shill  have  power  to  appoint  a  Appointment 
clerk,  treasurer,  assessor,  marshal,  supervisor,  collector,  ''^°^^®"- 
and  all  other  officers  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  objects  of  this  act,  and  the  by-laws  and  ordinances 
passed  in  pursuance  thereof:  Provided^  that  the  treasurer 
may  be  ed:  officio  assessor,  and  the  marshal  may  be  ex  officio 
collector,  and  also  ex  officio  supervisor. 

§  3.     The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  ^o"*^- 
officers  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  charter,  bonds,  with 
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sufficient  penalty  raid  security ;  and  also  to  take  an  oatli 
for  the  faithful  discharcre  of  their  duties.

to  extend  beyond  the  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  tlic 
city  council  granting  the  same.

a^^e  or  warehouse  business  or  collecting  pay  for  the  same.

and  to  direct  the  same  to  be  repaired,  removed  or  abated, 
in  such  manner  as  they  shall  prescribe  and  direct ;  to  de- 
clare ail  wooden  buildings  in  the  fire  limits  which  they  may 
deem  dangerous  to  contiguous  buildings  or  in  causing  or 
promoting  tires,  to  be  nuisances,  and  to  require  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  removed  or  abated,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
prescribe :  Provided^  that  said  city  council  shall  pay  for  all 
buildings  so  taken  or  declared  nuisances.

§  52.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  borrow  ^^y  ^ffrow 
money  on  the  credit  of  the  city,  and  issue  bonds  therefor  bowfZ'^"''''''^^ 
with  or  without  coupons  attached  ;  but  no  sum  of  money 
shall  be  borrowed  at  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  ten  per 
cent,  per  annum,  nor  shall  a  greater  sum  or  sums  be  bor- 
rowed or  at  any  time  outstanding,  the  interest  upon  the  ag- 
gregate of  which  shall  exceed  the  one-half  of  the  city  rev- 
enue arising  from  the  ordinary  taxes  within  the  city  for  the 
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year  immediately  preceding,  and  no  bonds  shall  be  issued 
or  negotiated  afc  less  than  par  value. 

ARTICLE    V. 

PUBLIC  IMPROVEilE.VTS    AXD    ASSESSMENTS    THEREFOR. 

Section  1.  Thecity  council  ofsaid  city  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  cause  any  street,  alley,  avenue  or 
highway,  or  a  portion  of  any  street,  alley,  avenue  or  high- 
way, in  said  city  to  be.  tilled,  relilled,  graded,  leveled, 
paved,  planked,  graveled,  macadamized  or  repaired,  and  to 
alter  and  change  the  grade  of  the  same,  and  to  cause  side- 
walks and  crosswalks  to  be  constructed,  reconstructed  and 
repaired  on  said  streets  and  avenues;  and  to  erect  lamp 
posts  and  lamps  thereon,  and  to  assess  and  collect  the  ex- 
penses and  cost  of  the  same,  together  with  the  expenses  of 
collection,  from  the  real  property  benefited  thereby,  to  the 
extent  of  the  benefit  so  conferred  by  such  improvement ; 
the  balance  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  to  be  paid  out 
of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the  city  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, or  by  general  assessment ;  said  assessment  and 
collection  to  be  made  as  the  city  council  may  by  ordinance 
direct:  Provided,  the  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  lots  front- 
ing or  abutting  on  said  improvements  shall  petition  for  the 
same,  or  said  improvements  shall  be  ordered  by  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  city  council :  And,  pro- 
vided, also,  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  fronting  or 
abutting  on  said  improvement,  shall  have  the  right  for  thirty 
days  after  the  publication  of  the  ordinance  of  thecity  coun- 
cil authorizing  the  same,  to  fill,  grade,  pave  or  plank  the 
street  or  avenue,  or  construct  or  repair  the  sidewalk  in  front 
of  his  or  tlieir  own  lot  or  lots  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  city 
council,  and  receive  appropriate  credit  therefor.  The  city 
council  may  cause  the  improvements  in  this  section  author- 
ized to  be  made  and  paid  for  out  of  any  money  in  the  treas- 
ury at  their  disposal,  and  afterwards  cause  the  expense 
thereof,  with  the  cost  of  collection,  to  be  reimbursed  by  a 
special  assessment  as  in  other  cases  ;  and  where  such  im- 
provements have  been  already  made,  and  ])aid  for  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  the  city,  the  expenses  thereof  may  be  reim- 
bursed by  similar  special  assessments.

removal  or  any  nuisance,  the  city  council  may  cause  the 
same  to  be  assessed  against  the  real  estate  chargeable  there- 
with, in  the  same  manner  ju-escribed  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion ;  such  expenses  may,  likewise,  be  collected  of  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  such  premises,  in  a  suit  for  money 
expended  to  their  use ;  and  in  case  the  same  shall  not  be 
chargeable  to  any  real  estate,  suit  may,  in  like  manner,  be 
brought  for  such  expenses,  against  the  author  of  such  nui- 
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sancG,  if  known,  or  any  person  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  re- 
move or  abate  the  same. 

ARTICLE     VI. 

OF  ASSESSMENTS  FOR  OPENING  STREETS  AND  ALLEYS. 

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  open  Public  grounds, 
and  lay  out  public  grounds  or  squares,  streets,  alleys  and 
highways;  and  to  alter,  widen,  contract,  straighten  and  dis- 
continue the  same;  but  no  street,  alley  or  highway,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  discontinued  or  contracted  without 
the  consent,  in  writing,  of  all  persons  owning  land  or  lots 
adjoining  said  street,  alley  or  highway  ;  they  shall  cause  all 
streets,  alleys,  highw^ays,  public  grounds  or  squares  laid  out 
by  them,  to  be  surveyed,  described  and  recorded,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  the  register,  showing  accurately  and  particu- 
larly the  proposed  improvements  and  the  real  estate  re- 
quired to  be  taken;  and  the  same,  when  opened  in  conform- 
ity to  law,  shall  be  public  highways  and  grounds. 

^  2.  Wheneverany  street,  alley,  highway,  public  ground  compensation 
or  square  is  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  altered,  widen-  ''or  laM  taken, 
ed  or  straightened,  by  virtue  hereof,  and  the  amount  of 
compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  city  council  shall 
cause  notice  in  writing,  signed  by  the  city  clerk,  to  be  given 
to  the  owner  of  the  land  intended  to  be  appropriated,  if 
such  owner  be  a  resident  of  the  city,  or  if  he  be  a  non-res- 
ident of  the  city,  then  he  shall  be  notified  by  publication  in 
the  paper  publishing  the  city  ordinances,  of  such  intention 
to  appro|)riate ;  and  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  have  power,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment  lists,  and  pre- 
scribe the  duties  and  define  the  powers  of  assessors;  they 
may  also  make  such  rules  and  give  such  directions,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  altering,  revising  or  adding  to  the  lists,  as  they 
may  deem  proper  or  expedient. 
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§  2.  The  aniiual  assessment  lists  shall  be  returned  by  Timeofietums 
the  assessor  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  August  in 
each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  by  order  of  the 
city  council.  The  city  council  upon  the  return  of  snch 
assessment  lists  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  oijjections 
thereto,  and  the  city  clerk  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  hearing,  b}'  publication  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  city,  or  by  posting  up  three  written  or  printed 
notices  in  public  places  in  the  city,  and  any  person  feeling 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  his  property,  may  appear 
at  the  time  specified  and  make  his  objections.  The  council  omissions, 
shall  have  power  to  supply  omissions  in  the  assessment  lists, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  same  to  alter,  add  to 
or  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and  revise  the  same,  or 
to  refer  it  back  to  the  assessor,  wnth  instruction  to  revise 
and  correct  the  same. 

§  3.  When  the  assessment  lists  have  been  corrected  co-aflimation  of 
and  revised  they  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  city  clerk, 
and  an  order  confirm-ino-  said  lists  as  revised  and  corrected 
shall  be  passed  by  the  city  council  and  entered  by  the  city 
clerk.  The  city  council  shall  thereupon,  by  ordinance  or 
resolution,  levy  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
sufficient  for  the  several  purposes  for  which  taxes  are  herein 
autborized  to  be  levied,  not  exceeding  the  authorized  per- 
centage. The  city  council  shall  thereupon  pass  an  order, 
which  shall  be  entered  by  the  city  clerk,  directing  the  issu-

in  the  corporate  name,  a  certificate  of  the  sale  of  said  real 
estate  so  struck  ofl'  to  it,  and  the  city  clerk  shall  give  all 
notices,  and  make  affidavit  of  the  service  of  the  same  for  and 
in  behalf  of  the  city,  as  is  required  of  other  purchasers; 
and  if  the  said  real  estate  shall  not  be  redeemed  within  two 
yeai-s  from  the  date  of  said  sale,  upon  proof  of  service  of 
notice  as  aljove,  the  mayor  and  city  clerk  shall  make  a  deed 
to  the  city  for  the  same,  as  in  case  of  individuals. 

Evidence.  §  13.     All  decds  mude  to  purchasers  of  lots  sold  for  taxes 

or  assessments  by  order  of  the  city  council,  shall  be  jf^rma- 
facie  evidence  in  all  controversies  and  suitg  in  relatioti  to- 
the  right  of  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to  the  prem-

4th,  that  the  sale 
was  conducted  in  the  manner  required  by  law,  and  in  all 
controversies  and  suits  involving  the  title  to  the  land 
claimed  and  held  under  and  hy  virtue  of  such  deed,  the 
person  claiming  title  adverse  to  the  title  conveyed  by  such

and  observed  in  this  city,  and  that  all  the  other  officers  of 
the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties,  and  he  shall  cause 
negligence  and  positive  violation  of  duty  to  be  prosecuted 
and  punished.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  the  city 
council  such  information  and  recommend  such  measures  as 
he  may  deem  advantageous  to  the  city. 

§  3.     He  is  hereby  authorized  to  call  on  any  and  all  male    Euiorcini,'  or- 
inhabitants  of  the  city  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  of  the  ^'^aaces  etc. 
state  or  the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

§  4:.     He  shall  have  power,  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  Exhibit  books. 
necessary  to  require  of  any  of  the  officers  of  the  city,  an 
exhibit  of  all  his  books  and  papers,  and  he  shall  have  pow- 
er to  execute  all  acts  that  may  be  required  of  him  by  this 
act,  or  any  ordinance  made  in  pursuance  thereof. 

§  5.     He  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  Mayor's  eaiary. 
ordinance. 

§  6.  All  ordinances  and  resolutions  shall,  before  they  ordinances  to 
take  effect,  be  placed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  and  no-  ''^'^^"^• 
tice  thereof  given  to  the  mayor,  and  if  the  mayor  approve 
thereof,  he  shall  sign  the  same,  and  such  as  he  shall  not  ap- 
prove he  shall  return  to  the  city  council  with  his  objections 
thereto.  Upon  the  return  of  any  ordinance  or  resolutions  Rcturus. 
to  the  city  council-  by  the  mayor,  the  vote  hy  which  the 
same  was  passed  shall  be  reconsidered,  and  if,  after  such 
reconsideration,  a  majority  of  all  the  member's  elected  to 
the  city  council  shall  agree,  by  the  ayes  and  noes,  (which 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal)  to  pass  the  same,  it  shall 
go  into  efiect.  And  if  the  mayor  shall  neglect  to  approve 
or  object  to  any  such  proceedings  for  a  longer  period  than 
three  (3)  days  after  the  same  shall  be  placed  in  the  clerk's 
office,  and  notice  aa  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  go  into  eftect: 
P/vvided,  that  a  vote  passing  a  resolution  or  ordinance 
over  the  veto  of  the  mayor  shall  not  be  taken  within  one 
week  after  the  first  passage  of  the  resolution  or  ordinance.

In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor,  or  of 
major,  j^.^  being  uuable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  city 
council  shall  appoint  one  of  its  members,  by  ballot,  to  pre- 
side over  their  meetings,  whose  official  designatiun  shall  be 
"  acting  mayor,"  and  the  alderman  so  appointed  shall  be 
vested  with  all  the  powers  and  perform  ail  the  duties  of 
mayor,  until  the  mayor  shall  resume  his  office  or  the  vacan- 
cy shall  be  filled  by  a  new  election.

He 
shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  all  the  papers  and  books 
belonging  to  the  city.  He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
city  council,  and  keep  a  full  record  of  their  proceedings  on 
the  journal  and  safely  keep  all  papers  duly  filed  in  his 
office;  and  transcripts  from  the  journals  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  city  council,  and  copies  of  documents  certified 
by  him  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence,  in  all 
courts,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  originals  were  produced.

Ho  shall  collect  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall 
pay  the  same  over  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  keeping 
accurate  an  account  of  the  same. 

Trcas.ircr.  §  12.     The  city  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  be- 

longing to  the  city,  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  acccnnt  of 
all  receijits  and  expenditures,  in  such  manner  as  the  city 
council  shall  direct;  and  no  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury,  except  in  pursuance  ot  an  order  by  the  city 
council  and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk.

walks, to  give  notice  to  the  owners  of  property  adjoining 
such  sidewalkSj  when  required ;  and  upon  the  failure  of 
any  person  to  comply  with  such  notice,  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  laid  or  relaid  or  repaired,  subject  to  the  jDrovisions 
hereinafter  made ;  to  make  plans  and  estimates  of  any  work 
ordered  in  relation  to  streets  and  alleys,  culverts  or  sewers  ; 
to  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts,  in  appropriate  books,  of 
all  appropriations  made  for  work  pertaining  to  his  office, 
and  of  all  disbursements  thereof,  specifying  to  whom  made 
and  on  what  account,  and  he  shall  render  monthly  accounts 
thereof  to  the  city  council. 

§  16.  The  city  council  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  J',',Sfof

To  direct  the 
location  and  regulate  the  management  and  construction  of, 
and  restrain,  abate  and  prohibit  within  the  city,  and  to  the 
distance  of  one  mile  from  the  limits  thereof,  distilleries, 
slaughtering  establishment--,  establishments  for  steaming  or 
rendering  lard,  tallow,  otfall  and  such  other  substances  as 
may  be  rendered,  and  railroad  cattle,  hog  or  stock  pens,  or 
inclusiircs  for  the  shipment  of  stock,  and  all  other  places 
and  establishments  w^here  any  nauseous,  oilensive  or  un- 
wholesome business  may  be  carried  on. 

ceireteries.  Iweiity-ekjlitli. — To  regulate  and  provide  for  the  burial 

of  the  dead.  To  establish  and  keep  in  repair  one  or  inore 
cenieteries,  and  to  impose  penalties  on  sextons  and  all  other 
persons  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

OcnsuR.  Tioenty-nintJi. — To  ])rovide  for  the  taking  an  enumera- 

tion of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Work  house.  Thirtieth. — To   erect  and   establish  a  work  house  or  a 

house  of  correction,  make  all  necessary  regulations  there- 
for, and  appoint  all  necessary  keepers  or  assistants  in  such 
work  houses  or  houses  of  correction,  in  which  may  be  con- 
lined  all  vagrants,  stragglers,  idle  and  disorderly  persons 
who  may  be  committed  thereto  by  any  proper  officer,  and 
ail  ]>ersons  sentenced  by  any  criminal  court  or  magistrate's 
court  in  and  for  the  city,  for  any  assault,  riot,  affray,  assault 
and  battery,  petit  larceny  or  other  misdemeanor,  or  breach 
of  any  ordinance  of  this  city  punishable  by  imprisonment 
in  any  county  jail  of  Logan  county,  be  kept  therein  subject 
to  labor  and  confinement. 

conptnict  dniiu  Thirty  fivst. — To  fill  up,  drain,  cleanse,  alter,  relay,  re- 
pair and  regulate  any  grounds,  lot^,  yards,  cellars,  private 
drains,  sinks  and  privies,  direct  and  regulate  their  construc- 
tion, and  cause  the  expense  thereof  to  be  assessed  and  col- 
lected as  sidewalk  assessments. 

I'liirty-second. — To  direct  and  control  the  laying  and  con- 
struction of  railroad  tracks,  bridges,  turnouts  and  switches 
in  the  streets  and  alleys  within  the  city  ;  to  require  the 
railroad  tracks,  bridges,  turnouts  and  sw^itches  to  be  so  con- 
structed and  laid  out  as  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with 
the  ordinary  travel  and  use  of  the  streets  and  alleys;  to  direct 
and  prohibit  the  use  and  regulate  the  speed  of  locomotive 
engines  within  the  city. 

Thirty-third. — The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  pass, 
publish,  amend  and  repeal  all  ordinances,  rules  and  police 
regulations  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
Srates  or  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  good  government,  peace 
and  order  of  the  city,  and  the  trade  and  commerce  thereof,

sonal property  of  the  inhabitants  thereof  made  taxable  by 
the  laws  of  the  state,  for  state  purposes,  to  defray  the  gen- 
eral and  contingent  expenses  of  the  city  not  herein  other- 
wise provided  for,  which  taxes  shall  constitute  the  general 
fund. 

Second. — To  require  every  male  resident  of  the  city,  over  st'cetiaboi-. 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  under  fifty  3''ears,  to  labor 
three  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
city,  but  any  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay  in  lieu  thereof 
one  dollar  for  each  day  required :  Provided,  the  same  shall 
be  within  ten  ( 10 )  days  after  notification  by  the  street  com- 
missioner. In  default  of  payment  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  and  costs  may  be  collected,  and  no  set-off  shall 
be  allowed  in  any  suit  brought  to  collect  the  same. 

Third. — The  valuation  of  any  property,  real  or  personal,    valuation   of 
by  the  assessor,  shall  not  exceed  the  actual  cash  value  of  p"""^^"^" 
the  same.

But  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to 
question  the  title  acquired  by  said  deed  without  first  show- 
ing that  he  or  they,  or  those  under  whom  he  or  they  6laim, 
have  paid  the  fnli  amount  of  taxes,  costs,  expenses  or  as- 
sessments made  on  the  land  or  lot  since  said  sale  for  taxes, 
or  that  the  same  has  been  deposited  with  the  city  treasurer 
for  the  use  of  the  one  entitled  to  receive  it. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT.  ' 

Section  1.  The  city  council,  for  the  purpose  of  guarding  Fire  depart- 
against  the  calamities  of  lire,  shall  have  power  to  prohibit  °^®°^" 
the  erection,  placing  or  repairing  of  v/ooden  buildings  with- 
in the  limits  prescribed  by  them,  without  their  permission, 
and  direct  and  prescribe  that  all  buildings  within  the  limits 
prescribed  shall  be  made  or  constructed  of  fire-proof  mate- 
rials, and  prohibit  the  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings.  To 
declare  all  dilapidated  buildings  to  be  nuisances,  and  direct 
the  same  to  be  repaired,  removed  or  abated,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  prescribe  and  direct.  To  declare  all  wood- 
en buildings  which  they  may  deem  dangerous  to  contiguous 
buildings,  in  causing  or  promoting  fires,  to  be  nuisances, 
and  to  require  and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  abated, 
in  such  manner  as  they  shall  prescribe. 

§  2.     The  city  council  shall  have  power: 

First — To  regulate  the  construction  of  chimneys   and  <^'Wmneys,  etc. 
flues  so  as  to  admit  of  chimney-sweeps   or  other  modes  of 
cleaning,  and  to  compel  the  sweeping  and  cleaning  of  chim- 
neys. 

Seoond—^o  prevent  and  prohibit  the  dangerous  construc- 
tion of  chimneys,  flues,  fire  places,  stove-pipes,  ovens,  or 
any  other  apparatus  used  in  or  about  any  building  or  man- 
ufactory, and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or  placed 
in  a  secure  and  safe  condition  when  considered  dangerous. 

Third — To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places.  Ashes, 
and  to  appoint  one  or  more  otficers  to  enter  into  buildings 
and  inclosures,  to  examine  and  discover  whether  the  same 
are  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dan- 
gerous to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition. 

Fourth — To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many  rire buckets, 
fire-buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  pre- 
scribe, and  regulate  the  use  thereof  in  times  fire,  and  to  re- 
quire all  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to  construct 
and  keep  in  repair,  wells  or  cisterns,  upon  their  j^remises. 

Fifth — To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  o\  man-  Manufactories. 
ufactories  and  works  dangerous  in  promoting  or  causing 
fires. 

Sixth — To  regulate,  prevent  and  prohibit  the  use  of  fire-  Fire  works. 
works  and  fire-arms.

OFFICERS THEIR   ELECTION    AND    APPOINTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  municipal  government  of  the  city  shall  Government, 
consist  of  a  city  council,  to  be  composed  of  the  city  mayor, 
and  two  aldermen  from  each  ward.  The  other  officers  of 
the  corporation  shall  be  as  follows:  A  city  clerk,  a  city  Officers.' 
marshal,  a  city  treasurer,  a  city  attorney,  a  city  assessor 
and  collector,  a  city  street  commissioner,  and  a  city  sur- 
veyor; who,  in  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  by  this 
act,  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance.

and  keepers  of  ordinaries,  theatrical  or  other  exhibitions, 
shows  and  amusements.

— To  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead ;  to  estab- 
lish one  or  more  cemeteries ;  to  regulate  the  registration  of 
births  and  deaths ;  to  direct  the  returning  and  keeping  of 
bills  of  mortality,  and  to  impose  penalties  on  physicians, 
sextons  and  others,  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Power  37. — To  erect  and  establish  a  work  house  or  bouse 
of  correction,  make  all  necessary  regulations  therefor,  and 
appoint  all  necessary  keepers  or  assistants.  In  such  work 
house  or  house  of  correction  may  bo  confined  all  vagrants, 
stragglers,  idle  and  disorderly  persons,  who  may  be  com- 
mitt'ed  thereto  by  the  proper  officer;  and  all  persons  sentenced 
by  any  criminal  court  or  magistrate  in  or  for  the  city,  for 
any  assault  and  battery,  petit  larceny,  or  other  misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  imprisonment  in  any  county  jail ;  and  any 
person  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  line,  penalty  or 
costs  imposed  for  any  misdemeanor  or  breach  of  any  ordi- 
nance of  the  city,  may,  instead  of  being  committed  to  jail,  be 
kept  therein,  subject  to  labor  and  confinement. 

Power  38. — To  authorize  and  direct  the  taking  up  and 
[iroviding  for  the  safe-keeping  and  education,  for  such  pe- 
riods of  time  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  all  children  who 
are  destitute  of  proper  parental  care,  and  left  to  wander 
about,  and  gi'owing  up  in  mendicancy,  ignorance,  idleness 
and  vice. 

Power  39.— To  fill  up,  cleanse,  drain,  alter,  relay,  repair 
and  regulate  any  grouflds,  lots,  yards,  cellars,  private  drains, 
sinks  and  privies ;  direct  and  regulate  their  construction, 
and  cause  the  expense  thereof  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  sidewalk  assessments. 

Power  40. — To  direct  and  control  the  laying  and  con- 
struction of  railroad  tracks,  bridges,  turn-outs  and  switches 
in  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  the  location  of  depot  grounds 
within  the  city.  To  require  that  railroad  ti'acks,  bridges, 
turn-outs  and  switches  siiall  be  eo  constructed  and  laid  as  to 
interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  the  ordinary  travel  and 
use  of  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  that  sufiicient  space  shall 
bo  lett  on  either  side  ot  said  tracks  for  the  safe  and  coveni- 
ent  passage  of  teams  and  persons.  To  require  railroad 
companies  to  keep  in  repair  the  streets  through  which  their 
tracks  may  run,  and  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair  suitable 
crossings  at  the  intersections  of  streets  and  alleys,  and 
ditches,  sewers  and  culverts,  when  the  city  council  may 
deem  necessary.     To  direct  and  prohibit  the  use  and  regu- 
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late  the  speed  of  locomotive  engines  within  the  inhabited 
parts  of  the  city.  To  prohibit  and  restrain  railroad  compa- 
nies from  doing  storage  or  warehouse  business,  or  collect- 
ing pay  for  storage.

or  any  department  or  officer  thereof;  to  enforce  the  observ- 
ance of  all  such  rules,  ordinances  and  police  regulations, 
and  to  punish  violations  thereof  by  fines,  penalties  and  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail,  city  prison  or  work  house,  ■ 
or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  or  magistrate  before 
whom  conviction  may  be  had  ;  but  no  fine  or  penalty  shall  rfsramlot^  ^"^' 
exceed,  five  hundred  dollars,  nor  the  imprisonment  of  six 
months,  for  any  offense  ;  and  such  fine  or  penalty  may  be 
recovered,  with  cost,  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  or 
for  the  use  of  the  city,  before  any  court  having  jnribdiction, 
and  punishment  inflicted  ;  and  any  person  upon  whcm  any 
fine  or  penalty  is  imposed  shall  stand  committed  until  the 
payment  of  the  same  and  costs,  and  in  default  thereof  may 
be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail,  city  prison  or  work  house, 
or  required  to  labor  in  the  streets  or  other  public  works  of 
the  city,  for  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  ordinance.

ARTICLE    VI. 

OF    TAXATION. 

The  city  council  shall  have  power,  within  the  city,  by 
ordinance : 

1st.  To  levy  and  collect,  annually,  taxes  on  all  real  and  Taxes, 
personal  estate  and  property  within  the  city,  and  all  per- 
sonal property  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  made  taxable  by 
the  laws  of  the  state  for  state  purposes,  to  defray  the  gene- 
ral and  contingent  expenses  of  the  city,  not  herein  other- 
wise provided  for  ;  which  taxes  shall  constitute  the  general 
fund. 

2d.     To  require  every  male  resident  of  the  city,  over  the    ^-^^f.^'^  ^^f 
age  of  twenty-one  years  and  under  fifty  years,  to  labor  illT^  ''' 
three  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
city  ;  but  any  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay,  in  lieu  there- 
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of,  one  dollar  for  each  day  required :  Provided^  the  same 
shall  be  within  ten  days  after  notification  by  the  street 
conimisBioner.  In  default  of  payment  as  aforesaid,  the  suni 
of  three  dollars  and  costs  may  be  collected,  and  no  set-oft' 
shall  bo  allowed  in  any  suit  brought  to  collect  the  same, 
of      3d.

Rate  of  taxation  4th.  The  rate  of  taxation  levied  upon  any  property, 
real  or  personal,  in  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  one  per 
cent,  for  general  taxes,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided  ; 
and  the  rate  of  all  special  taxes,  not  including  the  assces- 
mente  for  benefit  derived  from  opening  or  widening  any 
neighborhood,  street  or  alley,  shall  be  within  such  linut  as 
the  city  council  may  prescribe,  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

OF    ASSESSMENTS    FOR    OPENING    STUEKTS    AND     ALLEYS. 

Streets,  alleys      SECTION  1.     The  city  council  shall  have  power,  upon  the 


and  highways 


petition  of  the  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  property  fronting 
thereon,  and  without  such  petition,  by  the  unaiiimous  vote 
of  the  said  city  council,  to  open  and  lay  out  all  public 
grounds  or  squares,  streets,  alleys  and  highways  or  sections 
thereof,  and  alter,  widen,  construct,  straighten  and  discon- 
tinue the  same ;  but  no  street,  alley  or  highway,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  discontinued  or  contracted'^  without 
the  consent,  in  writing,  of  all  persons  owning  land  or  lots 
adjoining  said  street,  alley  or  highway.  The  city  council 
shall  cause  all  street?,  alleys  and  highways,  or  public 
squares  or  grounds  laid  out  by  them,  to  be  surveyed,  de- 
scribed and  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  clerk, 
showing  accurately  and  particularly  the  proposed  improve- 
ments and  the  real  estate  required  to  be  taken  ;  and  the 
same,  when  opened  and  made,  shall  be  public  highways  and 
public  squares. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  street,  alley  or  highway,  public 
ground  or  square,  is  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  altered, 
widened  or  straightened,  by  virtue  hereof,  and  the  amount 
of  comjjcnsation  can  not  be  agreed  upon,  the  city  council 
shall  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  appropriate  and  take 
the  land  necessary  for  the  same  to  the  owner  thereof,  by 
publishing  said  notice  by  two  insertions  in  a  weekly  paper, 
or  six  insertions  in  a  daily  paper,  in  the  newspaper  pub- 
lishing the  ordinances  of  thecity ;  at  the  expiration  of  which 
time  they  shall  appoint  tliree  disinterested  freeholders,  re- 
siding in  the  city,  as  commissioners  to  ascertain  and  assess 
the  damages  and  recompense  due  the  owners  of  said  real 
estate,  respectively,  and  at  the  same  time  determine  what 
persons  will  be  benefited  by  such  improvement,  assess  the 
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damages  and  expenses  thereof  on  the  real  estate  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  improvement,  benefited  thereby,  in 
proportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  benelits  resulting 
to  each.  A  majority  of  the  councilmen  authorized  by  law 
to  be  elected,  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice  of  commission- 
ers. The  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  faithfully  and  im-  commissioners' 
partially  to  execute  their  duties  to  the  best  of  their  abilities,  oath  snd  duties. 
Before  entering  upon  their  duties,  they  shall  give  at  least  five 
days  personal  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting, 
for  the  purpose  of  valuing  the  premises  and  jnaking  their  as- 
sessments ;  which  notice  shall  be  given  only  to  the  owners 
who  are  residents  thereof  and  known.  They  shall  view  the 
premises  and,  in  their  discretion,  receive  any  legal  evidence, 
and  may,  if  necessary,  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

§  3.  "  If  there  should  be  any  building  standing,  in  whole  _  Buiidmgs  ta- 
or  in  part,  upon  the  land  to  be  taken,  the  commissioners,  esUmTted^'" 
before  proceeding  to  make  their  assessment,  shall  first  esti- 
mate and  determine  the  whole  value  of  such  building  to 
the  owner,  aside  from  the  value  of  the  land  and  the  injury 
to  him  in  having  such  building  taken  from  him  ;  and, 
secondly,  the  value  of  such  building  to  him  to  remove. 

§  4.  At  least  five  days'  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Notice  by  pub- 
owner,  of  such  determination,  when  known  and  a  resident  ^i"^^^^*"^- 
of  the  city,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode.  If  not  known 
or  a,  non-resident,  notice  to  all  persons  interested  shall  be 
given  by  publication  for  ten  days  in  the  corporation  news- 
paper ;  an.d  such  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  commission- 
ers, and  specify  the  building  and  the  award  of  the  commis- 
sioners ;  it  shall  also  require  parties  interested  to  appear  by  a 
day  to  be  named  therein,  or  give  notice  of  their  intention  to 
the  common  council  either  to  accept  the  award  and  allow  such 
building  to  be  taken  with  the  land  condemned  or  appropria- 
ted, or  of  their  intention  to  receive  such  building  at  the  value 
set  thereon  by  the  commissioners,  to  remove.

§  5.  If  the  owner  refuse  to  take  the  building  at  its  ap-  saie  of  buildings 
praised  value  to  remove  or  fail  to  give  notice  of  his  inten- 
tion as  aforesaid,  within  the  time  prescribed,  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  have  power  to  direct  the  sale  of  such  building  at 
public  auction,  for  cash,  or  on  a  credit,  giving  five  days' 
public  notice  of  the  sale.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  shall 
be  paid  to  the  owner  or  deposited  to  his  use. 

§  6.  In  making  their  assessments,  the  said  commission-  ,  Assessment 
ers  shall  ascertain  the  value  of  the  land  taken,  all  expenses 
of  the  improvement  and  damages  occasioned  thereby, 
and  then  assess  upon  the  property  in  the  neighborhood 
benefited,  in  fair  proportions,  a  sum  sufiiclent  to  cover 
the  whole  amount  thereof,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the 
owners,  respectively,  and  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  on 
which  it  may  be  assessed,  and  collected  as  other  taxes  are

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collected,  by  sale  of  the  land  or  otherwise.  The  value  of 
the  land  taken  from  any  owner  shall  be  a  credit  to  him  in 
the  assessment  against  him  for  his  share  of  the  improve- 
ment, and  if  more,  the  difference  shall  be  paid  him  in  money 
before  the  land  is  taken.  Said  commissioner  shall  particu- 
lary  describe  the  lands  and  parcels  on  which  either  assess- 
ment may  be  made,  and  make  a  return  of  their  proceedin<]j8 
and  assessments  to  the  city  council  within  ten  days  after  its 
completion. 
Notice  tciven  §  7.  The  clerk  shall  give  ten  days'  notice,  by  one  publi- 
by  pabiicatiou.  catiou  iu  the  newspaper  publishing  the  ordinances  of  the 
city,  that  such  assesment  has  been  returned,  and  on  the  day 
to  be  specified  therein,  will  be  acted  upon  by  the  city  coun- 
cil, unless  objections  are  made  to  the  same  by  some  person 
interested.  Objections  may  be  heard  before  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  the  hearing  may  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day.

taken.  '  order  of  the  common  council  for  opening,  widening  and 
extending  any  street,  alley,  public  ground  or  highway  to  any 
court  of  record  in  McDonough  county,  by  notice,  in  writing, 
to  the  mayor  or  clerk  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of 
twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  such  final  order.  In  case 
of  appeal  the  common  council  shall  make  return  within 
thirty  days  after  notice  thereof ;  and  the  court  shall,  at  the 
next  term  after  return  filed  in  the  oflice  of  the  clerk  thereof, 
hear  and  determine  such  appeal,  and  confirm  or  annul  the  pro- 
ceedings— from  which  judgment  no  appeal  or  writ  of  error 
shall  lie.  Upon  the  trial  of  the  appeal,  all  questions  involved

of  such  damages  and  injury  upon  persons  or  real  estate 
benefited  by  the  improvement ;  and  in  all  such  other  re- 
spects as  experience  may  suggest. 

§  12.     In  all  cases  where  "there  is  no  agreement  to  the  ,Jj^P^°i^f„  °^ 


contrary,  the  owner  or  landlord,  and  not  the  occupant  or 
tenant,  shall  be  deemed  the  person  who  ought  to  bear  and 
pay  every  assessment  made  for  the  expense  of  any  public 
improvement.  Where  any  such  assessments  shall  be  made 
upon  or  paid  by  any  person  where,  by  agreement  or  by 
law,  the  same  ought  to  be  borne  or  paid  by  any  other  per- 
son, it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  so  paying  to  sue  for  and 
recover  of  the  person  bound  to  pay  the  same  amount  so 
paid,  with  interest.  Kothing  herein  contained  shall  impair 
or  in  any  way  affect  any  agreement  between  any  landlord 
and  tenant  or  other  person,  respecting  the  payment  of  such 
assessment. 

§  13.  In  all  cases  where  expenses  may  be  incurred  in  ^i^f ^p/°o^\i '°f 
the  removal  of  any  nuisance,  the  city  council  may  cause  the  nuisances, 
same  to  be  assessed  against  the  real  estate  chargeable  there- 
with, in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  section. 
Such  expenses  shall  be  likewise  collectable  of  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  such  premises,  in  suit  for  money  expended  to 
his  or  their  use.  In  case  the  same  should  not  be  chargeable 
to  any  rearestate,  suit  m.ay  in  like  manner  be  brought  for 
such  expenses  against  the  author  of  such  nuisance,  when 
known,  or  any  person  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  remove  or 
abate  the  same.

main  drains  and  sewers,  and  private  drains  or  sections 
thereof,  to  be  constructed  and  laid,  relaid,  cleansed  and  re- 
paired, and  regulate  the  same;  to  grade,  improve,  protect 
and  ornament  any  public  square  or  other  public  ground 
now  or  hereafter  laid  out,  and  build  any  school  or  other 
public  building  necessary  and  proper  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  and  make  tlie  necessary  appropriation  therefor,  subject 
only  to  the  limitations  herein  provided  limiting  the  rate  of 
taxation  and  the  issue  of  bonds.

§  2.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  assess  and 
collect,  of  the  owners  of  lots  or  real  estate  on  any  street  or 
other  highway  in  which  any  sewer  may  be  built,  or  any 
part  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes,  or  in  such 
a  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance,  all  expenses 
and  damages  for  the  purpose  of  grading,  paving,  planking 
or  sewering  such  street,  sidewalk,  pavement  or  other  high- 
way. All  owners  or  occupants  of  lots  or  lands,  in  front 
of  or  adjoining  or  upon  whose  premises  the  city  shall  order 
and  direct  sidewalks  or  private  drains  or  guttef's,  or  sewers 
communicating  with  any  main  drain  or  sewer,  to  be  con- 
structed, graded,  paved,  planked,  repaired  or  relaid  or 
cleansed,  or  shall  declare  any  such  lands  or  lots  to  be  nuis- 
ances and  order  the  same  to  be  graded,  filled  up  and 
drained,  or  otherwise  improved,  shall  make,  grade,  pave, 
plank,  repair  or  relay  such  sidewalks,  or  make  or  cleanse 
such  private  drains,  or  grade,  fill  up,  drain  or  otherwise  im- 
prove such  lot  or  land,  at  their  own  cost  and  charge,  within 
the  time  and  manner  prescribed  by  ordinances  or  other- 
wise; and  if  not  done  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed,  the  city  council  may  cause  the  same  to  be  con- 
structed, paved,  planked,  repaired,  relaid,  cleansed,  filled 
up,  graded,  drained  or  otherwise  improved,  and  assess  the 
expense  and  damage  thereof  by  an  order,  to  be  entered  in 
their  proceedings,  upon  the  lots  and  lands  respectively,  and 
collect  the  same  by  warrant  and  sale  of  the  premises,  as  in 
instituted.  Other  cascs.     A  fiu.it  may  also  be  maintained  against  the 
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owner  of  such  premises,  for  the  recovery  of  such  expenses, 
as  for  money  paid  and  laid  out  to  his  use  at  his  request : 
Provided^  that  uo  assessment  shall  be  made  upon  any  lot 
that  shall  exceed  the  benefits  which  the  owners  thereof 
shall  derive  from  such  improvements. 

§  3.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  Alleys  cleaned. 
owners  of  lots  or  grounds,  frontino-  or  adjoining  any  private 
or  public  alley,  to  keep  said  alley  clean,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, to  direct  the  same  to  be  paved,  macadamized,  planked 
or  otherwise,  and  the  costs  thereof  to  be  assessed  and  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  sidewalk  assessments. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

Section  1.     The  city  council  shall  have  power,  by  ordi-     Assessments, 
nance,  to  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment  lists,  and  pre-'"'^*°^' 
scribe  the  duties  and  define  the  powers  of  assessors.     They 
may  also  make  such  rules  and  give  such  dii-ections,  in  rela- 
tion to  revising,  altering  or  adding  to  the  lists,  as  they  may 
deem  proper  and  expeaient. 

§  2.  The  annual  assessment  lists  shall  be  returned  by  Timeofretmna. 
the  assessor  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  August,  in 
each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended,  by  order  of  the 
city  council,  on  return  thereof.  The  city  council  shall  fix  a 
day  for  hearing  objections  thereto,  and  the  register  shall 
give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing  bj^  publi- 
cation in  the  newspaper  publishing  the  ordinances  of  the 
city;  and  any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  assessment 
of  his  property,  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and  make 
his  objections.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  supply  omissions, 
omissions  in  said  assessment  lists,  and,  for  the  purpose  of 
equalizing  the  same,  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  other- 
wise correct  and  revise  the  same,  or  to  refer  the  same  back 
to  the  assessor,  with  instructions  to  correct  and  revise  the 
same. 

§  3.     When  the  assessmpnt  lists  have  been  corrected  and  confirmation  of, 
revised,  the  same  shall   be  filed,  and  an  order,  confirming 
the  same  and  directing  the  warrant  to  be  issued  for  the  col- 
lection thereof,  shall  be  entered  by  the  clerk.     The  city   wan-ants  to  be 
council  shall  thereupon,  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution,  levy  issued. 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  sufiicient  for  the 
several  purposes  for  which  taxes  are  herein  authorized  to 
be  levied,  not  exceeding  the  authorized  percentage,  partic- 
ularly specifying  the   purposes  for  which   the   same  are 
levied,  and,  if  not  for  general  purposes,  the  division  of  the 
city  upon  which  the  same  are  laid. 

§  4.  All  taxes  and  assessments,  general  or  special,  levied  Taxes,  a  lien. 
or  assessed  by  the  city  council,  under  this  act,  or  any  ordi- 
nance in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real 
estate  upon  which  the  same  may  be  imposed,  voted  or  as- 
sessed for  two  years  from  and  after  the  corrected  assessment 
lists  shall  be  confirmed  or  the  passage  of  the  order  for  as- 
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Bessment,  and  on  personal  estate  from  and  after  the  delivery 
of  the  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof,  until  paid ;  and 
no  sale  or  transfer  shall  aftect  the  lien.  Any  personal  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  debtor  may  be  taken  and  sold  fur  the 
payment  of  taxes  on  real  or  personal  estate,  in  case  of  re- 
moval or  when  the  tax  cannot  be  made  out  of  the  personal 
estate,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  by  the  laws  of 
the  state:  Frovided,  that  in  case  the  collection  of  any  as- 
sessment shall  be  delayed  by  injunction  or  other  judicial 
proceedings,  the  same  shall  continue  a  lien,  unless  set  aside, 
upon  the  real  estate  for  the  period  of  two  years  from  and 
after  the  linal  disposition  of  such  injunction  or  other  judi- 
cial proceedings. 

§  5.  The  clerk  shall  issue  a  warrant  or  warrants  for  the 
taxes,  and  rule  therein  separate  columns,  in  which  the  taxes 
levied  shall  be  respectively  set  down,  opposite  the  name  of 
the  person  or  such  real  estate  subject  thereto.  Each  col- 
umn shall  be  headed  with  the  name  of  the  tax  therein  set 
down. 

§  6.  All  warrants  issued  for  the  collection  of  general 
or  special  tax  and  assessments,  shall  be  signed  by  the  may- 
or and  clerk,  with  the  corporate  seal  thereto  attached,  and 
shall  contain  true  and  perfect  copies  of  the  corrected  assess- 
ment lists  upon  which  the  same  may  be  respectively  issued. 
They  shall  be  delivered  to  the  collector  of  the  city  for  col- 
lection at  such  times  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance,  if 
not  otherwise  paid.  The  collector  shall  have  power  to  col- 
lect said  taxes,  with  interest  and  cost,  by  suit,  in  the  corpo- 
rate name  or  by  distress  and  sale  of  personal  property  as 
aforesaid,  afcer  a  demand  and  refusal  to  pay  the  same. 
ist  The  as-sessor's  lists  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  evidence  on  the 
part  of  the  corporation  :  Provided,  a  notice  published  by 
the  collector  for  ten  days,  in  the  corporation  paper,  shall 
be  deemed  a  demand,  and  a  neglect  to  pay  taxes  for  twenty 
days  thereafter,  shall  be  deemed  a  refusal. 

§  7.  All  taxes  and  assessments,  general  or  special,  shall 
bo  collected  by  the  collector  in  the  same  manner  and  with 
the  same  authority  as  are  given  by  law  to  collectors  of 
county  and  state  taxes.  He  shall  pay  the  same  as  fast  as 
collected  into  the  city  treasury,  and  liis  duty,  in  regard  to 
returning  warrants  and  settling  with  the  city,  and  his  lia- 
bilities, in  case  of  default  or  misconduct,  shall  be  the  same 
as  prescribed  by  law  :  Provided,  the  common  council  shall 
have  power  to  prescribe  the  powers,  duties  and  liabili- 
ties of  collectors  by  ordinance. 

§  8.  In  case  of  the  nonpayment  of  any  taxes  or  assess- 
ments levied  or  assessed  under  this  act,  the  premises  may 
1)6  sold  for  the  payment  thereof,  at  any  time  within  two 
years  after  the  confirmation  of  the  assessment  by  the  city 
council.  Before  any  such  sale  an  order  shall  be  made  by 
the  city  council,  which  shall  be  entered,  at  large,  in  the 
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records  kept  by  the  clerk,  directiDg  the  collector  to  sell, 
particularly  describing  the  delinquent  premises  to  be  sold 
and  the  assessment  for  which  the  sale  shall  be  made,  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  which  order,  under  the  corporate  sea!,  signed 
by  the  mayor  or  presiding  officer  and  clerk,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  collector,  which,  together  with  the  warrants, 
shall  constitute  the  process  upon  which  such  sale  may  be 
made. 

§  9.  The  collector  shall  then  advertise  such  premises  Notice  of  saio 
in  the  corporation  newspaper,  for  sale,  for  the  period  of  °'' I'^^'^-'^^s- 
thirty  days,  from  and  after  the  first  publication  of  such  no- 
tice, describing  the  same  by  figures  or  otherwise,  with  the 
name  of  the  owner,  when  known,  and  the  several  amounts 
of  the  taxes  or  assessments  thereon  and  costs.  Said  notice 
shall  also  contain  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  and  shall  be 
published  at  least  three  times.  The  proceedings  may  be 
stopped  at  any  time  on  the  payment  of  the  taxes  or  assess- 
ments and  interest,  with  expense  of  advestisiug, 

§  10.  All  sales  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  re-  Manner  of  cou- 
cpiired  by  law  ;  but  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to  ^"^^ting. 
prescribe  the  manner  of  conducting  the  same.  The  sale 
shall  be  made  for  the  smallest  portion  of  ground  for  which 
any  person  will  take  the  same  and  pay  the  taxes  or  as- 
sessments thereon,  with  interest  and  costs  of  sale.  Dupli- 
cate certificates  of  sale  shall  be  made  and  subscribed  by  ihe 
collector ;  one  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  other  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk ;  which  certifi- 
cate shall  contain  the  name  of  the  purchaser,  a  description 
of  the  premises  sold,  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  assessment, 
wuth  the  interest  and  expenses  for  which  the  same  was  sold 
and  the  time  when  the  right  to  redeem  will  expire..  The  Fees  of  collector 
collector  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  selling  as  are 
allowed  by  law  for  similar  services,  or  his  fees  may  be 
regulated  by  ordinance.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of 
such  sales,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  at  all 
reasonable  times. 

§  11.     The  right  of  redemption,  in  all  cases  of  sales  for    Rights  of  re- 
taxes  or  assessments,  shall  exist  to  the  owner,  his  heirs,  ^^^P^ion. 
creditors,  assigns,  to  the  same  extent  as  is  allowed,  by  law, 
in  cases  of  sales  of  real  estate  for  taxes,  on  payment,  in 
specie,  of  double  the  amount  for  which  the  same  was  sold ; 
and  all  taxes  accruing  subsequent  to  the  sale,  with  interest. 
If  the  real   estate  of  any  infant,  femme  covert,  or  lunatic, 
be  sold  under  this  act,  the  same  may  be  redeemed  at  any 
time  within  one  year  after  such  disability  is  removed.     In 
case  of  redemption  the  money  may  be  paid  to  the  purcha- 
ser, or  for  him  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  make  a  special 
deposit  thereof  with  the  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  there- 
for.    If  not  redeemed  according  to  law,  the  city  council    needs,    how 
shall,  upon  the  return  of  the  certificate    or  proof  of  its  °^^®' 
loss,  direct  a  deed  to  be  executed  to  the  purchaser,  under 
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the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  raavor  or  presiding  officer 
of  the  city  council  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  convey- 
ing to  such  purchaser  the  premises  so  sold  and  unredeemed 
as  aforesaid.  An  abstract  of  all  deed.s,  so  made  and  de- 
livered, shall  be  entered  by  the  clerk  in  the  l)Ook  wherein 
tax  sales  are  recorded.  A  fee  of  one  dollar  may  be  charged 
by  the  clerk  for  any  deed  so  issued, 
ceitiflcatc  of  ^  12,  The  assignee  of  any  tax  certificate  of  any  premi- 
ses sold  for  taxes  or  assessments,  under  authority  of  the 
city,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  deed  of  such  premises  in 
his  own  name,  and  \vith  the  same  effect  as  though  he  had 
been  the  original  purchaser. 

g  13.  If,  at  any  sale  of  real  or  personal  estate  for  taxes 
or  assessments,  no  bid  shall  be  made  for  any  parcel  of  land 
or  any  goods  and  chattels,  the  same  shall  be  struck  off  to  the 
city ;  and,  thereupon,  the  city  shall  receive,  in  the  corpo- 
rate name,  a  certificate  of  the  sale  thereof,  and  shall  be 
vested  with  the  same  rights  as  other  purchasers  at  such  sale. 
§  14.  All  deeds  made  to  purchasers  of  lots  sold  lor 
taxes  or  assessments,  by  order  of  the  city  council,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  in  all  controversies  and  suits  in  rela- 
tion to  the  right  of  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to 
the  premises  thereby  conveyed,  of  the  following  facts : 

First — That  the  land  or  lot  conveyed  was  subject  to 
taxation  or  assessment  at  the  time  the  same  was  advertised 
for  sale,  and  had  been  listed  and  assessed  in  the  time  and 
manner  required  by  law. 

Second. — That  the  taxes  or  assessments  were  not  paid  at 
any  time  before  the  sale. 
Non-rod  mpiiou      Tlilrd. — That  the  land  conveyed  had  not  been  redeemed 
from  the  sale  at  the  date  of  the  deed. 

And  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  following  facts  : 
Inrat. — That  the  land  or  lot  was  advertised  for  sale  the 
length  of  time  and  in  the  manner  required  by  law. 

ISecond. — That  the  land  was  sold  for  taxes  or  assessments 
as  stated  in  the  deed. 

Third. — That  the  grantee  in  the  deed  was  the  purchaser. 
FoiLrth. — That  the  sale  was  conducted  in  the  manner  re- 
(piired  by  law  ;  and  in  all  controversies  and  suits  involving 
the  title  to  land  claimed  and  held  under  and  by  virtue  of 
such  deed,  the  person  or  persons  claiming  title  adverse  to 
the  title  conveyed  by  such  deed,  shall  be  required  to  prove, 
in  order  to  defeat  the  said  title,  either  that  the  land  was  not 
sui)ject  to  taxation  at  the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  taxes  or 
assessments  had  been  paid  ;  that  the  said  land  had  never 
been  listed  or  assessed  for  taxation  or  assessment,  or  that 
the  same  had  been  redeemed  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  and  that  such  redemption  was  made  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  persons  havincrtlie  right  of  redemption  under 
Title,  by  pur-  the  laws  of  this  state ;  but  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to 
'^^^'  (juestion  the  title  acquired  by  the  said  deed  without  first 
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showing  that  he,  she  or  they,  or  the  person  under  whom 
he,  she  or  they  claim  title,  had  title  to  the  land  at  the  time 
of  the  sale,  or  that  the  title  was  obtained  from  the  United 
States  or  this  state  after  the  sale,  and  that  all  taxes  due 
upon  the  lands  have  been  paid  by  such  persons  or  the  per- 
son under  whom  he  claims  titles  as  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE      X. 

FIKE    DEPAKTMENT. 

Section  1.     The  city  council,  for  the  purpose  of  guard-  Fire  department 
ing  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  prohibit  the  erection,  Prohibitions 
placing  or  repairing  of  wooden  buildings  within  the  limits 
prescribed  by  them,  without  their  permission,  and  direct 
and  prescribe  that  all  buildings  within  the  limits  prescribed 
shall  be  made  or  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  and  to 
prohibit  the  rebuilding  or  repairing  of  wooden    buildings 
within  the  fire  limits  when  the  same  shall  have  been  dam- 
aged to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  value  thereof, 
and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  damages  ; 
to  declare  all  dilapidated  buildings  to  be  nuisances,  and  to  Nnisauces. 
direct  the  same  to  be  repaired,  removed  or  abated  in  such 
manner  as  they  shall  prescribe  and  .direct  ;  to  declare  all 
wooden  buildings  within  the  fire  limits,  which   they  may 
deem  dangerous  to  contiguous  buildings  or  in  causing  or 
promoting  tires,  to  be  nuisances,  and  to  require  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  removed  or  abated  in  sitth  manner  as  they  " 
shall  prescribe. 

§  2.     The  city  council  shall  have  power — 

First. — To  prevent  and  prohibit  the  dangerous  construe-  cMmneys,  etc. 
tion  and  condition  of  chimneys,  flues,  fire  places,  stove 
pipes,  ovens  or  any  other  apparatus  used  in  or  about  any 
building  or  manufactory,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed 
or  placed  in  a  secure  and  safe  condition,  when  considered 
dangerous. 

Second. — To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  Asiies. 
and  to  appoint  one  or  more  officers  to  enter  into  all  build- 
ings and  inclosures  to  examine  and  discover  whether  the 
same  are  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be 
dangerous  to  be  put  in  safe  condition. 

lliird. — To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many  Fii-e  buckets, 
fire  buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall 
prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof  in  times  of  fire, 
and  to  require  all  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to 
construct  and  keep  in  repair  wells  or  cisterns  upon  their 
premises. 

Fourth. — To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  Mauufactories. 
manufactories  and  works  dangerous  in  promoting  or  caus- 
ing fires. 

l!ifth. — To  regulate,  prevent  and  prohibit  the  use  of  fire  FUe  works, 
works  and  fire  arms. 
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Combustibles.        S'ixth. — To  prohibit  01*  liavc  the  management  ot"  housefa 
for  storing  of  gunpowder,  or  direct  and  prohibit  other  and  • 
dangerous  material  within  the  city  ;  to  regulate  the  keep- 
ing and  conveying  the  same,  and  the  use  of  candles  and 
other  lights  in  stables  and  other  like  houses. 

Parapet  walls.  Seventh. — To  regulate  and  prescribe  the  manner  and  or- 
der of  the  building  of  parapet  and  partition  walls  and  of 
partition  fences. 

Scuttles,  etc.  Eighth. — To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  houses 

or  other  buildings  to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  stairs  or  lad- 
ders leading  to  the  same.

pieiou3  persons.  ,,fiicers  of  said  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any 
fire  all  idle  and  suspicious  persons,  and  to  compel  all  officers 
of  the  city  and  all  other  persons  to  aid  in  the  extinguish- 
ment of  tires  and  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to 
danger  thereat,  and  in  preventing  goods  from  being  stolen, 
Prevention  and      Tenth. — And  generally  to  establish  such  regulations  fur

serving the  same  ;  and  shall  have  power —

Firemen.  Second. — To  appoint,  during  their  pleasure,  a  competent 

number  of  able  and  reputable  inhabitants  of  the  city,  fire- 
men, to  take  care  and  have  the  management  of  the  engines 
and  other  apparatus  and  implements  use  and  provided  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fires, 

onty  of  firemen.  Thvvd. — To  prescribe  the  duties  of  firemen,  and  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  and  to  impose 
reasonable  penalties  upon  them  for  a  violation  of  the  same  ; 
and  for  incapacity,  neglect  of  dut.y,  or  misconduct,  to  re- 
move them. 

Engineers.  FouHh. — Thc  city  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 

chief  and  assistant  engineers  of  thc  fire  department,  and 
they,  wnth  the  other  firemen,  shall  take  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  the  engines  and  other  apparatus  and  implements 
.provided  and  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires;  and 
their  powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  and  defined  by

it^^ouuclr  °^  Fifth. — The  members  of  the  city  council  and  firemen 
shall,  during  their  terms  of  service  as  such,  bo  exempted 
from  serving  on  juries,  in  the  militia,  or  working  on  the 
streets,  or  paying  taxes  for  the  same.  The  name  of  each 
fireman  shall  be  registered  with  the  register  of  the  city,  and 
the  evidence  to  entitle  him  to  the  exemption  provided  in 
this  section  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  register,  under 
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the  corporate  seal,  for  the  year  for  which  exemptiou  is 
claimed. 

ARTICLE      XI. 

130ARD    OF    HEALTH. 

Section  1.     A  board  of  health,   consisting  of  three  or  Board  of  health- 
more  commissioners,  may  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
city  council,  and  the  mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  city 
council  shall  be  president  of  the  board,  and.  the  city  clerk 
shall  be  their  clerk  and  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  health  officers  to  visit  ever}'-  Duty  of  health 
sick  person  who  may  be  reported  to  them  as  hereinafter  °*^'^®^'^- 
provided,  and  to  report  with  all  convenient  speed  their 
opinion  of  the  sickness  of  such  person  to  the  clerk  of  the 
board,  and  to  visit  and  inspect  all  houses  or  places  in  which 
they  may  suspect  any  person  to  be  confined  with  any  pes- 
tilential or  infectious  diseases,  or  to  contain  unsound  pro- 
visions or  damaged  or  putrid  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  or 
other  unwholesome  articles,  and  to  make  report  of  the 
state  of  the  same,  with  all  convenient  speed,  to  the  clerk  of 
the  board. 

§  3.     All  persons  in  the  city,  not  residents  thereof,  who    infected  and 
may  be  infected  with  any  pestilential  or  infectious  disor-  ufbfi'e'moTeeL^ 
der,  or  all  things  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  shall  be 
infected  by  or  tainted  with  pestilential  matter,  or  ought  to 
be  removed  so  as  not  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  city,  " 
shall,  by  order  of  said  board,  be  removed  to  some  proper 
place,  not  exceeding  five  miles  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city, 
to  be  provided  by  the  board  at  the  expense  of  the  pe.r'son  to 
be  removed,  if  able ;  and  the  board  may  order  any  furni- 
ture or  wearing  apparel  to  be  destroyed,  whenever  they 
may  deem  it  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  city,  by  making 
just  compensation. 

§  i.     The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the    Powers    and 
powers  and  duties  of  the  board  of  health,  and  punish  by  boardVheaith! 
tine  or  imprisonment,  or   both,  any  refusal  or  neglect  to 
observe  the  orders  and  regulations  of  the  board. 

§  5.  The  health  officers  may  he  authorized  by  the  city  other  duties, 
council,  when  the  public  interests  require,  to  exercise,' for 
the  time  being,  such  of  the  powers  and  perform  such  of  the 
powers  and  perform  such  of  the  duties  of  marshal,  or  street 
commissioner,  as  the  city  council  may  in  their  discretion 
direct,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  all  houses  and  other 
places,  private  or  public,  at  all  times,  in  the  discharge  of  any 
duty  under  this  act  or  any  ordinance. 

§  6.     Every  person  practicing  physic  in  the  city,  who    Dntiesofphy- 
shall  have  a  patient  laboring  under  any  malignant,  infec-  ^'"^^''^• 
tious  or  pestilential  disease,  shall  forthwith  make  a  report, 
in  writing,  to  the  clerk  of  the  board ;  and  for  neglect  to  do 
so  shall  be  considered  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  liable 
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to  a  line  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  re- 
covered with  costs  in  an  action  of  debt  in  any  court  having

A   SYSTEM    OF    GRADED   SCHOOLS. 


School  district. 


Section  1.  All  the  territory  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  of  Bubhnill,  in  McDonough  county,  according  to  its 
present  or  future  bounJ;iries,  is  hereby  created  into  a  com- 
mon school  district. 

School  fund.  §  2.     All  school  fuuds,  from  whatever  source  derived, 

belonging  to  township  number  seven  (T)  north  of  tlie  base 
line,  of  range  number  one  (1)  west  of  the  fourth  principal 
meridian,  known  as  the  townthip  of  Bushnell,  McDonough 
county,  Illinois,  held  or  owned  for  school  purposes,  shall 
be  divided  between  the  city  of  Bushnell  and  the  portion  of 
the  said  township  without  the  same,  in  the  proportion  and 

Division  of  fnnd  manner  followiug:  The  school  trustees  for  the  several 
districts  of  said  township  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
first  election  contemplated  by  this  act,  appoint  two  commis- 
sioners who  are  freeholders — one  a  resident  of  said  city, 
the  other  of  said  township  without  the  city — who,  after 
[having]  been  sworn  well  and  truly  to  discharge  their 
duties,  shall  ascertain  the  whole  number  of  persons  under 
the  age  ot  twenty-one  years  residing  in  the  whole  of  said 
township,  and  the  whole  number  in  said  city,  and  in  the 

Apportionment  towaislilo   without  the  City;   and  thereupon  said  trustees 

of  fund.  gij^n  divide  and  apportion  said  funds  of  said  township 

between  the  city  and  the  township  without  the  city,  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  ]>ersons  under  the  age  of  tv/enty-one 
years  residing  in  said  township.  Said  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  supply  any  vacancy  occurring  among  said  com- 
missioners. 

§  o.  The  said  trustees,  or  other  person  or  persons  hav- 
ing custody  or  control  of  said  funds,  shall  pay  over  and 
deliver  to  the  board  of  education  of  Bushnell  school  dis- 
trict the  portion  of  funds  to  which  said  school  district  may 
be  entitled.  The  public  schools  of  said  district  shall  be 
under  the  exclusive  management  and  control  of  a  board  of 
education,  to  consist  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  who  shall 
be  the  president  of  the  board,  and  one  from  each  Avard  of 
the  city,  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  education  of  Bush- 
nell school  district ;  each  of  whom,  M'ith  the  treasurer  and 
clerk  of  said  board,  shall  be  sworn  to  discharge  their  duties 
with  lidelitv. 

§  4.  Said  board  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  oyer 
the  school  lands,  i'lirds,  and  other  means  of  said  district, 
for  school  purposes,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  do  all 
acts  and  things  in  relation    thereto  to  promote  the  end 
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lierein  designed;  may  sell  or  lease  said  land,  or  other 
lands  or  property  which  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  donated,  purchased  or  designed  for  school  purposes  in 
said  district,  on  such  terms,  for  cash  or  credit,  and  such 
time,  as  they  may  see  proper.  They  shall  have  full  power 
to  receive  conveyances  or  donations,  and  to  make  the 
necessary  deeds  or  leases  of  lands;  and  all  conveyances  by 
the  board  sl:!all  be  signed  and  acknowledged  before  some 
competent  officer,  by  the  president  and  secretarj^  of  said 
board  :  Provided^  however^  that  no  sale  or  lease  of  land  proviso, 
for  more  than  one  year  shall  be  made  without  the  concur- 
rence of  said  board  of  education.  A  majority  of  the 
directors,  with  or  without  the  president,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  president,  they  may  appoint  one  of  their  own  \\vm\- 
ber  president  j9ro  ^6;;i/>^jre.  The  president  shall  only  vote  President, pro 
in  case  of  a  tie,  when  he  shall  have  a  casting  vote.    "  '^^"^• 

§  5.     Said  board  shall  have  fall   power  to  buy  or  lease    Powers  of  the 
sites  for  school  houses,  with  the  necessary  grounds  there-  ^"'^'*^* 
for ;  to  erect,  hire  or  purchase  buildings  for  school  houses, 
and  keep  them  in  repair ;  to  furnish  schools  with  necessary    Libraries,  fur- 
books,  fixtures,  furniture,  apparatus  and  library  or  libra-  °^^"'^'^'  ®**^' 
ries ;  to  establish,  conduct  and  maintain  a  system  of  graded 
schools,   to  be  kept  in  one  or  more  buildings  in  said  dis- 
trict; to  supply  the  insufficiency  of  school  funds  for  the  Teachers. 
payment  of  teachers,  and  other  school  purposes  and  ex- 
penses, by  school  taxes,  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  here- 
inafter provided ;    to   determine   the   number,   make   the 
appointment,    and   fix   the   amount   of  compensation,   of 
teachers  within  said  district ;    and  to  appoint  a  general  superiutendeot. 
superintendent  of  schools,  prescribe  his  duties  and  fix  his 
salary ;  and  to  appoint  all  other  agents  and  servants,  and 
fix  their  pay :     Provided^  that  the  said  directors  shall  in 
no  case  receive  any  compensation,  except  such  as  may  be 
determined  and  fixed  by  the  city  council ;  to  prescribe  the  school  books, 
studies  to  be  taught,  and  books  to  be  used,  including  maps, 
charts,  globes,  etc.  \  to  lay  off  and  divide  said  district  into 
smaller  districts,  and  alter  the  same  or  erect  new  ones  at 
pleasure ;  to  pass  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  to  carry    to  make  by- 
their  powers  into  complete  execution,  and  for  the  govern-  jauons"'^  "'""" 
ment  of  their  own  body,  their  officers,  agents  and  servants, 
and  providing  for  their  meetings  and  adjournments ;  and 
generally,  to  have  and  possess  all  power  and  authority 
necessary  for  the  proper*  establishment  and  control  of  an 
efiective  system  of  graded  schools  within  said  district;  and 
they  shall  visit  each  and  all  the  schools  therein  as  often  as 
may  be  necessary. 

^  6.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  education,  Duties  of  board, 
and  they  shall^  have  full  power,  to  determine  the  amount 
of  money  needed  and  to  be  raised  for  school  purposes,  over

foTecbooT"'"'"^  jority  of  such  voters,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  raise  such  sum, 
either  by  taxation  or  loan,  as  said  board  shall  see  proper; 
and  before  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year,  they  shall 
determine  the  amount  required  to  be  collected  by  taxation, 
for  expenditures,  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary the  next  ensuing,  for  school  purposes  generally,  and 
certify  the  amount  to  the  city  council  of  Bushnell.

Additions.  §  3.     Any  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  limits  of  said  city 

and  extending  not  more  than  eighty  rods  from  the  city  lim- 
its^, may  be  laid  off  into  lots  and  included  within  tlic  city 
limits :  Provided,  that  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to 
adopt  a  plan  for  the  laying  out  and  platting  of  all  additions 
which  may  be  made  to  said  city,  or  of  subdivision  of  lands 
Ijing  within  the  city,  so  as  to  secure  regularity  and  uniform- 
ity in  the  streets  and  highways  of  the  city  and  vicinity,  and 
to  require  that  all  additions  or  subdivisions  which  may  be 
so  laid  out  and  platted,  shall  conform  to  such  plan ;  and  no 
map  or  plat  of  any  addition  to  said  city,  or  of  any  subdi- 
vision of  lands  lying  within  the  same,  or  within  eighty  rods 
of  the  limits  thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  record  or  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  Jackson  county, 
Approval.  until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  city  coun- 
cil of  said  city  ;  and  all  such  additions  or  subdivisions  shall 
be  null  and  void,  unless  a  correct  plat  or  map  thereof  shall 
be  approved  by  the  city  council  of  said  city  before  the  same 
is  filed  for  record  :  Provided,  further,  that  whenever  any 
lands  lying  within  eighty  rods  of  the  city  limits  are  laid 
out  in  lots  of  less  than  five  acres,  and  sold  or  offered  for 
sale  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  the  city  council  shall 
have  the  power,  by  ordinance,  to  include  the  same  within 
the  limits  and  jurisdiction  of  the  city. 
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ARTICLE     II. 

CITV    GOVEKXMENT. 

Section  1.     The  legislative  powers  of  the  city  of  Car-  General  powers, 
bondale  shall  be  vested  in  a  council,  and  the  executive  pow- 
ers of  said   city  shall  be  exercised  by  a  mayor  and  such 
other  officers  as  are  provided  by  this  act,  or  as  may  be  es- 
tablished by  ordinance  of  said  city.

§  2.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  consist  of  four  mem-  Qnaiiflcatiou. 
hers,  who  shall  be  elected  from  the  city  at  large ;  and  no 
person  shall  be  an  alderman  who  is  not  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  freeholder  in 
the  city,  and  who  has  not  resided  within  the  city  limits  one 
year  next  preceding  his  election.  If  any  alderman  shrdl 
remove  his  residence  beyond  the  city  limits  his  office  shall 
be  vacated  :  Provided^  that  the  city  council  may,  when  the 
interests  of  the  city  demand  it,  lay  ofi*  the  city  into  four 
wards,  define  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  provide  by  ordi- 
nance for  the  election  of  aldermen  by  wards. 

§  3.  The  city  council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications,  Powers, 
elections  and  returns  of  its  members,  and  shall  determine 
all  contested  elections;  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  for 
the  government  of  its  meetings,  to  punish  its  members  for 
disorderly  or  unbecoming  conduct,  and  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient cause,  two-thirds  of  the  members  elect  concurring, 
may  expel  a  member. 

§  4.     A  majority  of  the  aldermen  shall  constitute  a  quo-  Quonmi. 
rum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  may  fine  absent  members, 
and  compel  their  attendance. 

§  5.     The  council  shall   keep  a  journal  of  its  proceed-    Record  of  pro- 
ings,  and  the  yeas  and  nays,  when  demanded  by  any  mem-  <=6e<i'°g«- 
her  present,  shall  be  entered  thereon,  which  journal  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  be  published.

ARTICLE    IV. 

THE    MAYORALTY. 

Major.  Section  1.     The  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city  shall 

be  a  maj'or,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  city,  and  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his 
successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified.

The  mayor  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
council,  and  have  a  casting  vote  and  no  other,  and  in  his 
absence,  at  any  meeting  of  the  council,  the  board  of  alderj 
men  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  president  pro  tem. 
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§  4.     The  mayor  shall,  at  all  times,  be  active  and  vigilant    Enforce  oidi- 
in  enforcinfT  the  laws  and   ordi^.ances  for  the  government  '^^°^^^- 
of  the  city,  and  it  is  hereby  expressly  made  his  duty  to 
in8])ect  the  conduct  of  all  subordinate  officers  of  said  city, 
and   to  give  notice  of  their  neglect  of  duty,  violation  of 
law  or   other  unbecoming  conduct    to  the  council;    and 
at  the  regular  meetings  in  April  of  each  year,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  he  may  deem  expedient,  commnnicate,  in 
writing,  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  such  information  and 
recommend  such  measures  as,  in  his  judgment,  may  con- 
duce to  the  improvement  of  the  finances,  the  police,  the 
security,  the  health,  comfort  or  ornament  of  the  city.     The  compensation. 
mayor  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as 
shall  be  fixed   by  ordinance.     For  omission  or  neglect  of 
official  duty  or  malconduct  in  office,  or  other  good  and 
sufficient  cause,  the  mayor  may  be  removed  from  office — a 
majority  of  all  the  aldermen  elect  voting  for  such  removal. 
Betore  the  board  of   aldermen  shall  proceed  to  try  the 
mayor,  specitlc  charges  shall  be  preferred   by  said  board, 
and  a  day  set,  not  less  than  ten  days,  and  notice  in  writing, 
and  a  copy  of  said  charges  and  the  time  set  for  the  trial, 
shall  be  served  on  the  mayor ;  when  the  board  meets  for 
such  trial,  they  shall  select  one  of  their  number  chairman, 
and  the  board  shall  be  sworn  as  a  court  of  impeachment. 
The  chairman  may  administer  oaths  and  shall  have  the  pow- 
er, with  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  board,  to  send  for. 
persons  and  papers.     If  the  charge  or  charges  are  sustained.    Removal  from 
the  mayor  shall  be  removed  from  office  and  the  vacancy 
shall  be  tilled  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  subject  to  such 
regulations  as  may  be  made  by  ordinance  for  tilling  vacan- 
cies in  office  in  said  city. 

§  6,  In  case  of  the  temporary  absence  of  the  mayor  from  Mayor,  pro  tem. 
the  city,  or  from  sickness  or  other  cause,  he  be  unable  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall,  by 
ballot,  elect  one  of  their  number  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
mayor,  who  shall  take  the  same  oath  required  to  be  taken  by 
the  mayor,  during  such  tempory  absence  or  inability  of  the 
mayor,  and  whose  official  designation  shall  be  "  Acting 
Mayor.'' 

§  6.  The  mayor  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to°^'^°^™^Si'" 
or  affirmations,  in  all  matters  arising  under  this  act  or  the  nances^^  "^ 
laws  of  this  state.  He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace, 
and  may  call  upon  every  male  inhabitant  of  the  city,  over 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  city,  and  to  enforce  obedience  to  said  call 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance.

one  city  marshal,  who  sliall  hold  their  offices,  respectively, 
for  one  year  and  un'ii  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified  ;  and  forever,  thereafter,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
April  uf  each  and  evc^ry  year,  an  election  shall  be  held  in 
said  city  for  aldermen  and  such  other  officers  of  the  city  as 
are  or  may  be  made  elective.  All  qualified  voters  of  the  state 
of  Illinois,  who  have  been  residents  of  the  city  for  thirty 
days  next  preceding  any  election,  shall  be  legal  voters.

Section  1.  The  judge  of  the  citj  court  is  hereby  con- ^J'j^^^ee  commiB- 
stituted  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  shall  be  commissioned  ernor. 
by  the  governor,  and  qualify  as  other  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  have,  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred,  by 
law,  upon  justices  of  the  peace  in  this  state.  He  shall 
have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  suits  or  prosecutions,  for 
the  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation  :  Pro- 
vided^ that  in  the  absence  of  the  city  judge,  or  his  inability 
to  try  such  suit  or  prosecution,  or  in  case  grounds  for  a 
change  of  venue  may  be  made  out  by  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants, the  mayor  or  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  said 
city,  may  hold  said  city  court  and  try  such  suit  or  prosecu- 
tion. The  judge  of  the  city  court  shall  have  concurrent  Jnrisdiction. 
jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  of  Jackson  county  ; 
and  he  shall,  also,  have  additional  statute,  criminal  and 
common  law  jurisdiction,  in  all  cases  where  the  demand, 
damages  or  jfine  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
where  the  imprisonment  extends  only  to  the  county  or  city 
jail :  Provided^  that  the  city  marshal,  or  any  other  officer 
authorized  to  execute  writs  or  process  issued  by  said  judge, 
shall  have  power  to  execute  the  same  anywhere  within  the 
limits  of  Jackson  county.  In  all  suits  and  proceedings 
before  said  judge  of  the  city  court,  where  the  amount  in  Fees  of  judge. 
controversy  or  demand  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, said  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  allowed 
by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  like  services;  and  in  all 
suits  or  proceedings,  where  tlie  demand  or  amount  in  con- 
troversy exceeds  one  hundred  dollars,  he  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  same  fees  as  allowed,  by  law,  to  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for  like  services.  The  judge  of  _  Punishinent 
the  city  court  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  made  his  duty,  ^'^^' ^^°'*^^°^^- 
when  any  person  is  found  guilty  of  violating  any  ordinance 
of  the  city,  "to  impose,  upon  him  or  them  such  punishment, 
by  fine  or  imprisonment,  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  and 
none  other,  and  to  order  him  or  them  to  be  held  in  custody  - 
by  the  city  marshal,  or  imprisoned  in  the  city  jail,  until 
the  fine  and  costs  are  paid  :  Provided^  that  no  person  shall 
be  fined,  for  violating  any  city  ordinance,  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  nor  imprisoned  more  than  three  months. 
He  shall  also  have  power  to  fine  and  imprison  for  contempt 
of  his  court  when  in  session.  He  shall  hold  a  session  of 
his  court  for  the  trial  of  causes  on  every  Monday,  and  shall 
keep  the  same  open,  from  day  to  day,  if  necessary,  until 
all  the  business  before  him  shall  have  been  disposed  of;  and 
shall  have  and  keep  a  docket  similar  to  that  of  the  circuit 
court.

The  city  council  shall  have  power  anclauthor-  Levy  and  coi- 
ity  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  upon  all  property,  real  and  per-^ 
soual,  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  not  exceeding  one-half  of 
one  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof,  and 
may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner,  to 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  not  repugnant  to  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  and  the  state  of  Illinois. 

§  2.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  require  all  offi-  Bonds, 
cers,  elected  in  pursuance  of  this  charter  or  appointed  by  the 
council,  to  take  the  oath  of  office  and  execute  bonds,  with 
security  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
same. 

§  3.  To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  city,  by  and  uj^ney  on  credit 
with|the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  present,  at  an  of  city, 
election  for  the  purpose:  Provided,  that  no  money  shall 
be  borrowed  at  a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  ten  per  cent. 
per  annum,  nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  amount  borrowed 
and  outstanding  at  any  time  exceed  one-half  of  the  revenue 
of  the  city  arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate. 

§  4.  To  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  General  health, 
of  the  inhabitants,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious 
diseases  into  the  city,  to  make  quarantine  laws  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  enforce  the  same  within  five  miles  of  the  city.

The  municipal  government  of  the  city  shall  con- 
sist of  a  common  council,  to  be  composed  of  the  mayor  and 
two  aldermen  from  each  ward.  The  other  officers  of  the 
corj)oration  shall  be  as  follows  :  A  city  clerk,  a  city  mar- 
shal, a  city  treasurer,  a  city  attorney,  a  city  assessor,  a  city 
collector,  a  city  surveyor  and  a  city  supervisor  of  public 
works,  who,  in  addition  to  thedutiec  prescribed  by  this  act, 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance.  There  shall  also  be  such  other  ofhcers,  servants 
and  agents  of  the  corporation  as  may  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance— to  be  a])pointed  by  the  common  council,  and  to 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescri5ed  by  ordinance. 

§  2.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act, 
except  aldermen,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and 
until  the  election  or  appointment  and  qualificatioji  of  their 
successors,  respectively.  All  other  officers  mentioned  in 
this  act,  and  not  otherwise  specially  provided  for,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  common  council,  by  ballot,  on  the  second 
Monday  of  May  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be;  but  the  common  council  may  specially  authorize  the 
appointment  of  watchmen  and  policemen  b}'  the  mayor,  to 
continue  in  oflRce  during  the  pleasure  of  the  common  coun- 
cil :  Provided^  the  mayor  and  marshal  may  be  autliorized 
to  rem.ove  them  from  office  for  good  cause.  All  officers 
elected  or  appointed  to  fill  vacancies,  shall  hold  for  the  un- 
expired term  only,  and  uiitil  the  election  or  appointment 
and  finalitication  of  their  successors, 
of  §  o.  The  several  wards  of  the  city  shall  be  represented 
in  the  common  council  by  two  aldermen  from  each  ward, 
who  shall  be  hoim  fide  residents  thereof,  and  hold  their  offi- 
ces for  two  year  fnnn  and  after  their  election,  and  until  the 
election  and  qualification  of  their  successors.  At  the  first 
meeting  of  the  common  council  after  the  annual  election  in 
April  next,  the  aldermen  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes, 
by  lot;  the  terms  of  office  of  those  of  the  first  class  shall 
ex))ire  in  one  year,  and  of  those  of  the  second  class  in  two 
years. 
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§  4.     If,  from  any  cause,  there  shall  not  be  a  quorum  of  Quorum. 
aldermen,   the  clerk  shall  apjX)int  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  a  special  election  to  supply  such  vacancies,  and  to 
appoint  judges  thereof,  if  necessary.     If  any  alderman  shall   ,^.^"^^'^^1^?!^ 
remove  from  the  ward  represented  by  him,  his  office  shall  ^^^  ' 
thereby  become  vacant.      If,    for  any  cause,   the  officers 
herein  named  shall  not  be  appointed  on  the  second  Monday 
of  May  in  each  year,  the  common  couno.il  may  adjourn, 
from  time  to  time,  until  such  appointments  are  made.     If 
there  should  be  a  failure  by  the  people  to  elect  any  officers 
herein  required  to  be  elected,  the   common   council  may 
forthwith  order  a  new  election. 

§  5.  Any  officL'r  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  may  Removal  from 
be  removed  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
aldermen  authorized  by  law  to  be  elected ;  but  no  officer 
shall  be  removed  except  for  good  cause,  nor  unless  first 
furnished  with  the  charges  against  him,  and  heard  in  his 
defense;  and  the  common  council  shall  have  power  to  com 
pel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  pa- 
pers, when  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  such  trial,  and  Limit  of  time, 
shall  proceed,  within  ten  days  to  hear  and  determine  upon 
the  merits  of  the  case  ;  and  if  such  officer  shall  neglect  to 
appear  and  answer  such  charge,  then  the  common  council 
may  declare  the  office  vacant :  Provided,  this  section  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  apply  to  any  officer  appointed  by  the 
common  council.  Such  officer  may  be  removed  at  any  time, 
by  a  vote  (jf  two-thirds,  as  aforesaid,  in  their  discretion  ;• 
but  any  officer  may  be  suspended  until  the  disposition  of 
the  charges,  when  preferred. 

§  6.     Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of    vacaucyinof- 
mayor  or  alderman,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  new   *^°°  mayoi. 
election,  and  tlie  common  council  shall  order  such  special  , 

election  within  ten  days  after  the  happening  of  such  vacan- 
cy. Any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  other  office  may  be 
filled  by  appointment  of  the  common  council.  But  no 
special  election  siiall  be  held  to  fill  vacancies  if  more  than 
nine  months  of  the  time  has  expired,  except  in  the  case  of 
no  quorum,  mentioned  in  section  four. 

§  7.  All  citizens  of  the  United  States,  qualified  to  vote  Qnaiiflcafionof 
at  any  election  held  under  this  act,  shall  be  qualified  to  ^^^^i^^^^^^^- 
hold  any  office  created  by  this  act ;  but  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  any  office  under  this  or  any  other  act  in  relation 
to  said  city,  who  is  now  or  may  be  hereafter  a  defaulter  to 
said  city  or  to  the  state  of  Illinois,  or  to  any  other  city  or 
county  thereof,  or  who  shall  have  taken,  given  or  ofiered  a 
bribe  for  an  official  act  or  vote;  and  any  person  shall  be 
considered  a  defaulter  who  has  refused  or  neglected,  or 
may  hereafter  refuse  or  neglect,  for  thirty  days  after  de- 
mand made,  to  account  for  and  pay  over,  to  the  party 
authorized  to  receive  the  same,  any  public  money  which 
may  have  come  into  his  possession.      And  if  any  person, 
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holding  any  such  office  or  place,  within  this  city,  shall  he- 
come  a  defaulter  whilst  in  office,   the  office   or  place  shall 
thereupon  hecmne  vacant.

CHAPTER  IV.

before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  oath  of  office  prescribed  in  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  and  file  the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officer 
before  whom  it  was  taken,  with  the  city  clerk. 

§  2.     The  mayor  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  oath  of  mayor, 
of  his  office,  in  addition  to  the  usual  oath,  swear  (or  affirm) 
"  that  he  will  devote  so  much  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  his 
office  as  an  efficient  and  faithful  discharge  thereof  may  re- 
quire."

They  may    Additional  da- 
also^require  all  officers,  severally,  before  they  enter  upon  ^^®^'^^'*^*=®"- 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  to  execute  a  bond  to 
the  city  of  Evanston,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  securities  ' 

as  they  may  approve — conditioned  that  they  shall  faith- 
fully execute  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and 
account  for  and  pay  over  and  deliver  all  moneys  and  other 
property  received  oy  them  ;  wh'cli  bond,  with  the  approval 
of  the  common  council  certified  thereon  by  the  clerk,  shall 
be  tiled  in  his  office. 

§  18.  If  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  of  said  city.  Deijveranceof 
shall  not,  within  ten  days  a^'ier  notification  and  request, 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  the  property,  bot.ks, 
papers  and  efi"ects,  of  every  description,  in  his  possession, 
beloiigiiig  to  said  city,  or  appertaining  to  his  said  office,  he  ■ 
shall  forteit  and  pay,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  fifty  dollars, 
besides  all  damages  caused  by  his  refusal  or  neglect  so  to 
deliver;  and  such  successor  may  recover  possession  of  the 
books,  papers  and  efiects  belonging  to  his  office,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  state. 

§  19.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act 
shall  be  commif;sioned  by  warrants,  under  the  corjiorate 
seal,  signed  by  the  mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  com- 
mon council,  and  clerk. 

§  20.     The  offices  of  marshal,  assessor  and  collector  may  o^^^rgj^^''^ '''' 
be  held  by  the  same  person,  unless  prohibited  by  ordinance 
of  the  common  council. 

CHAPTER    V. 

OF  THE  LKGISLATITE  POWER  OF  THE  COMMON    COU.VCIL,   ITS    GENERAL   POWERS    AND 
DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  constitute  cityconncii. 
the  common  council  of  the  city.  The  common  council  shall 
meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall,  by  resolution, 
direct.  The  mayor,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  common  council,  and  shall  have  only  a  casting 
vote  ;  in  his  absence,  any  one  of  the  aldermen  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  preside.  A  majority  of  the  persons  elected  alder- 
men shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


Commission  of 
officers. 
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compcnsatton.  §  2.  TliG  mayor  and  aldermen  sliall  not,  during  the 
period  for  which  they  are  elected,  receive  any  compensation 
for  their  services,  or  be  appointed  to  or  competent  to  hold 
any  office  of  wl)ich  the  emoluments  are  paid  trom  the  city 
treasurer  or  paid  by  fees  directed  to  be  paid  by  any  act  or 
ordinance  of  the  common  council,  or  be  directly  or  indi- 
directly  interested  in  any  contract,  the  expense  or  consider- 
ation whereof  are  to  be  paid  under  any  ordinance  of  the 
common  council,  or  be  allowed  to  vote  in  any  matter  in 
which  he  is  directly  interested  personally  or  pecuniarily. 

Mjetings.  §    3.      The    commou   council  shall   hold   twelve   stated 

meetings,  one  in  each  month,  during  the  year,  and  ihe  mayor 
or  any  two  aldermen  may  call  special  meetings,  by  notice 
to  each  of  the  members  of  the  council,  served  personally  or 
left  at  their  usual  places  of  abode.  Petitions  and  remon- 
strances may  be  presented  to  the  common  council,  and  they 
shall  determine  the  rule  of  their  own  ])roceedings,  and  be 
the  judges  of  the  election  and  qnalitications  of  their  own 
members,  and  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

Finances  and      SECTION  1.     The  city  cuuiicil  shall  have  the  control  of 

property.  ^-^^  finances,  and  of  all  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed, 

belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall,  likewise,  have 
power,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  ciry  : 

Indebtedness.  J^h'st. — To  api)ropriate  money  and  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment ot  the  d&bts  and  expenses  of  the  city,  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

Contagious dis-  becoud. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  contagious  diseases  into  the  city,  to  make  quai-iaitine 
laws  for  that  purpose,  and  to  enforce  them  within  the  city 
and  within  three  miles  thereof. 

General  health.  Third. — To  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general 
health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants;  to  prevent,  abate  and 
remove  nuisances,  and  punish  the  authors  thereof  by  pen- 
alties, line  and  imprisonment:  to  define  and  declare  what 
shall  be  deemed  nuisances,  and  authorize  and  direct  the 
summary  abatement  thereof;  and  to  prevent  indecencies 
within  the  corporation  and  on  Lake  Michigan  within  one 
mile  of  the  shore. 

Wells,  cisterns.  Fourth. — To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  make,  regu- 
late and  establish  public  wells,  pumps  and  cisterns,  hy- 
drants and  reservoirs,  within  the  city  or  beyond  the  limits 
thereof,  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  conve- 
nience of  the  inhabitants,  and  to  prevent  the  unnecessary 
wa^te  of  wa'"er. 
streets,  alleys,      Fifth. — To  have  exclusive  control  and  power  over  the 

andhighways.  ^<^^^^^^  j^[,(j  highways  and  alleys  of  the  city,  and  to  abate 
and  remove  any  encroachments  or  obstructions  thereon  ;  to 
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open,  alter,  abolish,  widen,  extend,  straighten,  establish, 
regulate,  grade, pave,  macadamize,  g/avel,  clean  or  otherwise 
improve  the  same ;  to  put  drains  or  sewers  therein,  and 
prevent  the  encumbering  in  any  manner,  and  protect  the 
same  from  any  encroachment  or  injury. 

Sixth — To  establish,  erect,  construct,  regulate  and  keep  .Bridses  and 
in  repair  bridges,  culverts  and  sewers,  sidewalks  and  cross-  ^^  ^^* 
ways,  and  regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  the  same,  and 
to  abate  any  obstruction  or  encroachment  thereof ;  to  es- 
tablish, alter,  change  and  straighten  the  channels  of  water 
courses  and  natural  drains ;  to  sewer  the  same,  or  wall 
them  up  and  cover  them  over,  and  to  prevent,  regulate  and 
control  the  filling,  altering  or  changing  the  channels  thereof 
by  private  persons. 

/Seventh.— To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  Lighting  streets 
erecting  lamp  posts  and  lamps  therein,  and  regulate  the 
lighting  thereof,  and,  from  time  to  time,  create,  alter  or 
extend  lamp  districts.  To  exclusively  regulate,  direct  and 
control  the  laying  and  repairing  of  gas  pipes  and  gas  fix- 
tures in  the  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks. 

Eighth. — To  establish   and    erect  markets  and  market  Markets, 
houses,  and  other  public  buildings  of  the  eity,  and  provide 
for  the  governmeut  and  regulation  thereof,  and  their  erec- 
tion  and  location,  and  to  authorize  their  erection  and  the 
continuation  of  such  as  are  already  erected  wi'.hin  the  same.

removed,  and  prohibit  their  establishment  within  one  mile 
of  the  city,  and  prevent  the  extension  of  any  cemetery  now 
established  within  that  distance. 

Ti^nth. — To  erect  or  establish  one  or  more  hospitals  or  hospitals, 
dispensaries,  and  control  and  regulate  the  same. 

Eltventh.—Ho  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets,  obstructions, 
alleys,  sidewalks  or  public  grounds  with  carriages,  wagons, 
carts,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts, 
awnings,  or  any  other  thing  whatever.  To  compel  all  per- 
sons to  keep  the  snow,  ice,  dirt  and  other  rubbish  from  the 
sidewalks  and  street  gutters  in  front  of  the  premises  occu- 
pied by  them. 

Twelfth.— To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  and  peddiers!°ete"'' 
to  impose  duties  upon  the   sale   of  goods   at  auction;   to     ""      '     ' 
license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  and  prohibit  hawkers,  ped- 
dlers, pawnbrokers,  theatrical  or  other  exhibitions,  circuses, 
menageries  and  amusements. 

Thirteenth.— To  license,   tax,    regulate   and   suppress  j^|°'''^Yc'' ^*°'" 
hackm.fin,  draymen,  omnibus  drivers,  porters  and  all  others  ™*'''^  '^^ 
pursuing  like  occupations,  with  or  without  vehicles,  and  to 
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prescribe  their  compeDsatioii,  and  to  regulate  and  restrain 
runutTB  for  stages,  cars  and  public  houses. 

tourteenth. — To  liceute,  tax,  regulate,  prohibit  and  sup- 
}»rf  ss  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys  and  ball  alleys ;  to  suppress 
and  restrain  disorderly  houses,  tippling  sho))s  and  groceries, 
bawdy  houses,  gaming  and  gambling  houses,  lotteries  and 
all  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  playing  of  cards, 
dice  and  other  games  of  chance,  with  or  without  betting,  and 
to  authorize  the  destruction  of  all  instruments  and  devices 
used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming. 

I^iftcenth. — To  prohibit  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any 
intoxicating  or  malt  liquors  by  any  persons  within  the  ciiy; 
to  forbid  and  punish  the  selling  or  giving  away  any  intox- 
icating or  malt  liquors  to  any  minor,  apprentice  or  servant. 

tSixteenth. — To  prevent,  restrain  and  punish  forestalling 
and  regrating ;  to  regulate  the  inspection  and  vending  of 
fresh  meats,  poultry  and  vegetables ;  of  butter,  lard  and 
other  provisions,  and  kerosene  oil,  and  the  place  and  man- 
ner of  sellitig  liish  and  inspecting  the  same. 

Seventeenth. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  meas- 
ures, and  regulate  the  weights  and  measures  to  be  used 
within  the  city  in  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  by  law  ; 
to  require  all  traders  or  dealers  in  merchandise,  or  pmperty 
of  any  description,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to 
cause  their  measures  and  weights  to  be  tested  and  sealed 
by  the  city  sealer  and  be  subject  to  his  inspection.  The 
standard  of  such  weiglits  and  measures  shall  be  conform- 
able to  those  established  by  law. 

Eighteenth. — To  regulate  and  provide  for  the  inspection 
and  measuring  of  lumber,  timber,  shingles,  posts,  staves, 
headiiiix  and  all  kinds  of  building  materials,  and  for  the 
measuring  of  all  kinds  of  mechanic;^.!  work,  and  to  appoint 
one  or  more  inspectors  or  measurers. 

JVineteenth. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing 
of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal,  and  the  place  and  manner  of 
Belling  the  same;  to  regulate  the  measurement  of  tirewood, 
charcoal  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the  city, 
and  the  plaf-e  and  manner  of  selling  the  same. 

Iwentieth. — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  beef,  pork, 
flour,  meal  and  other  provisions  and  sah,  to  be  sold  in  bar- 
rels, hogsheads  and  other  vessels  or  packages,  to  appoint 
weighers,  gangers  and  inspectors,  and  pre-cribe  their 
duties  and  regulate  their  fees  :  Provided,  that  nothing 
herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  require  the  inspection  of 
any  articles  enumerated  herein,  which  are  to  be  shipped 
beyond  the  liunts  of  the  state,  except  at  the  request  of  the 
owne:'  thereof  or  his  agent. 

Tioeiity  first. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  price  of  bread 
to  be  sold  or  used  within  the  city.

house  of  correction,  make  all  necessary  regulations  there- 
for, and  appoint  all  necessary  keepers  and  assistants.  In  such 
work  house  or  house  of  correction,  may  be  contined  all 
vagrants,  stragglers,  idle  and  disorderly  persons,  who 
may  be  committed  thereto  by  any  proj^er  othcer,  and  all 
persous  sentenced  by  any  ciiniinal  court  or  magittrate, 
in  and  f  ir  the  city  or  for  the  county  of  Cook,  tor  any  assault 
and  battery,  petit  larceny,  or  other  misdemeanor  punish- 
able by  iuiy.risonment  in  any  county  jail ;  and  any  person

poses, not  exceeding  on>half  of  one  per  centum  per 
annum,  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof,  to  defray  the  con- 
tingent and  other  expenses  of  the  city,  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for;  which  taxes,  to^rether  with  the  moneys  arising 
from  licenses,  fines  and  penalties,  shall  constitute  the  gen- 
eral fund. 

Sticond. — To  levy  and  collect,  upon  all  such  projierty,  improvements. 
taxes,  not  exceeding  one  per  centum  per  annum,  upon  tliie 
assessed  value  thereof,  to  defray  the  costs  and  expenses  of 
making:  any  and  all  improvements  authorized  by  this  act, 
the  whole  or  any  portion  whereof  shall  be  payable  out  of  the 
public  fund,  and  also  for  the  erection  of  a  city  hall,  markets, 
hospitals,  city  prison  or  work  house,  the  purchase  of  grounds 
theretV.r,  and  for  public  squares  or  parks. 

Third. — To  levy  and  collect,  upon  all  such  property,  interest  on  ebt 
taxes,  not  exceeding  one-half  of  one  per  centum  per 
annum,  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof,  to  meet  the  inter- 
est which  may  accrue  upon  the  city  debt,  other  than  upon 
school  bonds.  And  the  city  council  shall  pass  no  ordinance

or  resolution  for  the  crcatiou  of  a  bonded  debt,  without,  at 
the  same  time,  making  provisions  for  the  levyin;^'  of  a  tax 
sufficient  to  meet  the  payment  of  tlie  interest  thereon,  as 
the  same  shall  become  payable. 

Lighting  streets  FouHli. — To  levy  and  collect,  upon  all  such  property,  in 
such  lamp  districts  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  create,  a

in  section  seven  of  this  chapter,  who  shall  proceed  to  deter- 
mine wliat  proi-Oition  of  tiie  expense  and  the  cost  ot  such 
improvement  will  be  of  public  benetit,  and  what  of  benetit 
to  property,  and,  having  ascertained  the  proportion  which  Benefits, 
will  be  of  benetit  to  property,  shall  proceed  to  assess  the 
same  upon  the  property  benefited  or  to  be  benefited  by 
such  improvement,  in  proportion,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the 
benefit  resulting  to  each  sej^arate  lot  or  parcel.

and  the  city  clerk  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  jdace  of 
such  heariuiT,  by  posting  notices  in  three  public  places  in 
Said  city;  and  any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  assess- 
ment, {.'f  his  property,  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
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make  his  objections.     The  council  shall  have  power  to  sup-  omissions. 
ply  omissions  in  said  assessment  lists,  and  for  ttie  purpose  of 
eqiializincn  the  same  to  alter,  add  to  or  take  from  and  other- 
wise currecr  and  revise  tlie  same,  or  to  refer  it  back  to  the 
assessor,  with  instructions  to  revise  and  correct  the  same. 

Wlien  said  revision  shall  have  been  completed,  the  Taxable  real 
city  clerk  shall  enter  in  one  or  muri3  books,  to  be  prepared  ^^i^^^^- 
for  t"-At  purpose,  a  complete  list  of  all  the  taxable  ro;d  es- 
tate in  said  city,  according  to  the  lists  so  returned  and  re- 
vised, showing,  in  proper  columns,  the  names  of  the  differ- 
ent owners,  so  far  as  known  to  the  assessor,  and  the  valua- 
tion in  each  case.  Said  books  shall  also  have  ruled  therein 
proper  columns  for  extendino- or  inserting  the  amount  of  the 
taxes  which  may  be  levied  upon  said  property.  Said  book 
or  books  shall  constitute  the  tax  list  of  real  estate  for  such 
year.  The  city  clerk  shall  also  enfer,  in  a  book  to  be  pre-  Taxable  per- 
pared  for  that  purpose,  a  complete  list  of  the  taxable  per-  sonai  estate. 
sonal  estate  in  said  city,  as  returned  and  revised,  showing, 
in  proper  columns,  the  names  of  the  different  persons  whose 
property  has  been  assessed  and  the  valuation  made  thereon, 
and  for  extending  the  taxes  as  in  the  case  of  real  estate. 
Said  book  shall  constitute  the  personal  tax  list  for  such  year.

ARTICLE    I. 

OF    BOUNDARIES. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  G-eneral  Assembly,  That  the  corporators, 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Highland  Park,  in  the  county  of 
Lake,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  poUtic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  City  of  Kighland  Name  and  style. 
Park ;"  and  by  that  name  sball  have  perpetual  succession  ; 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts 
of  law  and  equity ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  All  that  territory  embraced  within  the  following  Bomdanes. 
limits,  to-wit :  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  shore  of

The  city  council  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city  purposes,  upon  all  pro- 
perty, real  and  personal,  within  the  city,  not  exceeding  one- 
half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  the  assessed  value 
thereof:  Provided^  that  after  three  years  from  the  organ-

The  cit^'-  council  shall  have  pov\-er  to  require  of  all 
cnrity.^  *°*^  '^^"  officcrs  appoiiitcd  or  elected  in  pursuance  of  this  charter, 
bonds,  with  penalty  and  security,  for  their  faitliful  perform- 
ance of  their  respective  duties,  as  may  be  deemed  expedi-

ARTICLE     I  . 

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  hy  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois^  represented  in   the    General  Assembly,^  That  the  Body  corporate 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Mason   City,  in  the  county  of  ^''^  p°^^"<'- 
Mason,  and  state  of  Illinois,  be  and  hereby  constituted  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"  City  of  Mason  City  ;  "  and  by  that  name,  shall  have  per-  Name  and  eiyie.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  General  Assembly,  That  all 
the  district  of  country,  in  the  county  of  Eocfi  Island,  and 
state  of  Illinois,  embraced  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to-wit :  Commencing  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  north- 
west quarter  of  section  six,  township  seventeen  north,  range 
one  west ;  thence  running  east,  to  the  southeast  corner  of 
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the  northeast  quarter  of  section  four,  in  said  township ; 
thence  north,  to  tlie  middle  thread  of  the  main  channel  of 
the  Mississippi  river ;  thence  southwesterly,  to  the  upper 
end  of  the  island  of  E.oek  Ishiiid,  to  the  point  where  the 
line  between  sections  twenty-nine  and  thirty-two  strikes  the 
river ;  thence,  following  the  meanderin_of  of  the  river,  on 
the  south  side  of  said  island,  to  the  line  between  township 
eighteen,  one  west,  and  township  eighteen,  two  west ;  thence 
south,  un  that  line,  to  the  southwest  corner  of  the  nortiiv/est 
quarter  of  section  six,  it  being  the  point  of  beginning,  is 
hereby  erected  into  a  city,  by  the  name  of  the  ''  City  of 
Moline.'' 

§  2. .  Tlie  city  of  Moline  shall  be  divided  into  three  Boimdaiies  o 
wards,  the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  as  follows  :  The  '''^^^^^' 
first  ward  shall  consist  of  all  the  territory  lying  west  of  the 
line  commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  west  half 
of  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  five,  township  seventeen, 
one  west,  being  in  the  center  of  the  county  road  leading 
from  the  present  town  of  Moline  to  Hock  river ;  thence 
northwesterly,  along  the  center  line  of  said  road,  to  the 
center  line  of  Park  street ;  thence  westerly,  along  the  cen- 
ter line  of  Park  street,  to  the  center  of  White  street ;  thence 
northwesterly,  along  the  center  line  of  White  street  and 
said  line  extended  to  the  north  line  of  Main  street ;  thence 
westerly,  on  the  north  line  of  Main  street,  l.>etween  Deere 
and  Company's  plow  works  and  J.  W.  Wheelock's  paper 
mills ;  thence  northeasterly,  along  said  line  and  said  line 
produced  to  the  northern  boundary  of  said  city.  The  secou-j  ward, 
second  ward  shall  consist  of  the  territory  lying  east  of  the 
eastern  line  of  said  first  ward  and  west  of  a  line  cotnmenc- 
ing  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  a  road  known  as  the  "  Sugar 
Iluliow  Road,"  on  the  south  boundary  line  of  the  city ;

voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  judges  of  election  shall 
take  the  same  oath,  and  shall  have  the  same  j^owers  and 
authority,  as  the  judges  of  general  elections.

Section  1.  Every  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  an  execu-  oath  of  office, 
tive,  judicial  or  administrative  ofiice  under  this  act,  shall,  be- 
fore lie  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subsoribo 
to  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  in  the  constitution  of  this 
state,  and  file  the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officer  before 
v/hom  it  was  taken,  with  the  city  clerk.

and  observed  within  this  city,  and  that  all  officers  of  the 
city  discharge  their  respective  duties ;  and  he  shall  cause 
negligence  and  positive  violation  of  duty  to  be  prosecuted 
and  punished.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  the 
council  such  information  and  recommend  sucli  measures  as 
he  may  deem  advantageous  to  the  city. 

§  S.  He  is  hereby  authorized  to  call  on  any  and  all  white  Punishment  oi 
male  inhabitants  of  the  city  or  county,  over  the  age  of  eigh-  ■^'o'^^t'on-s.

§  6.     All  ordinances  and  resolutions  shall,  before  they    Approval    or 
take  effect,  be  placed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk ;  and  f»-f»i°'i°ces. 
if  the  mayor  approve  thereof  he  shall  sign  the  same ;  and 
such  as  he  shall  not  approve  he  shall  return  to  the  city  coun- 
cil, with  his  objections  thereto.      Upon  return  of  any  ordi-      Reconsidera- 
nance  or  resolution  by  the  mayor,  the  vote  by  v^'hich  the  same  ''°^  ^^  '^°^^''- 
was  passed  shall  be  reconsidered;  and  if,  after  such  recon- 
sideration, a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  city 
council  shall  agree,  by  the  ayes  and  nays,  which  shall  be  en- 
tered upon  the  journal,  to  pass  the  same,  it  shall  go  into  effect ; 
and  if  the  mayor  shall  neglect  to  approve,  or  object  to  any  Limit  of  time, 
such  proceeding,  for  a  longer  period  than  three  days  after 
the  same  shall  be  placed  in  the  clerk's  office  as  aforesaid, 
the  same  shall  go  into  effect.     He  shall,  ex  officio,  have  power 
to  administer  any  oath  required  to  be  taken  by  this  act  or  any 
law  of  the  state,  to  take  depositions,  the  acknowledgments 
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of  deeds,  mortgages  and  all  other  instruments  of  writinj:;, 
and  certify  the  same  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  whicii  shall 
be  good  and  valid  in  law. 

§  7.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  office  of  n^iyor,  or  of  his 
l)eing  unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  by  reason 
of  temporary  or  continued  absence  or  sickness,  the  city 
C(ninc'il  shall  appoint  one  of  its  members,  by  ballot,  to  pre- 
side over  their  meetings,  whose  official  designation  shall  be 
''Acting  Mayor ;"  and  the  councilman  so  appointed  shall  be 
vested  with  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
mayor,  until  the  mayor  shall  assume  his  office,  or  the  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  by  a  new  election. 

§  8.  The  members  of  the  common  council  shall  be,  ex 
officio^  fire  wardens  and  conservators  of  the  peace  within  the 
city,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  jury  duty  during  their  term 
of  office. 

§  9.  The  clerk  shall  hold  his  ofiice  for  one  year;  he 
shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  and  all  ])apers  and  books  be- 
longing the  city.  He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  city 
council,  and  keep  a  full  record  of  their  proceedings  on  the 
journals;  and  copies  of  all  jiapers  duly  filed  in  his  ofiice, 
and  transcripts  from  the  journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
city  council,  certified  by  him,  under  the  corporate  seal, 
shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  ori- 
ginrds  were  produced.  lie  shall  likewise  draw  all  warrants 
on  the  treasurer,  and  countersign  the  same,  and  keep  an 
accurate  account  thereof  in  a  book  provided  lor  that  purpose, 
lie  shall  also  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures,  in  such  a  manner  as  the  city  council  may 
direct;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  administer  any  oath  re- 
quired to  be  taken  by  this  act. 

§  10,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  attorney  to  per- 
f  >nn  all  professional  services  incident  to  his  office,  and, 
\\iien  required,  to  furnish  written  opinions  upon  questions 
and  subjects  submitted  to  him  by  the  mayor,  or  the  city 
council  or  its  committees. 

§  11.  The  city  marshal  shall  collect  all  taxes  and  assess- 
ments which  may  be  levied  by  the  city  council ;  he  shall 
I'eceivc  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall  deposit 
the  same  with  the  city  treasurer.  AH  moneys  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  treasury,  in  ])ursnance  of  an  order  of  the 
city  council,  by  a  treasury  warrant,  signed  by  the  mayor  or 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  city  council,  and  countersigned 
by  the  city  clerk.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  city 
(ouncil,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  annual  election  of 
each  year,  and  oftener,  if  required,  a  full  and  detailed  ac- 
count of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  date  of  tlie 
la.>t  annual  report,  and  also  the  state  of  the  treasury;  which 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk. 

§  12.  The  city  marshal  shall  hold  his  oflSce  for  one  year, 
and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  pres'cribed  by  the 
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ciLy  council  for  the  preservation  of  tlie  public  peace  and  the 
collection  of  license  monejs,  lines,  or  otherwise.  He  shall 
possess  the  powers  and  authority  of  a  constable  at  com- 
mon law  and  under  the  statutes  of  the  state,  and  receive 
like  fees,  but  shall  not  serve  civil  process,  without  first 
entering  into  bond,  as  such  constable,  to  be  approved  by 
the  city  council,  payable  to  said  city,  as  in  other  cases.  He 
shall  execute  and  return  all  process  issued  by  any  proper 
officer,  under  this  act,  or  any  ordinance  in  pursuance  thereof. 

§  13.  The  city  engineer  or  surveyor  shall  have  the  sole  Engiueer  or 
power,  under  the  discretion  and  control  of  the  city  council,  ^'^'^^^y°''- 
to  survey  within  the  city  limits ;  and  he  shall  be  governed 
by  such  rules  and  ordinances,  and  receive  such  fees  and 
emoluments  for  his  services  as  the  council  shall  direct 
and  prescribe.  He  shall  possess  the  same  powers,  in  mak- 
ing plats  end  surveys  within  the  city,  as  is  given  by  law  to 
county  surveyors,  and  the  like  effect  and  validity  shall  bi' 
given  to  his  acts,  and  to  all  plats  and  surveys  made  by  him, 
as  are  or  may  be  given  by  law  to  the  acts  or  plats  and  sur- 
veys of  the  county  surveyor.  He  shall,  when  required, 
superintend  the  construction  of  all  public  works  ordered 
by  the  city,  make  out  the  plans  and  estimates  thereof,  and 
contract  for  the  erection  of  the  same.  He  shall  perform 
all  surveying  and  engineering  ordered  by  the  city  coun- 
cil ;  shall,  under  their  direction,  establish  the  grades . 
and  boundaries  of  streets  and  alleys ;  but  such  plane,  esti- 
mates and  contracts,  grades  and  boundaries,  shall  be  first 
reported  to  the  city  council,  and  approved  by  them,  or 
they  shall  not  be  valid. 

§  14.  The  assessor  shall  perform  all  duties  in  relation  to  Assessor, 
the  assessing  of  property  for  the  purpose  of  levying  the 
taxes  imposed  by  the  city  council.  In  the  performance 
of  his  duties  he  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  are  or  may 
be  given  by  law  to  the  county  or  town  assessors,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  liabilities.  On  completing  the  assessment 
lists,  and  having  revised  and  corrected  the  same,  he  shall 
sign  and  return  them  to  the  city  council. 

§  15.  The  street  commissioner  shall  superintend  all  gioner*(fut'°™f^" 
local  improvements  in  the  city,  and  carry  into  efiect 
all  orders  of  the  city  council  in  relation  thereto.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  superintend  and  supervise  the 
opening  of  streets  and  alleys,  and  the  grading,  improving 
and  opening  thereof,  and  the  construction  and  repairing  of 
bridges,  culverts  and  sewers ;  to  order  the  laying,  relaying 
and  repairing  of  sidewalks ;  to  give  notice  to  the  owners 
of  property  adjoining  such  sidewalks,  when  required,  and, 
upon  the  failure  of  any  persons  to  comply  with  such  notice, 
to  cause  the  same  to  be  laid,  relaid  or  repaired,  and  appor- 
tion the  cost  thereof  among  the  persons  or  lots  properly 
chargeable  therewith,  and  deliver  the  account  thereof  to 
the  city   clerk,    to    be    laid  before    the  city  council;  to 
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make  plans  and  estimates  of  aiij  work  ordered  in  relation 
to  streets  and  alleys,  culverts  and  sewers;  to  keep  full 
and  accurate  accounts,  in  appropriate  books,  of  all  ap])ro- 
priations  made  for  work  pertaining  to  his  office,  and  of 
all  disbursements  thereof,  specifying  to  whom  made  and 
on  what  account;  and  he  shall  render  monthly  accounts 
thereof  to  the  city  council.

CHAPTER     V . 

'"i"   THE  I.KGISLATIVE  POWERS    OF    THE    CITY    COC.NCIL,     US    GENEI'.AI,     PUWKUS    AMI 
DUTIES. 

Govertimcnt.  SECTION  1.     The  mayor  and  couucilmen  shall  constitute 

the  city  council.  They  shall  meet  and  organize  the  first 
Thursday  after  their  election,  and  shall  meet  at  such  times 
and  places  thereafter  as  they  shall  determine.  The  mayor, 
when  ])resent,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  shall  have  only  a  casting  vote ;  in  his  absence  any 
one  of  the  councilmen  may  be  appointed  to  preside.  A 
majority  of  the  persons  elected  couucilmen  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 
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§  2.  The  city  council  shall  hold  twelve  stated  meet- stated  meetings 
ings, onein  each  month,  during  the  year;  and  the  mayor, 
or  any  two  councilmen,  may  call  special  meetings  of  the 
council,  served  personally  or  left  at  their  usual  places  of 
abode.  Petitions  and  remonstrances  may  be  presented  to 
the  city  council ;  and  they  shall  determine  the  rule  of  their 
own  proceedings,  and  be  the  judges  of  the  election  and 
qualification  of  their  own  members,  and  shall  have  power 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

§  3.     The    city  council    shall    have  the  control   of  the    Finances  and 
finances,  and  of  the  property,  real  and  personal  and  mixed,  p'^p"'^^- 
belonging  to  the    corporation,   and   shall,  likewise,  have 
power,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city,  by  ordinance  : 

First. — To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  city,  and  indebtedness. 
issue  bonds  of  the  city  thereof;  but  no  bonds  shall  be  issued 
having  more  than  five  years  to  run,  and  there  shall  never 
be  outstanding  bonds  to  a  greater  amount  than  five  per  cent, 
of  the  last  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  personal  property 
of  the  city.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to  provide,  iBsne  bonds. 
either  by  taxation  or  the  issue  of  bonds,  for  the  payment 
of  all  claims  against  the  city,  as  rapidly  as  such  claims  fall 
due.  All  orders  on  the  treasury  shall  be  made  payable  on 
demand.  iN'o  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  any  public 
building  or  other  improvement  out  of  the  general  fund  of 
the  city,  except  in  such  cases  as  where  the  city  council 
shall  not  have  authority  to  provide  for  the  same  by  special 
taxation  levied  on  the  property  benefited  thereby,  or  where 
the  city  council  shall,  by  resolution,  declare  that  it  will  be 
unjust  and  unequitable,  that  the  property  in  the  vicinity 
shall  bear  the  expense  of  such  improvement,  and  that  such 
improvement  is  required  by  the  general  interest  of  the  city. 
And  no  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  any  public  im- 
provements until  the  expense  of  such  improvements  shall 
be  estimated  by  the  proper  ofiicers,  and  unless  it  shall  be 
found,  by  sucli  estimates,  and  a  statement  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  all  other  public  works  in  progress  and  other  probable 
expenses  of  the  city,  that  such  works  can  be  completed 
within  due  time  h^  the  ordinary  surplus  revenue  of  the 
city,  aud,,the  issue  of  such  bonds  as  the  council  is  by  law 
authorized  to  issue. 

Second. — To    appropriate   money  and  provide   for  the  Appropriations, 
payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  city. 

Third. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  contagions dis- 
of  contagious  diseases  into  the  city,  and  to  make  quarantine  ®''^®''" 
laws  for  that  purpose,  and  to  enforce  them  withiii  the  city. 

Fourth. — To  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general 
health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants;  to  prevent,  abate  and 
remove  nuisances,  and  punish  the  authors  thereof  by  pen- 
alties, fine  and  imprisonment:  to  define  and  declare  what 
shall  be  deemed  nuisances,  and  authorize  and  direct  the 
summary  abatement  thereof. 

— To  provide  the  city  with  water ;  to  make,  reo-n- 
late  and  establiBh  public  wells,  pumps  and  cisterns,  by  drains, 
hydrants  and  reservoirs,  in  the  streets,  within  tliccityor  l)e- 
yond  the  limits  thereof,  for  the  extingiiiehinent  of  tire  and 
the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants,  and  to  prevent  the  un- 
necessary waste  of  water. 
streets  aiievF,      Sixth. — To  have  the  exclusive  control  and  power  over  the 

nnd  highways",  gtreets,  alleys  and  highways  of  the  city,  and  to  abate 
and  remove  any  encroachments  or  obstructions  thereon  ;  to 
open,  alter,  abolish,  widen,  extend,  straighten,  establish, 
regulate,  grade,  clean,  or  otlierwise  improve  the  same;  to 
put  drains  or  sowers  therein,  and  prevent  the  encumber- 
ing thereof  in  any  manner,  and  protect  the  same  Irom  any 
encroachments  or  injury. 
Bridges    and      iSeventh. — To  establish,  erect,  construct,  regulate  and  keep 

sidewalks.  jj^  repair  bridges,  culverts  and  sewers,  sidewalks  and  cross- 
ways,  and  regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  the  same,  and 
to  abate  any  obstructions  or  encroachments  thereof ;  to  es- 
tablish, alter,  change  and  straighten  the  channels  of  water 
courses  and  natunv}  drains ;  to  sewer  the  same,  or  to  wall 
them  up  and  cover  them  over,  and  to  prevent,  regulate  and 
control  the  tilling  up,  altering  or  changing  the  channels 
thereof  by  private  persons. 

Lighting Bireets  Eighth. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and 
erecting  lamp  posts  and  lamps  therein,  and  regulate  the 
lighting  thereof,  and,  from  time  to  time,  create,  alter  or 
extend  lamp  districts.  To  exclusively  regulate,  direct  and 
control  the  laying  and  repairing  of  gas  fixtures  in  the  streets, 
alleys  and  sidewalks. 
.Markets  and  Ninth. — To  establish  markets  and  market  houses  and 
other  public  buildings  of  the  city,  and  provide  tor  the  gov- 
ernment and  regulation  thereof,  and  the  erection  and  loca- 
tion thereof,  and  to  authorize  their  erection  in  the  streets 
and  avenues  of  the  city,  and  the  continuation  of  such  as  are 
already  erected  within  the  same.

inn  keepers,  brokers,  money  brokers,  insurance  brokers, 
and  auctioneers,,  and  to  impose  duties  upon  the  sale  of 
goods  at  auction  ;  to  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  and  pro- 
hibit hawkers,  peddlers,  pawn-brokers,  grocery  keepers, 
and  keepers  of  ordinaries,  theatrical  or  other  exhibitions, 
shows  and  amusements. 

b'ourteenth. — To   license,   tax,    regulate   and     suppress    Porters,  hack- 
hackraen,  draymen,  omnibus  drivers,  porters  and  all  others  °^^"' 
pursuing  like   occupations,  with  or  without   vehicles,  and 
prescribe  their  compensation,  and  to  regulate  and  restrain 
runners  for  cars,  stages  and  public  houses. 

Fifteenth. — To  prohibit  and  suppress  billiard  tables,  pin  Tippling  houses 
alleys,  and  ball  alleys  ;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly 
houses,  tippling  shops  and  groceries,  bawdy  houses,  gam- 
bliog  and  gambling  houses,  lotteries,  and  all  fraudulent  devi- 
ces and  practices,  and  all  playing  of  cards,  dice  and  other 
games  of  chance,  with  or  without  betting,  and  to  authorize 
the  destruction  of  all  instruments  and  devices  used  for  the 
purpose  of  gambling. 

ISixteenth. — To  authorize  the  proper  officer  of  the  city  to  issue  license.'*, 
grant  and  issue  licenses  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors, 
wine,  cider,  beer  or  malt  liquors,  and  to  direct  the  manner  ■ 
of  issuing  and  regulating  the  same  :  Provided,  that  no 
license  shall  be  granted  for  more  than  one  year,  and  no 
license  shall  be  granted,  for  more  than  thirty  days,  except

cretion, the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors,  wine,  cider,  beer  and 
malt  liquors,  and  in  the  other  column  shall  be  set  forth  the 
number  of  votes  polled  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous 
liquors,  wine,  cider,  beer  and  malt  liquors.  If  it  shall  ap-  when  granted, 
pear  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  polled  for  the  charter  are 
in  favor  of  authorizing  the  common  council  to  license  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  as  aforesaid,  the  common  coun- 
cil shall  have  as  full  power  to  grant  said  license  as  though 
this  proviso  were  not  a  part  of  this  charter;  but  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  a  majority  of  the  votes  polled  for  the  charter  are 
for  prohibiting  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors,  wine,  cider, 
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beer  and  liquors,  then  the  sale  of  such  intoxicating  liquors, 
as  aforeeaid,  shall  be  prohibited  in  said  city  limits;  and  the 
common  council  shall  have  full  power  to  prohibit  the  sale 
or  giving  away  of  spirituous  liquors,  wine,  cider,  beer  and 
uialt  liquors,  and  to  suppress  such  sale  and  giving  away,  by 
siiitable  pains  and  penalties.

other  provisions,  and  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  tish, 
and  inspecting  the  same. 

Butcher*.  Isinettenth. — To  regulate,  license  and  prohibit  butchers, 

and  to  revoke  their  licenses  for  malconduct  in  the  course 
of  trade. 
Weights  and  Twentieth. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  meas- 
nres,  and  regulate  tne  weights  and  measures  to  be  used 
within  the  city  in  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  by  law  ; 
to  require  all  traders  and  dealers  in  merchandise  or  property 
of  any  description,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to 
cause  their  measures  or  weights  to  be  tested  and  sealed  by 
the  city  sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspection.  The 
standard  of  such  weights  and  measures  shall  be  conforma- 
ble to  those  establislied  by  law  and  ordinance.

— To  abate  all  nuisances,  which  may  injure  Abate  nm-auces 
or  aiiect  the  public  morals,  health  or  comfort,  in  any  man- 
ner they  may  deem  expedient. 

Thirty-third. — To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  reguLations    ueaitiiaEcidis- 
wliich  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  protection  and  ^^^®^" 
promotion  of  health  and  the  suppression  of  disease. 

Thirty fiourth. — To  compel  the  owner  of  any  grocery,  oflensiveestab-

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Breweries,tan-  Thirty -fifth. — To  direct  the  location  and  regulate  the 
""""  "*"''""  management  and  construction  of  breweries,  tanneries, 
blacksmith  sho^js,  foundries,  livery  stables,  and  packing 
houses ;  to  direct  the  location  and  management  and  direct 
the  construction  of,  and  restrain,  abate  and  prohibit,  within 
the  city,  and  to  the  distance  of  one  mile  from  the  limits 
thereof,  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments,  establish- 
ments for  straining  or  rendering  lard,  tallow,  offal,  and  such 
other  substances  as  may  be  rendered,  and  all  other  estab- 
lishments or  other  places  where  any  nauseous,  offensive  or 
unwholesome  business  may  be  carried  on. 

Thirty -sixth. — To  regulate  the  burial  of  dead ;  to  estab- 
lish one  or  more  cemeteries;  to  regulate  the  registration 
of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  the  returning  and  keeping 
of  bills  of  mortality  ;  and  to  impose  penalties  on  ])hy6icians 
and  sextons,  and  others,  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Thirty-seventh. — To  provide  for  the  taking  an  enumera- 
tion of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Thirty-eighth. — To  erect  and  establish  a  work  house  or 
liousG  of  correction,  make  all  necessary  regulations  there- 
for, and  appoint  all  necessary  keepers  or  assistants  in  such 
work  house  or  house  of  correction,  in  which  may  be  con- 
line' I  all  vagrants,  stragglers,  idle  and  disorderly  persons 
wlio  may  be  committed  thereto  by  any  pro])er  officers,  and 
all  persons  sentenced  by  any  criminal  court  or  magistrate 
court,  in  and  for  the  city,  for  any  assault  and  battery,  petit 
larceny,  or  other  misdemeanor,  or  breach  of  any  ordinance 
of  the  city,  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  any  county  jail; 
and  any  person  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  fine, 
penalty  or  costs  imposed  by  any  ordinance  of  the  city,  for 
any  misdemeanor  or  breach  of  any  ordinance  of  the  city, 
may,  instead  of  being  committed  to  the  county  jail  of 
Kock  Island  county,  be  kept  therein,  subject  to  labor  and 
confinement. 

Thirty  ninth. — To  authorize  and  direct  the  taking  up  and 
i)roviding  for   the   safe   keeping   and   education,  for  such 
periods  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  of  all  children 
who  are  destitute  of  proper  parental  care. 
Drains,  siuks,       Tortieth. — To  fill  up,  drain,  cleanse,  alter,  relay,  repair 
etc.       '  and    regulate    any   grounds,   lots,   yards,   cellars,   private 

drains,  sinks  and  privies,  direct  and  regulate  their  construc- 
tion, and  cause  the  expenses  thereof  to  be  assessed  and  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  sidewalk  assessments. 
Kaiiroad  tracks  Forty -first. — To  direct  and  control  the  laying  and  con- 
and bridges,  etc.  g(;i.,i(,t;iQ^  of  railroad  tracks,  bridges,  turnouts  and  switches, 
in  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  the  location  of  depot  grounds 
within  the  city ;  to  require  that  railroad  tracks,  bridges,  turn- 
outs and  switches  shall  be  so  constructed  and  laid  out  as  to 
interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  the  ordinary  travel  and  use 
of  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  that  sufficient  space  shall  be  left 
on  either  side  of  said  tracks,  for  the  safe  and  convenient 
passage  of  teams  and  persons ;  to  require  railror.d  compa- 
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nies  to  keep  in  repair  the  streets  through  which  their  track 
may  run,  and  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair  suitable  cross- 
ings at  the  intersections  of  streets  and  alleys,  and  seweis, 
and  ditches,  and  culverts,  when  the  city  council  shall  deem 
necessary  ;  to  direct  and  prohibit  the  use  and  regulate  the 
speed  of  locomotive  engines,  within  the  inhabited  portions 
of  the  city ;  to  prohibit  and  restrain  railroad  companies 
from  doing  storage  or  warehouse  business  or  collecting  pay 
for  storage. 

Forty-second  - -TlxQ  city  council  shall  have  power  to  Pass,  amend 
pass,  publish,  amend  and  repeal  all  ordinances,  rules  and  nances^^''^ 
police  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  or  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state,  for  the  good  government, 
peace  and  order  of  the  city,  and  the  trade  and  commerce 
thereof,  that  may  be  necessaryor  proper,  to  carry  into  eifect 
the  powers  vested  by  this  act  in  the  corporation,  the  city 
government  or  any  department  or  office  thereof;  to  deter- 
mine what  shall  be  a  nuisance,  and  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment, removal  and  abatement  of  the  same;  to  enact  and 
enforce  the  observance  of  all  such  rules,  ordinances  and 
police  regulations,  and  to  punish  violations  of  the  same  by 
lines,  penalties  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  cit}^ 
prison  or  work  house,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court  or  magistrate  before  ^-hom  conviction  maybe  had; 
but  no  fine  or  penalty  shall  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  nor- 
the  imprisonment  six  months,  for  any  offense  ;  and  such 
fine  or  penalty  may  be  recovered,  with  costs,  in  an  action 
of  debt,  in  the  name  or  for  the  use  of  the  city,  before  any 
court  having  jurisdiction,  or  by  presentment  or  indictment 
in  the  circuit  court;  and  any  person  upon  whom  any  fine 
or  penalty  is  imposed  shall  stand  committed  until  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same  and  costs,  and,  in  a  default  thereof,  may 
be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail,  city  prison,  work  house, 
or  required  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other  public  works  of 
the  city,  for  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  ordinance.  " 

ARTICLE    VI. 

OF    TAXATION. 

Section  1.     The  city  council  shall  have  power,  within 
the  city,  by  ordinance — 

First. — To  levy  and  collect,  annually,  taxes  on  all  real  Taxes, 
and  personal  estate  and  property  within  the  city,  except  as 
hereinbefore  exempted,  and  all  personal  property  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  the  state 
for  state  purposes,  to  defray  the  general  and  contingent 
expenses  of  the  city  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for ; 
which  taxes  shall  constitute  the  general  fund. 

Second  —To  require  every  male  resident  of  the  city  over    street   labor. 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  under  fifty  years,  to  labor  ^"^^  performed. 
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three  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
city  ;  hut  any  person  may,  at  his  optiou,  pay  in  lieu  thereof 
one  dollar  for  each  day  required :  Provided,  the  same 
shall  be  paid  within  ten  days  after  notification  by  the  street 
commissioner.  In  default  of  payment,  as  aforesaid,  the 
sura  of  three  dollars  and  costs  may  be  collected;  and  no 
set-oii"  shall  be  allowed  in  any  suit  brought  to  collect  the 
t-amc. 

ARTICLE    VII.

The  city  council 
shall  cause  all  streets,  alleys  and  highways,  or  public  squares 
or  grounds,  laid  out  by  them,  to  be  surveyed,  described 
and  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  clerk,  showing 
accurately  and  particularly  the  proposed  improvements, 
and  the  real  estate  required  to  be  taken ;  and  the  same, 
vv'hen  opened  and  made,  shall  be  public  highways  and  pub- 
lic squares.

hands  of  the  treasurer ;  and  then,  and  not  before,  such  lands 
may  be  taken  and  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  required 
in  making  such  improvements,  and  such  streets,  alleys  or 
other  highways  or  public  grounds  may  be  made  and 
opened, 

^  10.  Any  person  interested  may  appeal  from  any  final 
orders  of  the  city  council  for  opening,  widening,  straighten- 
ing or  altering  any  street,  alley  or  other  highway  or  public 
ground,  to  the  ])olice  court  or  circuit  court,  after  the  passage 
of  said  final  order,  said  court  to  determine  such  appeal,  and 
confirm  or  annul  the  jiroceedings;  from  which  appeal  no 
judgment  or  writ  of  error  shall  lie.  Upon  trial  of  the  ap- 
peal all  questions  involved  in  said  proceedings,  including 
the  amount  of  damages,  shall  be  o])en  to  investigation,  by 
affidavit  or  oral  testimony,  adduced  to  the  court;  or  upon 
application  of  the  city  or  any  party,  the  amount  of  damages 
may  be  assessed  by  jury,  in  said  court,  without  formal 
pleadings,  and  judgment  rendered  accordingly.  The  court 
shall  nut  set  aside  the  proceedings  or  final  orders  of  the 
council  for  any  omission  or  informality,  without  injury  has 
resulted  therefrom. 

§  11.  When  any  owner  known,  or  other  person  having 
an  interest  in  any  real  estate,  residing  in  the  city  or  else- 
where, shall  be  an  infant,  and  any  proceeding  shall  be  had 
under  this  act,  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court,  or  any  judge

The  expenses  of  any  of  the  other  improve- 
ments named  (except  sidewalks  and  private  drains)  may  be 
paid  out  of  the  same  fund,  or  may  be  assessed  upon  the  real 
estate  on  the  street  or^  other  highway,  or  any  part  thereof, 
upon  which  any  of  the  said  improvements  may  be  made,  to 
be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city 
taxes,  or  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance :

On 
tlie  return  thereof  the  city  council  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing 
objections  thereto;  an<l  the  clerk  shall  give  one  week's  no- 
tice of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing,  by  one  publica- 
tion in  the  newspaper  publishing  the  ordinances  of  the  city, 
and  any  person  feeUng  aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  his 
property,  raav  appear  at  the  time  specified  and  make  his 
objections.  £he  council  shall  have  power  to  supply  omis- 
sions in  said  assessment  lists,  and  for  the  purpose  of  equaliz- 
ing the  same  to  alter,  add  to  or  take  from  and  otherwise 
correct  and  revise  the  same,  or  to  refer  it  back  to  the  as- 
sessor, with  instructions  to  revise  and  correct  the  same ;  and 
the  marshal  shall  have  power  to  supply  omissions  by  the 
asseaisor,  after  the  warrant  shall  have  come  into  his  hands. 
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§  2.  When  the  assessment  lists  have  been  corrected  issue  warrants. 
and  revised,  the  same  shall  be  filed,  and  an  order  confirm- 
ing the  same  and  directing  the  warrant  to  be  issued  for  the 
collection  thereof,  shall  be  entered  by  the  clerk.  The  city 
council  shall  thereupon,  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution,  levy 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  sufiicient  for  the  sev- 
eral purposes,  for  which  taxes  are  herein  authorized  to  be 
levied,  not  exceeding  the  authorized  percentage,  and  in 
their  discretion  specifying  the  purpose  for  which  the  same 
are  levied,  and,  if  not  for  general  purposes,  the  division  of 
the  city  upon  which  the  same  are  laid. 

§  3.  All  taxes  and  assessments,  general  or  special,  Taxes,  allien 
levied  or  assessed  by  the  city  council  under  this  act  or  any 
ordinance  in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real 
estate  upon  which  the  same  may  be  imposed,  voted  or 
assessed,  for  two  years  from  and  after  said  first  day  of  Au- 
gust, and  on  personal  estate  from  and  after  the  delivery  of 
the  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof  until  paid,  and  no  sale 
or  transfer  [shall]  afifect  the  lien.  Any  personal  property 
belonging  to  the  debtor  may  be  taken  and  sold  for  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes  on  real  estate,  and  the  real  estate  shall  be 
liable  for  the  taxes  on  personal  estate  in  case  of  removal : 
Provided,  that  in  case  the  collection  of  any  assessment  injunction. 
shall  be  delayed  by  injunction  or  other  judicial  proceed- 
ings, the  same  shall  continue  a  lien,  unless  set  aside,  upon 
the  real  estate  for  the  period  of  two  years  from  and  after 
the  final  disposition  of  such  injunction  or  other  judicial  pro- 
ceedings. 

§  -i.  The  clerk  shall  issue  a  warrant  or  warrants  for  the  coinnm,  head  of 
taxes,  and  rule  therein  separate  columns  in  v?hich  the  tax 
levied  shall  be  respectively  set  down  opposite  the  name  of 
the  person  or  such  real  estate  subject  thereto.  Each 
column  shall  be  headed  with  the  name  of  the  tax  therein 
set  down. 

§  5.  All  warrants  issued  for  the  collection  of  general  or  General  or  spe- 
special  taxes  and  assessments  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor 
and  clerk,  with  the  corporate  seal  thereto  attached,  and 
shall  contain  true  and  perfect  copies  of  the  corrected  assess- 
ment lists  upon  which  the  same  may  be  collected,  and  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  marshal  for  collection  by  the  first  day 
of  October,  unless  further  time  be  given  by  the  city  coun- 
cil, of  which  he  shall  give  notice  by  pubhcation  in  the 
newspaper  publishing  the  city  ordinances.  The  marshal  shall 
thereupon  proceed  to  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  but  he  shall 
in  no  case  be  compelled  to  make  personal  call  or  demand  for 
the  same.  If  not  otherwise  paid  by  the  first  day  of  January  ^May  collect  tax 
following  the  marshal  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes 
with  interest  and  costs,  by  suit  in  the  corporate  name  of  the 
city,  or  by  distress  and  sale  of  personal  property  ;  and  the 
marshal  shall  be  a  competent  witness,  and  the  warrant  to 
him  as  aforesaid  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  city. 
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§  6.  All  taxes  or  assessments,  general  or  special,  shall 
be  collected  by  the  marshal  in  the  same  manner  and  with 
the  same  power  ami  authority  as  is  cjiveu  by  law  to  collec- 
tors of  county  and  state  taxes,  and  his  duty  in  rej^ard  to 
returniug  warrants  and  settlini^  with  the  city,  and  his 
liabilities  in  case  of  default  or  misconduct,  shall  be  the  same 
:is  proscribed  by  law:  Provided^  the  city  council  shall  have 
puwer  to  prescribe  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  the 
marshal  by  ordinance. 

§  7.  lu  case  of  the  non-payment  of  any  taxes  or  assess- 
ments levied  or  assessed  under  this  act  by  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  year,  the  premises  ma3^  be  sold  at  auy 
tiiue  thereafter  within  two  years.  Before  such  sale  an  or- 
der shall  be  made  by  the  city  council,  which  shall  be  en- 
tered at  large  on  the  journals  or  records,  particularly  de- 
scribing the  delinquent  premises  to  be  sold  and  the  amount 
of  taxes  for  which  the  sale  shall  be  made,  beside  the  costs, 
(vvhich  costs  need  not  then  be  ascertained,)  and  directing 
sale  thereby  to  be  made  by  the  treasurer;  a  certified  copy 
of  which  order,  under  the"  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the 
mayor  or  presiding  ofiice  and  clerk,  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  treasurer  and  shall  constitute  the  process  upon  which 
such  sale  shall  be  made. 

§  S.  The  treasurer  shall  then  advertise  such  premises 
in  the  newspaper  publishing  the  ordinances  of  the  city, 
for  sale,  at  le  ;st  thirty  days  from  and  after  the  first  pub- 
lication of  such  notice,  describing  the  premises  by  figures  or 
ntherwise,  with  the  name  of  the  owner,  when  known,  and 
the  several  amounts  of  taxes  and  assessments  thereon  and 
(•i^;«t8.  Said  notice  shall  also  contain  the  time  and  place  of 
sale,  and  shall  be^published  at  least  four  times.  The  pro- 
ceedings for  the  sale  of  any  piece  of  ground  may  be  stopped 
at  any  time  on  the  payment  of  taxes  and  interest,  with  ex- 
pense of  advertising  the  same. 

§  9.  All  sales  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  re- 
quired by  law,  but  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
hcrii)e  the  manner  of  conducting  the  same.  The  sale  shall 
bo  made  for  the  smallest  portion  of  ground,  to  be  taken  from 
the  east  side  of  the  i)remises,  for  which  any  person  will  take  the 
same  and  pay  the  taxes  or  assessments  thereon,  with  interest 
and  costs  of  sale.  Duplicate  certificates  of  sale  shall  be  made 
and  su'oscribed  by  the  treasurer,  one  of  which  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  purchaser  and  the  other  filed  in  the  ofiice  of 
the  clerk,  whicci  certificate  shall  contain  the  name  of  the 
purchaser,  a  description  of  the  premises  sold,  the  amount 
of  taxes  or  assessments,  with  the  interest  and  expenses  for 
which  the  same  was  sold,  and  when  the  time  to  redeem  will 
expire.  The  treasurer  will  be  allowed  the  same  f«es  for 
telling  as  are  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services,  or  his  fees 
may  be  regulated  by  ordinance.     The  clerk  shall  keep  a 
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record  of  such  sales,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  public  in- 
spection at  all  reasonable  times. 

§  10.     The  right  of  redemption,  in  all  cases  of  sales  for    Right  of  re- 
taxes  or  assessments,  shall  exist  to  the  owner,  his  heirs,  •^^'^p^^^'^- 
creditors  or  assigns,  to  the  same  extent  as  is  allowed  bj 
law  in  cases  of  sales  of  real  estate  tor  taxes,  on  the  payment, 
in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  of  double  the  amount 
for  which  the  same  were  sold,  and  all  taxes  accruing,  charge- 
able or  paid  on  the  premises  subsequent  to  the  sale,  with 
interest;  but  iniisiuts,  fe?mne  coverts  or  \una,tics  shall  have    infant  or  fem- 
no  other  or  further  rights  of  redemption  than  other  persos.  ^^  covert. 
In  case  of  redemption  the  money  may  be  paid  to  the  pur- 
chaser, or  to  the  person  entitled  to  the  same,  or  for  him  to 
the  city  clerk,  who  shall  make  a  special  deposit  thereof  with 
the  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor.     If  not  redeemed 
according  to  law,  the  city  council  shall,  upon  the  return  of 
the  certihcate,  or  proof  of  its  loss,  direct  a  deed  to   be  ex- 
ecuted to  the  purchaser,  under  the  corporate  seal,  signed 
by  the  mayor,  or  presiding  officer  of  the  city  council,  and 
countersigned  by  the  clerk,  conveying  to  such  purchaser  the 
premises  so  sold  and  unredeemed  as  aforesaid.     An  abstract    Abstract     of 
of  all  deeds  so  made  and  delivered  shall  be  entered  by  the  *^®^'^®- 
clerk  in  a  book  wherein  tax-sales  are  recorded.     A  fee  of  one  cierk's  fees. 
dollar  may  charged  by  the  clerk  for  any  deed  so  issued, 

§  11.  The  assignee  of  any  tax  certificate  of  any  Deedofprem- 
premises  sold  for  taxes  or  assessments  under  authority  of  *^®^- 
the  city,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  deed  of  such  premises 
in  his  own  name  and  with  the  same  effect  as  though  he  had 
been  the  original  purchaser :  Provided,  he  or  they  through 
whom  he  claims  shall  have  paid  all  taxes  and  assessments 
made  since  said  sale  on  said  premises. 

§  12.  If  at  any  sale  of  real  or  personal  estate  for  taxes  Bids  at  aaie. 
or  assessments  no  bid  shall  be  made  for  anyparcel  of  land, 
or  any  goods  and  chatties,  the  same  shall  bo  struck  off  to 
the  city,  and  thereupon  the  the  city  shall  receive  in  the  cor- 
porate name  a  certiticate  of  the  sale  thereof,  and  shall  be 
vested  with  the  same  rights  as  other  purchasers  at  such 
Bales.  All  persons  before,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deed 
for  premises  sold  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes,  shall  com- 
ply with  section  four,  article  nine,  of  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  and  shall  produce  to  the  proper  officers  the  proof 
thereof. 

§  13.  All  sales  of  land  or  lots  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  Deeds  to  con- 
contemplated  by  this  act,  and  deeds  made  to  purchasers  ^j.^^yp^^'^cttitie. 
their  assigns  for  the  same,  shall  convey  to  the  holder  of 
such  deed  a  perfect  title,  in  fee  simple,  to  said  land  or  lot, 
and  in  all  suits  and  controversies  in  relation  thereto,  any 
person  claiming  such  title  shall  be  compelled  to  prove  only 
the  order  of  tho  city  council  directing  the  sale,  and  the 
process  upon  which  the  sale  was  made,  as  provided  for  in 
section  seven,  of  article  nine,  of  this  act ;  and  any  person 
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claiming  title  adversely  thereto  shall  uut  bo  permitted  to 
defeat  such  title  by  proving  that  such  land  or  lot  was  not 
subject  to  taxation  at  the  time  of  the  assessment,  or  that 
tke  taxes  were  paid  or  land  or  lot  redeemed  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act ;  but  no  person  shall  be  permitted 
to  question  the  title  acquired  by  said  deed,  without  first 
showing  that  he  or  they,  or  those  under  whom  he  or  they 
claim,  have  paid  the  full  amount  of  taxes,  costs,  expenses 
and  assessments  made  on  said  land  or  lots,  since  said  sale 
for  taxes,  or  that  the  same  has  been  deposited  with  the  city 
treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  one  entitled  to  receive  it. 

ARTICLE    X. 

KIKE    DEPARTMENT. 

Powers  of  the      SECTION  1.     The  city  council,  for  the  purpose  of  guarding 

counci.  against  the  calamities  of  tire,  shall  have  power  to  prohibit 

the  erection,  placing  or  repairing  of  wooden  buildings  within 
the  limits  prescribed  by  them,  without  their  permission,  and 
direct  and  prescribe  that  all  buildings  within  tiic  limits  pre- 
scribed shall  be  made  or  constructed  of  ii  re-proof  materials, 
and  to  prohibit  the  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildiuijs  ;  to 
declare  all  dilapidated  buildings  to  be  nuisances,  and  direct 
the  same  to  be  repaired,  removed  or  abated  in  such 
manner  as  they  shall  prescribe  and  direct ;  to  declare  all 
wooden  buildings,  which  they  may  deem  dangerous  to  con- 
tiguous buildings  or  in  causing  or  promoting  tires,  to  be 
nuisances,  and  to  require  and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed 
or  abated  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  prescribe. 
§  2.  The  city  council  shall  have  power — 
cMmneys  and  Fvpst. — To  regulate  the  construction  of  cliim  ueys  aud 
flues,  60  at  to  admit  of  chimney  sweeps  or  other  mode  of 
cleaning,  and  to  compel  the  sweeping  and  cleaning  of 
chimneys. 

Firtt  places,  etc.  Sccond. — To  prevent  and  prohibit  the  dangerous  con- 
struction of  chimneys,  flues,  tire  places,  stove  pipes, 
ovens  or  any  other  apparatus  used  in  or  about  any  build- 
ing or  manufactory,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed 
or  placed  in  a  secure  aud  safe  condition,  when  considered 
dangerous. 

Ashes.  Third. — To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places, 

and  to  appoint  one  or  more  otHcers  to  enter  into  all  build- 
ings and  inclosures  to  examine  and  discover  whether  the 
same  are  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  to  cause  such  as  are  dan- 
gerous to  be  put  in  safe  condition. 

-^'r*  buckets.  J^ozu'ih.^-To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many 
tire  buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall 
prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof  in  times  of  tire, 
and  to  require  all  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to 
construct  and  keep  in  repair  Avells  or  cisterns  upon  their 
premises. 
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Fifth. — To   regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on    of  Mauufactories. 
manufactories  and  works  dangerous  in  promoting  and  caus- 
ing fires. 

iSixth. — To  regulate,  prevent  and  prohibit  the  use  of  fire  Fire  works. 
works  and  fire  arms. 

Seventh. — To  prohibit  or  have  the  management  of  houses  combustibles. 
for  storing  gunpowder,  or  direct  and  prohibit  other  and 
dangerous  materials  within  the  city  ;  to  regulate  the  keep- 
ing and  conveying  of  the  same,  and  the  use  of  candles  and 
other  lights  in  stables  and  other  like  houses. 

Eighth. — To  regulate  and  prescribe  the  manner  and  order  parapet  walls. 
the  building  of  parapets  and  walls,  and  of  partition  fences. 

Ninth. — To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  houses  scattics,  etc. 
or  other  buildings  to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or 
ladders  leading  to  the  same. 

Tenth. — To  authorize  the  mayor,  fire  wardens  or  other  .Mie  aud  sus- 
officers  of  the  said  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  '''"""'  p^'"''"'''- 
fire  all  idle  and  suspicious  persons,  and  to  compel  all  officers 
of  the  city  and  all  other  persons  to  aid  in  the  extinguish- 
ment of  tires  and  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to 
damage  or  danger  thereat,  and  in  preventing  goods  from 
being  stolen. 

Eleventh. — And  generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  prevention  and 
the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  tires  as  the  city  coun-  of  Ss!'^^"'*'" 
cil  may  deem  expedient, 

§  3.     The  city  council  may  procure  fire  engines  and  all  Engines. 
other  apparatus  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and 
have  the  charge  and  control  of  the  same,  and  provide  se- 
cure and  fit  houses  and  other  places  for  keeping  and  pre- 
serving the  same  ;  and  shall  have  power —

Second. — To  appoint,  daring  their  pleasure,  a  competent  Firemen, 
number  of  able  and  reputable  inhabitants  of  the  city,  fire- 
men, to  take   the  care  and  management  of  the  engines 
and  other  apparatus  and  implements  use  and  provided  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

Third. — To  prescribe  the  duties  of  firemen,  and  to  make  Duty  of  firemen. 
rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  and  to  impose 
reasonable  penalties  upon  them  for  a  violation  of  the  same  ; 
and  for  incapacity,  neglect  of  duty,  or  misconduct,  to  re- 
move them.

Only  of  mayor.  §  'T.  The  mayor  shall  at  all  times  be  active  and  vigilant 
in  enforcing  the  laws  and  ordinances  for  the  government  of 
the  city,  and  it  is  hereby  expressly  made  his  duty  to  in- 
spect the  conduct  of  all  subordinate  officers  of  said  city, 
and  give  notice  of  their  negligence  or  violation  of  duty 
to  the  council,  and  at  the  regular  meeting  to  communicate, 
in  writing,  to  the  aldermen,  such  information  and  recom- 
mend all  such  measures  as,  in  liis  opinion,  may  tend  to  the 
improvement  of  the  iinances,  the  police,  the  health,  com- 
fort and  ornament  of  the  city ;  and  the  city  council  shall 
have  full  power  to  enact  all  ordinances  necessary  to  carry 
out  such  recommendation. 

Salary  or  mayor  ^  8,  The  mayor  sh all  receive  for  his  services  such  sala- 
ry as  shall  be  hxed  by  the  city  council,  in  no  case,  however, 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  (^100)  per  year, 
and  shall  be  so  hxed  and  paid  during  the  last  month  of  the 
year  that  said  mayor  shall  so  hold  his  office,  and  in  case  of  his 
neglect  or  omission  of  duty,  he  shall  be  removed  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  who  may  hold  a  special  meeting,  ap- 
point one  of  their  number  chairman,  having  notified  said 
mayor  of  such  meeting,  and  try  and  remove  him  for  such 
neglect  or  omission  ;  and  in  case  of  his  said  removal,  no 
salary  shall  be  granted  or  paid  him  by  said  city  council ; 
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but  it  shall,  in  all  cases,  require  a  twotliirds  vote  of  the 
aldermen  to  remove  said  ma.yor. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

UK    ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  On  the  iirst  Monday  of  April  next,  an  elec-  .Election  of 
tion  shall  be  held  in  each  ward  of  said  city,  for  one  mayor  ^^'^  ^^^^''®" 
of  sai'il  city  and  two  aldermen  for  each  ward,  and  forever 
thereafter,  on  the  iirst  Monday  in  April,  of  each  year,  there 
shall  be  an  election  held  in  each  ward  of  said  city  for  one 
mayor  of  said  city  and  one  alderman  from  each  ward.  The  Election,  time 
present  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Morrison,  shall  ^"^'^  i"'^'^®  °^- 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  said  first  election,  and 
fix  the  place  in  each  ward  as  above  mentioned  for  said  elec- 
tion ;  one  of  their  present  number  shall  preside  at  and  hold 
such  election  in  each  of  said  wards — the  said  trustee  acting 
as  judge  of  said  election,  having  power  to  administer  the 
necessary  oaths  to  clerks  and  others  that  may  be  required 
to  take  oath  previous  to  voting ;  and  the  election  returns 
from  each  ward  shall  be  made  up  in  manner  and  form  as  now 
required  by  law  in  case  of  town  elections,  and  returned  to 
said  board  of  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  at  the  ofiice 
of  said  board  of  trustees  immediately  after  such  returns 
shall  have  been  completed.  The  said  present  board  of  trus- 
tees, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  determine  the  same  and 
make  record  thereof  in  the  present  book  of  record  of  said 
towji  of  Morrison;  and  for  all  elections  to  be  hold  after  Judges  of  eiec- 
said  first  election,  the  city  council  shall,  on  their  meeting  "''°" 
in  March  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient, 
and  before  the  first  Monday  of  April,  appoint  one  judge 
and  one  clerk  of  election  for  each  ward,  for  the  then  coming- 
election,  and  make  record  of  the  same  in  their  journal  of 
proceedings ;  and  in  case  any  or  either  of  said  judges  or 
clerks  of  election  shall  fail  to  attend,  the  mayor,  on  the 
morning  of  said  election,  may  supply  their  places  by  ap- 
pointment -the  pay  of  said  judges  and  clerks  of  election 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury — the  sum  fixed  and  or- 
dered by  the  said  city  -council. 

§  2.  The  judges  of  any  city  election,  within  three  (3)  B^iectiou  returns 
days  after  such  election,  shall  deliver  the  poll  books  to  the 
mayor,  who  shall  immediately  call  a  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil, who  shall  examine  the  poll  books  and  enter  the  result 
of  the  election  on  their  journal ;  and  if  the  persons  elected 
do  not  take  the  oath  of  ofiice  within  ten  (10)  days  after  said 
election,  required'by  this  act,  their  ofiice  shall  be  declared 
vacant  and  a  new  election  ordered. 

§  3.     All  male  inhabitants  over  twenty-one  years,  who    who  entitled 
are  entitled  to  vote  for  state  officers,  and  who  shall  have  '°^°'^- 
been  actual  residents  of  said  city  sixty  (60)  days  next  pre- 
ceding any  city  or  ward  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
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for  city  officers:  Provided^  that  said  voters  shall  give 
their  votes,  in  all  city  or  ward  elections,  in  the  wards  in 
which  they  respectively  reside,  and  in  no  other;  and  that 
no  vote  shall  be  received  at  any  of  said  elections  nnless  the 
j)er6on  offerinf^  such  vote  shall  have  been  an  actual  resident 
of  the  ward  where  the  same  is  offered  at  least  ten  days  next 
preceding  such  election. 

ARTICLE     V. 

APrOLNTMENTS. 

Appointment      Seotion  1.     The  citv  council  of  the  city   of  Morrison

shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  city  marshal  (who  shall 
be,  c.c  ojjtclo,  coUectoi),  a  city  clerk,  a  city  attorney,  a  city 
assessor,  a  city  treasurer,  a  city  street  commissioner,  and 
snch  other  city  officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  and 
they  may  give  one  or  more  of  said  offices  to  any  one  per- 
son, as  they  may  see  proper ;  and  regulate  their  salaries 
and  fix  the  same  as  they  think  best,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  services  ])erformcd  by  the  said  officers ;  and  the  city 
council  may  remove  any  of  said  officers  at  their  pleasure, 
either  for  misconduct  or  any  reasonable  cause. 

ARTICLE     VI.

oathofoflice.  SKcrioN  1.  Tho  mayor  and  each  alderman,  before  en- 
tering upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  that  they  will  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  of  this  state,  and  that  tliey  M'ill  well  and 
truly  perform  the  duties  of  their  office  to  the  best  of  their 
skill  and  abilities. 
Ordinances  to      §  2.     All  Ordinances  and  resolutions  shall,  before  they

cil shall  direct.  All  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treas- 
uryin  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  city  council ,  by  treasury 
warrant,  signed  by  the  mayor  or  by  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  city  council,  countersigned  by  the  clerk.  Such  warrant 
shall  specify  for  what  purpose  the  amount  therein  named  is 
to  be  paid.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  city  council, 
at  least  twenty  days  before  the  annual  election  of  each  year 
(and  oftener  if  required),  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  date  of  the  last  annual 
report,  and  also  the  state  of  the  treasury ;  which  account 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk.

and  receive  like  fees,  but  shall  not  serve  civil  processes 
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without  iirst  enterini;  bond  as  such  constable,  to  be  approved 
by  tlie  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  as  in  otiur 
cases;  lie  shall  execute  and  return  all  process  issued  by 
any  proper  ofiicer  under  this  act  or  any  ordinauce  in  pursu- 
ance thereof;  he  shall,  also,  as  city  collector,  collect  al' 
taxes  and  assessments,  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  city 
council,  which  may  be  levied  by  the  said  city  council,  and 
moneys  belonging  to  the  city,  and  keep  an  accurate  accout.t 
of  the  same,  and  receive  such  percentage  for  so  collcctiii;.; 
as  the  city  council  may  direct,  and  shall  at  any  time  }';!\ 
over  into  the  city  treasury  all  said  moneys  upon  order  tu  dn 
so  by  said  council.

construction  and  repairing  of  bridges,  culvQrts  and  sewers ; 
to  order  the  laying,  relaying  and  repairing  of  sidewalks ;  to 
give  notice  to  the  owners  of  property  adjoining  such  side- 
walks, when  required,  and,  upon  the  failure  of  any  person

(§2,500),  unless  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  people  at  the  an- 
nual election  held  in  April  of  each  year ;  and  no  bonds  of 
the  city  shall  be  issued  or  negotiated  at  less  than  par  value, 
except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  entire  board  in  the 
affirmative,  but  the  city  council  may  apply  any  surplus  • 
money  in  the  treasury  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  city 
debts  or  to  the  contingent  fund  for  the  contingent  expenses 
of  the  city.

Taxation.  Seotion  1.     All  real  cstatc  and  personal  property  within 

the  limits  of  the  city  of  Morrison,  "Whiteside  county,  Illi- 
nois, shall  be  subject  to  taxation,  and  the  taxes  may  be 
levied  and  collected  on  the  same  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
said  city.

may  be  had;  but  no  fine  or  penalty  shall  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars,  nor  the  imprisonment  of  four  (4)  months,  for  any 
offense.  Any  such  fine  or  penalty  may  be  recovered,  with 
costs,  in  an  action  of  debt  by  a  common  summons  as  issued  ^^^^'

bridges  for  the  same  period,  together  with  such  information 
as  may  be  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  financial 
concerns  of  the  city. 

§  19.  The  city  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  pre-  Prevention  and 
veution  and  extinguishment  of  fires^  and  to  organize  and  ofS'^^"^^'^'' 
establish  lire  companies ;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the 
erection  of  manufactories  dangerous  in  causing  fires  ;  ap- 
point fire  wardens  and  property  guards,  with  power  to  re- 
move and  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  fire,  all  idle 
and  suspicious  persons,  and  to  compel  any  person  or  persons 
present  to  aid  in  extinguishing  fires,  or  in  the  preservation 
of  property  exposed  to  the  same,  and  to  prevent  goods  from 
being  purloined  thereat,  and  with  such  other  powers  and 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§  20.     The  police  magistrate  and  justices  of  the  peace    Jurisdiction  of 
who  now  have  and  hereafter  may  have  their  offices  within  •"'^"^'''^"^p®^^® 
the  corporate  hmits  of  the  city,  shall  have  jurisdiction  to 
hear  and  determine  all  cases  in  which  the  said  city  may  be 
a  party,  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  any  ordinance  or 
by-laws  of  said  city. 

§  21.     All  property,  real  and  personal,  heretofore  vested  vested  property 
in  the  president  and  trustees  of  the  town  of  Morrison,  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  or  belonging  to  said 
town  in  any  manner,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  vested  in  the  corporation  hereby  created.

There  shall  also  be  such  other  officers,  ser- 
vants and  agents  of  the  corporation  as  may  be  provided  by 
ordinance.  All  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  city  coun- 
cil, unless  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance,  and  to  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  :  Fromded, 
that  the  city  council  may  consolidate  two  or  more  offices 
in  one  person,  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  city. 

§  2.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act,  Term  of  office, 
except  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  the  election  or  appointment  and  qualifi- 
cation of  their  successors,  respectively.  All  officers  ap- 
pointed by  the  city  council  shall  be  appointed  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  except  the  city  assessor,  who  shall  be 
appointed  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  year, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be.

Any  alderman  or  oliicer  elected 
or  appointed  to  any  othee  may  be  removed  Irom  such  othce 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  aldermen  authorized  to 
be  elected ;  but  no  alderman  or  officer  shall  be  removed 
except  for  good  cause,  nor  unless  hrst  furnished  with  the 
charges  against  him,  and  heard  in  his  defense.

En-inccr  or  §13.  The  city  engineer  or  survcyor  shall  havc  thc  solc 
snneyor.  power,  uudcr  the  direction  and  control  of  the  city  council, 

to  survey  within  the  city  limits ;  and  he  shall  be  governed 
by  such  rules  and  ordinances,  and  receive  such  fees  and 
emoluments  for  his  services,  as  the  city  council  shall  direct 
and  prescribe.  He  shall  possess  the  same  powers,  in  mak- 
ing plats  and  surveys  within  the  city,  as  is  given  by  law  to 
county  surveyors,  and  the  like  effect  and  validity  shall  be 
given  to  his  acts,  and  to  all  plats  and  surveys  made  by  him, 
as  are  or  may  be  given  by  law  to  the  acts,  plats  and  sur- 
veys of  the  county  surveyor.  He  shall,  when  rerpiired, 
superintend  the  construction  of  all  public  works  ordered 
by  the  city,  make  out  the  plans  and  estimates  thereof,  and 
contract  for  the  execution  of  the  same.  lie  shall  perform 
all  surveying  and  engineering  ordered  by  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  shall,  under  their  direction,  establish  the  grades 
and  boundaries  of  streets  and  alleys;  but  such  plans,  esti- 
mates and  contracts,  grades  and  boundaries,  shall  be  first 
reported  to  the  city  council,  and  approved  by  them,  or 
ihey  shall  not  be  valid.

the  assessing  of  property  for  the  ])urpose  of  levying  the 
taxes  imposed  by  the  city  council.

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the  net  weight  thereof,  and  perform  such  other  duties  in 
the  measurement  of  wood  and  other  things  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  him  by  ordinance  or  resolution.

§  18.  The  street  inspector  shall  superintend  all  local  street commis- 
improvements  in  the  city,  and  carry  into  effect  all  orders  (.f  ^'°°^''''^'"^^°^" 
the  city  council  in  relation  thereto.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty 
to  superintend  and  supervise  the  opening  of  streets  and 
alleys  and  the  grading,  improving  and  repairing  thereof, 
and  the  construction  and  repairing  of  bridges,  culverts  and 
sewers  ;  to  order  the  laying,  re-layiug  and  repairing  of  side- 
walks ;  to  give  notice  to  owners  of  property  adjoining  such 
sidewalks  when  required ;  and  upon  the  failure  of  any  per- 
son to  comply  with  such  notice  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
laid,  re-laid  or  repaired,  and  apportion  the  costs  thereof 
among  the  persons  or  lots  properly  chargeable  therewith, 
and  deliver  the  account  thereof  to  the  city  register,  to  be 
laid  before  the  city  council ;  to  make  plans  and  estimates  of 
any  work  ordered  in  relation  to  streets  and  alleys,  bridges, 
culverts  or  sewers ;  to  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  in 
appropriate  books  of  all  appropriations  made  for  work  per- 
taining to  his  office,  and  all  disbursements  thereof,  specify- 
ing to  whom  made  and  on  what  account ;  and  he  shall  ren- 
der monthly  accounts  thereof  to  the  city  council. 

§  19,  The  city  council  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  Further  duties 
time,  to  require  further  and  other  duties  of  all  officers  whose  °^  oi^cers. 
duties  are  herein  prescribed,  and  prescribe  the  powers  and 
duties  of  all  officers  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under 
this  act,  whose  duties  are  not  herein  specified,  and  llx  their 
compensation.  They  shall  also  require  officers,  severally, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
to  execute  a  bond  to  the  city  of  Xashviile  in  such  sum  and 
with  such  securities  as  they  may  approve,  conditioned  that 
they  shall  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  and  account  lor  and  pay  over  and  deliver  all  moneys 
and  other  property  received  by  them;  which  bond,  with 
the  approval  of  the  city  council,  certified  thereon  by  the 
register,  shall  be  filed  in  his  office,  except  the  bond  of  the 
register,  which  shall  be  in  the  keeping  of  the  mayor.

Government  SECTION  1.     The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  constitute 

the  city  council  of  the  city.  The  city  council  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  shall,  by  resolution,  direct. 
The  mayor,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  city  council,  and  shall  have  only  a  casting  vote ;  in  his 
absence  any  one  of  the  aldermen  may  be  appointed  to  pre- 
side. A  majority  of  the  aldermen  elected  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  ;  but  a  less  number  may  meet  and  adjourn  from 
day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  ; 
imposing  such  penalties  for  non-attendance  as  they  may 
deem  advisable. 

saiarj  of  mayor,  §  2.  The  Salary  of  the  mayor  shall  not  be  more  tlian 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  no  alderman  shall 
receive  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for 
any  service  rendered  by  him  as  a  member  of  the  city  coun- 
cil. No  member  of  the  city  council  shall  be  competent  to 
hold  any  office  of  which  the  emoluments  are  paid  from  the 
city  treasury  or  paid  by  fees  directed  to  be  paid  by  any 
act  or  ordinance  of  the  city  council,  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  the  authority  of  the  city,  which  shall  have 
been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been 
increased  during  the  term  for  which  lie  shall  have  been 
elected,  or  be  allowed  to  vote  in  any  matter  in  which  he  is 
directly  interested,  personally  or  ])ecuniarily. 

stated  meetings  §  3.  The  cily  council  shall  hold  twelve  stated  meetings, 
one  in  each  month,  during  the  year,  and  the  mayor  or  any 
two  aldermen  may  call  special  meetings  by  notice  to  each 
of  the  members  of  the  council,  served  })ersonally  or  left  at 
their  usual  places  of  abode.  Petitions  and  remonstrances 
may  be  presented  to  the  city  council;  and  they  shall  deter- 
mine the  rules  fo  their  own  proceedings,  and  be  the  judges 
of  the  election  and  qualilieation  of  their  own  members  ;  and 
shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  mem- 
bers. 

§  4.  The  city  council  shall  have  control  of  tlie  linances 
and  of  all  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  belonging 
to  the  corporation,  and  shall  likewise  have  power,  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  tliecity,  by  ordinance — 

J'irst. — To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  city,  and 
issue  the  bonds  of  the  city  therefor,  and  to  recall  and  with- 
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draw  Irom  circulation  any  of  the  matured  city  bonds  for  Recall  bonds 
city  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  same,  or  to  debtetoess.  ^^' 
have  new  bonds  re-issued  to  those  who  are  legally  entitled 
to  them ;  but  no  sum  of  money  shall  be  borrowed  at  a 
higher  rate  of  interest  than  the  rate  allowed  by  law;  nor 
shall  a  greater  sum  or  sums  be  borrowed,  or  at  any  time 
outstanding,  the  interest  upon  the  aggregate  of  which  shall 
exceed  the  one-half  of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  the  or- 
dinary taxes  within  the  city  for  the  year  immediately  pre- 
ceding ;  and  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  negotiated  at  less 
than  par  value.  The  appropriations  of  the  city  council  for  Appropriations,

gent expenses  of  the  city.

and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants;  to  prevent  and  abate  and 
remove  nuisances,  and  punish  the  authors  thereof  by  pen- 
alties, fines  and  imprisonment ;  to  define  and  declare  what 
shall  be  deemed  nuisances,  and  authorize  and  direct  sum- 
mary abatement  thereof.

within  the  city ;  to  require  that  railroad  tracks,  bridges,  turn- 
outs and  switches  shall  be  so  constructed  and  laid  as  to 
interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  the  ordinary  travel  and  use 
( if  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  that  sufficient  space  shall  be  left 
on  either  side  of  said  tracks,  for  the  safe  and  convenient 
passage  of  teams  and  persons;  to  require  railror.d  compa- 
nies to  keep  in  repair  the  streets  through  which  their  tracks 
may  run,  and  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair  suitable  cro-s- 
ing's  at  the  intersections  of  streets  and  alleys,  and  ditches, 
sewers  and  culverts,  when  the  city  council  may  deem  nec-

lution, incurring  or  creating  a  debt,  without  at  the  same 
time  making  provisions  for  the  levying  a  tax  sufficient  to 
meet  the  payment  of  the  interest  accruing  thereon,  when 
payable. 

Third. — Also,  to  levy  and  collect  upon  all  property,  in  j^Jpeciai  ^^jtax 
such  districts  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  create,  a  tax  ^J^ightingcity. 
sufiicient  to  defray  one- half  of  the  expenses  of  erecting  lamp 
posts  and  lamps,  and  lighting  the  streets  in  such  districts; 
and  the  tax  thus  collected  shall  be  exclusively  expended  for 
such  purposes,  in  the  districts  paying  the  same. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

OP    ASSESSMENTS    FOR    OPENIXG   STREETS    AND    ALLEYS. 

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  open  open  streets, 
and  lay  out  public  grounds  or  squares,  streets,  alleys  and 
highways,  and  to  alter,  widen,  contract,  straighten  and  dis- 
continue the  same;  but  no  street,  alley  or  highway,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  discontinued  or  contracted  without 
the  consent,  in  writing,  of  all  persons  owning  land  or  lots 
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adjuiiiiii:,'  said  streets, alley  and  highway'.  Tlioy  shall  cause 
all  streets,  alleys  and  highways,  or  public  squares  or 
jirounds,  laid  out  by  them,  to  be  surveyed,  described  and  re- 
coided,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  register,  showing  accu- 
rately and  particularly  the  proposed  improvements,  and  the 
real  estate  required  to  be  taken,  and  the  same,  when  opened 
and  made,  shall  be  public  highways  and  public  squares. 
Condemnation  g  2.  Whenever  any  street,  alley  or  highway,  ])ublic 
ground  or  square,  is  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  altered, 
widened  or  straightened,  by  virtue  hereof,  and  the  amount 
of  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  city  council 
hhall  «!ivo  notice  of  their  intention  to  appropriate  and  take 
the  land  necessary  for  the  same  to  the  owner  thereof,  by 
]>ublishing  said  notice  for  ten  days,  in  the  newspaper  pub- 

a'^Tiutod'"^^"  iishing  the  ordinances  of  the  city  ;  at  the  exjnration  of  which 
time,  they  shall  choose,  by  ballot,  three  disinterested  free- 
holders, residing  in  the  city,  as  commissioners,  to  ascertain 
and  assess  the  damages  and  recompense  due  the  owners  of 

Benefits.  said  real  estate,  respectively;  and  at  the  same  time  to  de- 

termine what  persons  will  be  benefited  by  such  improve- 
ment, and  lissess  the  damages  and  expenses  thereof  on  the 
real  estate  benefited  thereby,  in  proportion,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  to  the  benefits  resulting  to  each.  A  majority  of 
all  the  aldermen,  authorized  by  law  to  be  elected,  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  choice  of  such  commissioners.

Where  any  such  assessment  shall 
be  made  upon  or  paid  by  any  person,  when,  by  agreement 
or  by  law,  the  same  ought  to  be  borne  or  paid  by  any  other 
person,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  one  so  paying  to  sue  for  and 
recover  of  the  person  bound  to  pay  the  same,  the  amount 
so  paid,  with  interest.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  in 
any  way  impair  or  affect  any  agreement  between  landlord 
and  tenant,  or  other  ■  person,  respecting  the  payment  of 
such  assessments. 

§  18.  The  city  council  may,  by  ordinance,  make  any  ^£^^||  of  pro- 
change  they  may  deem  advisable  in  the  proceedings  herein 
prescribed  for  ascertaining  the  damages  and  injuries  occa- 
sioned to  any  person  or  real  estate,  by  reason  of  the  con- 
demnation of  such  real  estate,  or  any  real  estate  upon  which 
any  buildings  may  be  situated  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  the 
assessment  of  such  damages  and  injuries  upon  persons  or 
real  estate  benefited  by  the  improvement,  and  in  all  such 
other  respects  as  experience  may  suggest. 

§  19.     When  any  known  owner, "or  other  person  having  iiifaiiM 
an  interest  in  any  real  estate,  residing  in  the  city  or  else- 
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where,  shall  be  an  infant,  and  any  proceedings  shall  be  had 
under  this  act,  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  St.  Clair 
county,  the  county  judge  of  said  county  or  any  judge  of  the 
BU[)renie  court  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  city  coun- 
cil or  such  infant,  or  of  his  next  friend,  appoint  a  guardian 
for  such  infant,  taking  security  from  such  guardian  for  the 
ffiithful  execution  of  such  trust ;  and  all  notices  and  sum- 
mons required  by  this  act  shall  he  served  on  such  guardian.

ARTICLE     VIII. 

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  have  power,  from  time 
to  time,  to  cause  any  street,  alley  or  other  highway,  to  be 
graded,  regraded,  leveled,  paved  or  planked,  and  keep  the 
same  in  repair,  and  alter  and  change  the  same 

Second. — To  cause  sidewalks  and  crosswalks,  main  drains 
and  sewers,  and  private  drains,  to  be  constructed  and  laid, 
relaid,  cleansed  and  repaired,  and  regulate  the  same. 
Public  grounds.  Third. — To  grade,  improve,  protect  and  ornament  any 
public  square  or  other  public  ground  now  or  hereafter  laid 
out. 

Fourth. — Tlie  city  council  shall  liave  additional  powers 
to  assess  and  collect  of  the  owners  of  lots  or  real  estate  on 
any  street  or  other  highway,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  city  taxes,  or  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  for  the  purj^ose  of  grading, 
macadamizing,  paving  or  planking  such  street  or  other 
highways:  IVoviJed,  that  such  tax  shall  not  exceed  five 
mills  per  annum  of  the  value  of  the  property  assessed. 

§  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  system  of 
sewerage  and  drainage,  the  city  council  may  have  power  to 
cause  the  city  to  be  laid  ofi'  into  districts,  to  be  drained  by 
principal  and  lateral  or  tributary  sewers  or  drains,  having 
reference  to  a  general  i)lan  of  drainage  by  sewers  and  drains 
for  the  whole  city,  and  number  and  record  the  same. 

i5  3.  That  whenever  a  majority  in  number  of  the  own- 
ers of  real  estate  within  any  district  shall  petition  the  city 
council  for  the  construciion  of  such  drains  or  sewers  in  such 
districts,  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  col- 
lect a  special  tax  on  the  real  estate  within  the  district  so 
drained,  and  not  to  exceed  five  mills  to  the  dollar  per  an- 
num on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing such  sewers  and  drains  ;  which  tax  f-hall  be  annu- 
ally levied  and  collected  as  other  city  taxes  by  law,  and 
shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the  real  estate  in  tlie  district  in 
which  it  is  asses.sed;  and  the  city  council  shall  have  power 
to  provide  for  the  construction  and  letting  of  such  sewers 
and  drains,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  they  shall  deem  neces- 
sary ;  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  extend,  enlarge  or  alter 
the  same,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  shall 
^eem  necessary.     And  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to

§  4.  All  owners  or  occupants  of  lots  in  front  of,  adjoin-  ^°%^"^^J^^^^^ 
ing  or  upon  whose  premises  the  city  council  shall  order  and  ^^^'  ^  '^  '^ 
direct  sidewalks  or  private  drains  communicating  with  any 
main  drain,  to  be  constructed,  graded,  repaired,  relaid  or 
cleansed,  or  shall  declare  any  such  land  or  lots  to  be  nui- 
sances, and  order  the  same  to  be  graded,  tilled  up  and 
drained  or  otherwise  improved,  shall  make,  grade,  repair  or 
relay  such  sidewalks,  or  make,  repair  or  cleanse  such  private 
drains,  or  grade,  iili  up,  drain  or  otherwise  improve  such  lot 
or  land  at  their  own  cost  and  charges,  within  the  time  and 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  ordinance  or  otherwise  ;  and  Assessment  for. 
if  not  done  in  the  time  and  within  the  manner  prescribed, 
the  city  council  may  cause  the  same  to  be  constructed,  re- 
paired, relaid,  cleansed,  filled  up,  graded,  drained  or  other- 
wise improved,  and  assess  the  expenses  thereof,  by  an  order 
to  be  entered  in  their  proceedings,  upon  the  lot  and  lands, 
respectively,  and  collect  the  same  by  warrant  and  sale  of 
the  premises,  as  in  other  cases.  A  suit  may  also  be  main- 
tained against  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  premises  for 
the  recovery  of  such  expenses  as  for  money  paid  and  laid 
out  to  his  use  at  his  request. 

§  6.  In  all  cases  where  expenses  may  be  incurred  in  the  Expense  and 
removal  of  any  nuisance,  the  city  council  may  cause  the  ^^'^^^  nuisance 
same  to  be  assessed  against  the  real  estate  chargeable  there- 
with, in  the  same  manner  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion. Such  expenses  may  be  likewise  collected  of  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  such  premises  in  a  suit  for  money  ex- 
pended to  his  or  their  use ;  and  in  case  the  same  should  not 
be  chargeable  to  any  real  estate,  suit  may  in  like  manner 
be  brought  for  such  expenses  against  the  author  of  such 
nuisance,  if  known,  or  any  person  whose  duty  it  may  be 
to  remove  or  abate  the  same. 

§  6.     The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  power  to  clean 
owners  of  lots  or  grounds  fronting  or  adjoining  any  private  ilfl^'  ^^^  *^" 
or  public  alley,  to  keep  said  alley  clean,  and,  if  necessary, 
CO  direct  the  same  to  be  paved,  macadamized,  planked  or 
otherwise,  and  the  cost*  thereof  to  be  assessed  and  collected 
in  the  same  manner  as  sidewalk  assessments.

They  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  collector  for  collection  within  thirty  days  after 
the  filing  of  the  corrected  lists,  unless  further  time  for  this  pur- 
pose shall  be  given  by  the  city  council.  If  not  otherwise  Maycoiiecttax

Po-n-ers  of  the  SECTION  1.  The  citv  couucil,  for  the  purpose  of  cruarding 
against  the  calamities  ot  lire,  shall  have  power  to  prohibit 
the  erection,  placing  or  repairing  of  wooden  buildings  with- 
,  in  the  limits  prescribed  by  them,  without  their  permission, 
and  direct  and  prescribe  that  all  buildings  within  the  limits 
prescribed  shall  be  made  or  constructed  of  lire-i)roof  mate- 
rials, and  to  proJiibit  the  rebuilding  or  repairing  of  wooden 
buildings  within  the  lire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  damaged  to  the  extent  of  lift}'  per  cent,  of  the  value 
thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such 
damage ;  to  declare  all  dilapidated  buildings  to  be  nuisances, 
and  to  direct  the  same  to  be  repaired,  removed  or  abated, 
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in  such  manner  as  they  shall  prescribe  and  direct.  To  de- 
clare all  wooden  buildings  within  the  fire  limits  which  they 
may  deem  dangerous  to  contiguous  buildings,  or  in  causing 
or  promoting  lires,  to  be  nuisances,  and  to  require  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  removed  or  abated,  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  prescribe, 

§  2.     The  city  council  shall  have  power: 

First — To  regulate  the  construction  of  chimneys  and    cMmneysaud 
flues  so  as  to  admit  of  chimney-sweeps   or  other  mode  of  '^^^' 
cleaning,  and  to  compel  the  sweeping  and  cleaning  of  chim- 
neys. 

Second—Ho  prevent  and  prohibit  the  dangerous  construe- Fhe  places,  etc. 
tion  and  condition  of  chimneys,  flues,  fire-places,  stove- 
pipes, boilers,  ovens,  or  any  other  apparatus  used  in  or 
about  any  building  or  manufactory,  and  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  removed,  or  placed  in  a  secure  and  safe  condition, 
and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dangerous  to  be  put  in  safe 
condition. 

Third— To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  Ashes, 
and  to  appoint  one  or  more  otiicers  to  enter  all  buildings 
and  inclosures,  to  examine  and  discover  whether  the  same 
are  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dan- 
gerous to  be  put  in  safe  condition. 

Fourth — To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many  rire  buckets 
fire-buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  pre- 
scribe, and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof  in  times  of  fire,  and 
to  require  all  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to  construct 
and  keep  in  repair,  wells  and  cisterns,  upon  their  ^^remises. 

Fifth — To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  man-  Manufactories. 
ufaetories  and  works  dangerous  in  promoting  or  causing  fires. 

Sixth — To  regulate,  prevent  and  prohibit  the  use  of  fire-  Fireworks, 
works  and  fire-arms. 

Seventh — To   direct  and   prohibit   the    management   of  combustibles. 
houses  for  the  storing  of  gunpowder,  coals,  oils,  tar  and  other 
combustible  and  dangerous  materials  within  the  city  ;  to 
regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  of  the  same,  and  the  use 
of  candles  and  other  lights  in  stables  and  other  like  houses. 

Eighth — To  regulate  and  prescribe  the  manner,  and  or-  Parapet  waiis. 
der  the  building  of  parapet  and  partition  walls  and  parti- 
tion fences. 

Ninth — To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  houses  or  Scuttles,  etc.

to  be  provided  by  the  board  at  the  expense  of  the  person 
removed,  if  able  ;  and  the  board  may  order  any  furniture 
or  wearing  apparel  to  be  destroyed,  whenever  they  may 
deem  it  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  city,  by  making  just 
compensation.

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  attorney  to  perform  city  attorney, 
all  professional  services  incident  to  his  office,  to  prosecute 
and  defend  in  all  cases  wherein  the  city  is  a  party,  and, 
when  required,  to  furnish  written  opinions  upon  all  ques- 
tions submitted  to  him  by  the  mayor,  the  city  council,  or 
any  of  its  committees. 

I  3.  The  city  treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  the  care  Treasurer, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such 
manner  as  the  city  council  shall  direct  All  moneys  shall 
be  drawn  from  the  treasury  in  pursuance  of  orders  from  the 
city  council,  by  warrant,  signed  by  the  mayor  and  counter- 
signed by  the  clerk.  Such  warrants  shall  be  numbered  to 
correspond  with  the  order  granting  the  same,  and  shall 
specify  for  what  purpose  the  amount  named  therein  shall  be 
paid.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  city  council,  at

tion may  require,  within  or  without  the  limits  aud  boundaries 
ol'  said  city ;  to  sell,  lease,  conveyor  dispose  of  property,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  and  to  improve  and  protect  said  property, 
and  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons.

ARTICLE    I. 

BOUXDARIES,    GENERAL    POWERS    AND    FORMATION    OF    WARDS.  In     forCe    whftll

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  People  of  the  State  of  ^^^  "^  ^"^^^ 
Illinois^  rejyresented  in  the  General  Assembly,  Tnat  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Paris,  in  the  county  of  Edgar,  and 
state  of  Illinois,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  City  Name  and  style. 
of  Paris,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may 
change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  boundaries  of  said  city  shall  embrace  all  the  fol^  Boundaries. 
lowing  tracts  of  land  :  Section  one  (1),  in  township  thirteen 
(13)  north,  of  range  twelve  (12)  west ;  also  the  east  half  of  the 
east  half  of  section  two  (2 ),  in  the  same  township  and  range ;

There  shall  also  be  such  other  officers,  ser- 
vants and  agents  of  the  corporation  as  may  be  provided  by 
ordinance,  to  be  appointed  by  the  city  council,  and  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Term  of  office.  §  2.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act, 
except  aldermen  and  the  police  magistrate,  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  the  election  or  appointment 
and  qualification  of  their  succes.=;ors,  respectively.  All  other 
officers  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  not  otherwise  specially 
provided  for,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  city  council,  by 
ballot,  on  the  third  j\Ionday  of  May,  in  each  year,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be  ;  but  the  city  council  may  speci- 
ally authorize  the  appointment  of  watchmen  and  ])i)licemen 
by  the  mayor,  to  continue  in  office  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  city  council  :  JWjvided,  the  mayor  orniarshal  may  be 
authorized  to  remove  them  from  office,  for  good  cause.

Every  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  an  oath  of  office, 
executive,  judicial  or  administrative  office  under  this  act, 
shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and 
subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  in  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  and  file  the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officer  be- 
fore whom  the  same  was  taken,  with  the  city  clerk.

the  ordinances  of  this  city  are  duly  enforced,  respected  and 
observed  within  this  city,  and  that  ail  the  officers  of  the 
city  discharge  their  respective  duties.

^  8.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor,  or  of 
his  being  unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  ottice,  by  rea- 
son of  temporary  or  continued  absence  or  sickness,  the  city 
council  shall  appoint  one  of  its  own  members,  by  ballot,  to 
preside  over  its  meetings,  whose  official  designation  shall  be 
"'Acting  Mayor;"  and  the  alderman  so  appointed  shall  be 
vested  with  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  mayor,  until  the  mayor  shall  resume  his  office,  or  the 
vacancy  be  filled  by  a  nev,'  election. 

§  9.  The  members  of  the  city  council,  together  with 
the  mayor,  shall  be,  e:c  ojficio^  lire  wardens  and  conservators 
of  the  peace  within  the  city,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  jury 
duty  or  street  labor  during  their  term  of  office. 

§  10.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  and  the 
papers  and  books  belonging  to  the  city,  lie  shall  attend  all 
the  meetings  of  the  city  council,  and  keep  a  full  record  of 
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their  proceedings  upon  the  jcurDals;  and  copies  of  all  the 
papers  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  of  the  jour- 
nals of  the  proceedings  of  the  city  council,  duly  certified  by 
hitn,  under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts, 
in  like  manner  as  if  the  originals  were  produced.  He  shall 
likewise  draw  all  warrants  on  the  treasury,  and  countersign 
the  same,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  thereof  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose.

receipts  and  expenditures,  in  such  manner  as  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  direct.  All  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
treasury,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  city  council,  by  a 
treasury  warrant,  signed  by  the  mayor  or  the  presiding  ofii- 
cer  of  the  city  council,  and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk. 
Su6h  warrants  shall  specify  for  what  purpose  the  amount 
therein  shall  be  paid.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the 
city  council,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  annual  elec- 
tion in  each  year,  and  oftener,  if  required,  a  full  and 
detailed  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  since  . 
the  date  of  the  last  annual  report,  and  also  the  state  of 
the  treasury :  which  account  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  city  clerk. 

§  13.  The  city  marshal  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  Marshal. 
be  prescribed  by  the  city  council  for  the  preservation  of  the 
public  peace,  the  collection  of  license  monej'-,  fines  or  other- 
wise.

ments fur  steaming  and  rendering  lard,  tallow,  offal,  and 
such  other  substances  as  may  be  rendered,  and  all  other 
establishnieats  or  places  where  any  nauseous,  offensive  or 
unwholesome  business  may  be  carried  on. 

TJdrty -sixth.— 1o  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead;  to  estab-  cemeteries, 
lish  and  regulate  one  or  more  cemeteries ;  to  regulate  the  reg- 
istration of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  thereturningandkeep- 
ing  of  bills  of  mortality,  and  to  impose  penalties  upon  physi- 
cians, and  sextons  and  others,  for  any  default  in  the  premises.

city,  and  that  sufficient  space  shall  be  left  on  either  side  of 
the  tracks,  for  the  safe  and  convenient  passage  of  teams 
and  persons  ;  to  require  the  railrocd  companies  to  keep  in 
repair  the  streets  through  which  their  raihvays  may  run, 
and  to  construct  and  keep  in  repair  suitable  cro"  sings  at  the 
intersections  of  streets  and  alleys,  and  ditches,  and  sewers

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and  culverts,  when  the  city  council  may  deem  necessary; 
and  to  prohibit  the  nse  and  regulate  the  s])eed  of  locomo- 
tive engines  within  tiie  inhabited  parts  of  the  city;  to  pro- 
hibit and  restrain  railroad  companies  from  doing  storage 
or  warehouse  business  or  from  collecting  pay  for  storage. 
General  powers.  Foi'ty-necond. — The  city  council  shall  have  jiower  to  pass, 
publish,  amend  and  repeal  all  ordinances,  rules  and  police 
regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  state,  for  the  good  government,  peace  and 
order  of  the  city,  and  the  trade  and  commerce  thereof,  that 
may  be  necessary  and  ]n'oper  to  carry  into  efiect  the  powers 
vested  by  this  act  in  the  corporation,  the  city  government 
or  any  department  or  officer  thereof;  to  enforce  the  observ- 
ance of  all  such  ordinances,  rules  or  police  regulations,  and 
to  punish  violations  thereof  by  lines,  penalties  and  impris- 
onment in  the  county  jail,  city  prison  or  work  house,  or 
both,  iu  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  or  court  before 
whom  conviction  may  be  had;  but  no  lino  or  penalty  shall 
exceed  live  hundred  dollars,  nor  the  imprisonment  exceed  six 
months,  for  any  otiense  ;  and  such  tine  or  penalty  may  be 
recovered,  with  costs,  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  and 
for  the  use  of  the  city,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 
Punishment  of  and  punishment  may  be  inflicted,  by  such  court;  and  any 
loiation^'.  person  upon  whom  any  line  or  penalty  is  imposed,  shall 
stand  committed  until  the  payment  of  the  same  and  costs, 
and,  in  default  thereof,  may  be  imprisoned  in  tlie  county 
jail,  city  ])ris(m  or  work  house,  or  be  required  to  labor  on  the 
streets  or  other  public  works  or  private  works,  within  one 
mile  of  the  city  limits,  for  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance.

taxable  for  state  purposes,  and  to  issue  bon;ls  as  heretofore 
provided. 

Pay  Interest.  Third. — To  Icvy  and  collect  taxes,  nut  exceeding  live 

mills  to  the  dollar,  per  annum,  on  all  property  subject  to 
taxation,  to  meet  the  interest  accruing  on  the  debt  of  the 
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city;  and  the  city  council  shall  pass  no  ordinance  or  reso- 
lution incurring  or  creatine;  a  debt,  without  at  the  same 
time  making  provisions  for  the  levying  a  tax  sufficient  to 
defrav  the  interest  accruing  thereon,  when  payable. 

Fourth.— To  annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  all  pro-  ,,u^f|>g''''''"'' 
perty  subject  to  taxation,  when  required  for  the  erection  of 
a  city  hall,  markets,  city  prisons  or  work  house,  or  hospitals, 
the  purchase  of  market  grounds,  public  squares  or  parks, 
or  any  other  public  improvements  :  Frovided^  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  city  hall,  hospital,  work  house  or  market  house, 
may  be  apportioned  by  the  city  council  and  collected  by  a 
series  of  annual  assessments ;  but  the  cost  of  market  grounds, 
markets,  public  squares,  or  other  improvements,  may  be 
levied  and  collected  upon  all  the  real  estate  and  other  pro- 
perty in  the  natural  division  of  the  city  in  which  they  are 
located.  No  local  improvement  under  this  section  shall  be 
ordered  in  any  division  or  ward,  unless  the  aldermen  from 
such  ward  shall  vote  for  the  same ;  but  no  taxes  shall  be  Limit  of  assess- 
levied  in  any  one  year,  under  this  section,  which  shall  ex-  ™®^'" 
ceed  five  mills  to  the  dollar  on  the  property  assessed  for 
any  or  all  the  purposes  herein  specified.  The  revenue 
arising  from  such  market  or  other  improvement  shall  be 
applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  costs  thereof,  and  taxes 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  to  make  up  the  suthciency.

real  estate  re({uired  to  be  taken,  and  the  same,  when  opened 
and  made,  shall  be  public  highways  and  public  squares, 
coudemuation  ^  2.  AVhonevor  any  street,  alley  or  highway,  ])ublic 
ground  or  square,  is  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  altered, 
widened  or  straightened,  by  virtue  hereof,  and  the  amount 
of  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  city  council 
shall  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  take  and  appropriate 
the  land  necessary  for  the  same  to  the  owner  thereof,  by 
publishing  said  notice  for  ten  days,  in  the  newspaper  pub- 

commisRiouers  lishinji;  the  Ordinances  of  the  city  ;  at  the  expiration  of  which 
tnne,  they  shall  choose,  by  ballot,  three  disinterested  iree- 
holders,  residing  in  the  city,  as  commissioners,  to  ascertain 
and  assess  the  damages  and  recompense  due  the  owners  of 

Benefits.  Said  real  estate,  respectively ;  and  at  the  same  time  to  de- 

termine what  persons  will  be  benelited  by  such  improve- 
ments and  ;'.ssess  the  damages  and  expenses  thereof  on  the 
real  estate  benelited  thereby,  in  proportion,  as  nearly  as 
may  bo,  [to]  the  benefits  resulting  to  each.  A  majority  of 
all  the  aldermen,  authorized  by  law  to  be  elected,  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  choice  of  such  commissioners. 

Commissioners"      g  3.     The  Commissioners  shall  bo   sworn  faithfully  and 

oath  r.nd  dniics.  jj^p.^ptially  to  exccuto  their  duties  to  the  best  of  their" abili- 
ties, before  entering  upon  their  duties.  They  shall  give  at 
least  five  days'  notice  to  all  persons  interested  of  the  time 
and  place  of  their  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  viewing  the 
premises  and  making  their  assessments;  which  notice  shall 
be  given  personally,  if  the  owners  or  residents  are  known, 
or  by  publication  in  the  newspaper  publishing  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city,  if  the  owners  are  non-residents  or  un- 
known; they  shall  view  the  premises,  and,  in  their  discre- 
tion, receive  any  legal  evidence,  and  may,  if  necessary,  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day.

When  part,  ogl}^,  of  any  lot,  parcel  of  land  or 
other  premises,  so  under  lease  or  contract,  shall  be  taken  for 
any  of  the  purposes  af  )resaid,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  all  the 
covenants,  contracts,  and  engagements  respecting  the  same, 
upon  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  commissioners,

§  18.  AVhen  any  known  owner,  or  other  person  having  lufant/ 
an  interest  in  any  real  estate,  residing  in  the  city  or  else- 
where, shall  be  an  infant,  and  any  proceedings  shall  be  had 
under  this  act,  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  Edgar 
county,  the  county  judge  of  said  county  or  any  judge  of  the 
supreme  court  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  city  coun- 
cil or  such  infant,  or  his  next  friend,  appoint  a  guardian 
for  such  infant,  taking  security  from  such  guardian  for  the 
faithful  execution  of  such  trust ;  and  all  notices  and  sum- 
monses required  by  this  act  shall  be  served  upon  such  guar- 
dian.

he  had  been  the  original  purchaser. 

^  13.  If,  at  any  sale  of  any  real  or  personal  estate  for 
taxes  or  assessments,  no  bid  shall  be  made  for  any  parcel 
of  the  land,  or  any  goods  or  chattels,  the  same  shall  be 
struck  off  to  the  city;  and  thereupon  the  city  shall  receive, 
in  the  corporate  name,  a  certificate  of  the  sale  thereof,  and 
shall  be  vested  with  the  same  rights  as  other  purchasers 
at  such  sale.

taxes  and  assessments  had  been  paid,  that  the  said  lands 
had  never  been  listed  for  taxation  or  assessment,  or  that 
the  same  had  been  redeemed  according  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the-  act,  and  that  such  redemption  was  made  for  the 
benefit  and  use  of  the  persons  having  the  right  of  redemp- 
tion under  the  law  of  this  state ;  but  no  person  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  question  the  title  acquired  by  the  said  deed,  with- 
out first  showing  that  he,  she  or  they,  or  the  person  under 
whom  he,  she  or  they  claim  title,  had  had  title  to  the  land 
at  the  time  of  sale,  or  that  the  title  was  obtained  from  the 
United  States  or  this  state  after  the  sale ;  and  that  all  taxes 
due  upon  the  land  have  been  paid  by  such  persons  or  the 
persons  under  whom  they  claim  title  as  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE    X. 

FIRE    DEPARTMEXT. 

Section  1.  The  city  council,  for  the  purpose  of  guarding  Fire  department 
against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have  power  to  prohibit  Prohibitions, 
the  erection,  placing  or  repairing  of  wooden  buildings  within 
the  limits  prescribed  by  them,  without  their  permission, 
and  direct  and  prescribe  that  all  buildings  within  the  limits 
prescribed  shall  be  made  or  constructed  of  fire-proof  mate- 
rials, and  to  prohibit  the  rebuilding  or  repairing  of  wooden 
buildings  within  the  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have 
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been  damnged  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  vaine 
thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertnininir  the  ex- 
tent of  such  damage;  to  declare  all  dihi})idated  buildings  to 
be  nuisances,  and  to  direct  the  same  to  be  repaired,  removed 
or  abated, in  such  manner  as  they  shall  prescribe  and  direct. 
To  declare  all  wooden  buildings  within  tire  limits,  which 
they  may  deem  dangerous  to  contiguous  buildings,  or  in 
causing  or  promoting  fires,  to  be  nuisances,  and  to  require 
and  ca'iise  the  same  to  be  removed  or  abated,  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  they  shall  prescribe. 

§  2.     The  city  council  shall  have  power — 

First — To  regulate  the  construction  of  chimneys  and 
flues  so  as  to  admit  of  chimney-sweeps  or  other  mode  of 
cleaning,  and  to  compel  the  cleaning  and  sweeping  of  cliim- 
neys. 

Stcond. — To  prevent  and  prohibit  the  dangerous  construc- 
ti(ui  and  condition  of  chimneys,  flues,  fire-places,  stove-pipes, 
ovens,  or  any  other  apparatus  used  in  or  about  any  building 
or  manufactory,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or 
placed  in  a  secure  or  safe  condition,  when  considered  dan- 
gerous. 

Third. — To  prevent  tlic  dei)Osit  of  aslies  in  unsafe  places, 
and  to  appoint  one  or  more  officers  to  enter  into  buildings 
or  inclosures,  to  examine  and  discover  whether  the  same 
are  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dan- 
gerous to  be  put  in  a  safe  condition. 

Fourth. — To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many 
fire-buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  jjre- 
scribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof  in  times  of  fire,  and 
1o  require  all  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to  construct 
and  keep  in  repair,  wells  and  cisterns,  upon  the  premises. 

Fifth. — To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  vn  of 
works  and  manufactories  dangerous  in  promoting  or  causing 
tiros. 

/S(,i'lh. — To  regulate,  prevent  and  prohibit  the  use  of  fire 
works  and  fire  arms. 

Seventh. — To  direct  and  ])rohibit  the  management  of 
liouses  for  the  storing  of  gunpowder,  and  other  combustible 
and  dangerous  materials,  within  the  city ;  to  regulate  the 
keeping  and  conveying  of  the  same,  and  the  use  of  candles 
and  other  lights  in  stables  and  other  like  houses, 

Fir/hih. — To  regulate  and  prescribe  the  manner  and  or- 
der of  the  building  of  parapet  and  partition  walls  and  of  par- 
tition fences. 

Ninth. — To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  houses  or 
other  buildings  to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or 
ladders  leading  to  the  ?ame. 

Tenth. — To  authorize  the  mayor,  fire  warden  or  other 
officers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  fire 
all  idle  or  suspicious  persons,  and  to  compel  all  officers  of 
the  city,  and  all  other  persons  to  aid  in  the  extinguish- 
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merit  of  fires,  and  in  the  preservation  of  property  exposed 
to  danger  thereat,  and  in  preventing  goods  from  bein^ 
stolen. 

Eleventh. — And  generaliy  to   establish   such  regulations  Extingnishment 
for  the  prevention  and  extingnislmient  of  fires  as  the  city  '^^^'''^®- 
council  may  deem  ex])edient.

vided for  the  extinguishment  of  fires.

reasonable  ]3enalties  upon  them  for  any  violation  of  the 
same;  and  for  incapacity,  neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct,  to 
remove  them. 

Fourth. — The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  aj^point  a  Engineers. 
chief  and  assistant  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  and  they, 
with  the  other  firemen,  shall  take  the  care  and  management 
of  the  engines  and  other  apparatus  and  implements  pro- 
vided and  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires;  and  their 
powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  and  defined  by  the 
city  council.

and  ordinance  of  the  city. 

'§  8.  The  assessor  shall  perform  all  the  duties  in  relation  Assessor. 
to  the  assessing  of  property  for  the  purpose  of  levying  of 
taxes  imposed  by  the  common  council.  In  the  perf  irmance 
of  his  duties,  he  shall  have  the  the  same  powers  as  are  or 
may  be  given  by  law  to  county  and  town  assessors,  and 
be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities. 

§  9.  The  common  council  shall  have  power,  from  time  Kequirements 
to  time,  to  require  further  and  other  duties  of  all  officers 
whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  and  prescribe  the  pow- 
ers and  duties  of  all  officers  appointed  or  elected  to  any 
office  under  this  act,  whose  duties  are  not  herein  specifically 
mentioned,  and  fix  their  compensation.  They  may  also 
require  bonds  to  be  given  to  the  city  of  Fekin  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  duties. 

§  10.  The  treasurer  and  collector  shall,  severally,  before  Treasurer  and 
they  enter  upon  their  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  exe- 
cute a  bond  to  the  city  of  Pekin  in  such  sums  and  snch 
sureties  as  the  common  council  shall  approve,  conditioned 
that  they  shall  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
and  account  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  and  other  proper- 
ty received  by  them ;  which  bonds,  with  the  approval  of 
the  common  council  certified  thereon  by  the  clerk,  shall  be 
tiled  with  the  clerk. 

§  11.  The  common  council,  at  their  annual  meeting,  ^  Pubiicatiou  of 
on  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each  year,  or  within  not 
exceeding  thirty  days  thereafter,  shall  desio;:nate  one  public 
newspaper,  printed  in  said  city,  in  which  shall  be  published 
all  ordinances  and  proceedings  and  matters  required  in  any 
case  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
common  council  to  be  published  in  the  corporation  news- 
paper. And  if  the  proprietors  of  the  newspaper  so  desig- 
nated shall,  at  any  time  during  the  year,  suspend  the  pub- 
lication thereof  or  decline  longer  to  publish  said  proceedings, 
another  newspaper  ^hall  be  designated.  The  common 
couucil  may  also,  in  its  discretion,  provide  for  the  publica- 
tion of  said  ordinances  and  other  proceedings,  or  such  por- 
tion of  the  same  as  it  may  think  proper,  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  the  German  language. 

§  12.  If  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  of  said  city,  Deiiverauce of 
shall  not,  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request,  ^^'^°^  ^" 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  property,  papers  and 
efiects  of  every  description  in  [his]  possession,  belonging  to 
said  city  orappertaining  to  the  office  he  held,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay,  for  the  use  of  "the  city,  one  hundred  dollars,  besides 
all  damages  caused  by  his  neglect  ^nd  refusal  so  to  deliver. 
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Such  Bucceesor  shall  and  uiay  recover  possession  of  the 
books,  papers  and  property  appertaining  to  his  otiice  in 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Laws  of  this  state.

CHAPTER     VIII. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  collector  to  catJea  of  city 
collect  all  taxes  and  assessments  which  may  be  levied  by  <=°^i'^«=tor- 
said  city,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  herein  or 
ordaineiJ  by  the  common  council.  He  shall  keep  in  his 
office,  besides  his  collection  and  revenue  warrants,  such 
otlier  books,  vouchers,  records  and  accounts,  as  the  common 
council  may  direct  and  prescribe;  which  books,  records  and 
all  other  papers,  shall  remain  in  and  pertain  to  said  office, 
and  be  handed  over  to  the  successors  of  said  office,  or  de- 
posited in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

§  2.     All  city  collector's  papers,    books,   warrants  and    Finance  com- 
vouchers,  shall  be  examined  by,  and  the  same  are   placed  r-nuoi ''of "^pl- 
under the  supervision  of  the  huance  committee  o    the  com-  p«''«- 
moa  council;  the  said  collector  sh^U  weekly,  on  the  receipt 
of  the  same,  pay  over  all  moneys  ci^llected   by  him  of  any 
person  or  persons,  to  the  city  treasurer,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor,  which  said  collector  shall  immediately  file  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk.  * 

§  3.  The  city  collector  shall  make  a  report  in  writing.  Report  of  coi- 
under  oath,  to  the  common  counci',  monthly,  or  oftener  if '/e^'o^j^^**^® '^'^' 
required,  of  the  amount  of  all  moneys  collected  by  him, 
the  account  upon  which  collected,  and  shall  file  with  the 
city  clerk  the  voucher  or  receipt  of  the  city  treasurer  for 
the  amounts  so  collected.  He  also  shall,  m  the  month  of 
April  in  each  year,  before  the  annual  election,  submit  to  the 
common  council  and  finance  committee  a  statement  of  all 
moneys  by  him  collected  during  the  year,  and  the  particu- 
assessment  or  account  upon  which  collected, 
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and  the  balance  ot'  nicncvfl  uncollected  on  tiie  warrants  in 
bis  bands,  and  a  copy  of  such  statement  sliall  l.c-  tiled  with 
the  city  clerk. 
coiiectorpro-      §4.     The  citj  collcctor  is  hereby  expressly  prohibited 

kl^'i'fng th/dt™  from  keeping  the  money  of  the  city  in  his  hands,  or  in  the 

iiindB.  hands  of  any  person  or  corporation  to  bis  use,  beyond  tlie 

lime  for  tbe  payment,  or  the  time  prescribed  for  the  pay- 
ment of  tbe  same  to  the  city  treasurer;  and  any  violation 
of  this  provision  shall  subject  him  to  immediate  removal 
from  t)fiice  by  the  mayor,  witb  the  concurrence  of  the  com- 
mon council ;  and  it  is  liereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of 
the  mayor,  upon  sucb  removal  beinor  made,  to  nominate  and 
appoint  a  successor  with  tbe  advice  and  consent  of  the  com- 
mon council.

he  and  his  bond  shall  be  liable  to  the  holder  of  the  certifi- 
cate given  to  the  purchaser  at  the  sale,  for  double  the 
amount  of  the  face  of  the  certificate,  to  be  demanded  within 
three  years  from  the  date  of  the  sale,  and  recover  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  and  the  city,  ia 
no  ca?e,  shall  be  liable  to  the  holder  of  the  certificate. 
Anditor  may  §  7.  The  comuiou  couucil  may  hereafter,  in  tlieir  dis- 
eappointe  .  (^cetiop^  provide  for  the  appointment  of  city  auditor,  to  hold 
his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  tbe  appointment  and  quali- 
fication of  his  successor,  whose  duty  bhall  be  to  examine 
personally,  and  certify  to  the  correctness  or  incorrectness  of 
ail  accounts  rendered  for  any  money  which  may  be  col- 
lected or  disbursed  by  any  of  the  officers  of  said  city;  the 
said  common  council  may,  by  ordinance,  prescribe  liis  quali- 
fications and  more  particularly  define  his  duties ;  and  he 
*  shall  be  removable  from  his  office  at  any  time,  by  the  mayor, 

with  the  concurrence  of  the  common  council. 

CHAPTER      IX. 

assessor  SECTION  1.     The  flssessor  [  shall]  ,  immediately  after  his 

appointment,  in  each  year,  proceed  to  examine  and  de- 
termine the  valuation  of  the  taxable  real  and  personal 
.  estate  in  the  city.  Schedules  of  the  taxable  real  estate 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  city  clerk,  to  aid  him  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties,  upon  which  he  shall  enter  his 
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valuations,  Said  appraisal,  tocjether  with  bis  appraisal  of 
all  the  personal  estate  taxable  in  suicl  city,  shall  be  completed 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  c'.ty  clerk,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  in  each  and  every  year,  unless  further 
time  shall  be  granted  b}'  the  common  council.  And  when 
so  completed  and  filed,  the  assessor  shall  fix  upon  a  day  for 
hearing  objections  thereto  ;  and  the  city  clerk  shall  give  ten 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing,  by  pub- 
lication thereof  in  the  corporation  newspaper.  Any  person 
feeling  aggrieved  by  the  assessments  of  his  property,  may 
appear  at  the  time  specified  and  make  his  objections. 

§  2.  The  said  assessor  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  Time  and  place 
designated,  to  revise  and  correct  his  assessment;  he  shall  segment uft.*^^" 
hear  and  consider  all  objections  which  may  be  made,  and 
shall  have  power  to  supply  omissions  in  his  assessments, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  same,  to  alter,  add  to 
or  take  from,  and  otherwise  correct  and  revise  the  same. 
The  assessor  may  adjourn,  from  time  to  time,  until  his  re- 
vision shall  have  been  completed. 

§  3,  When  said  revision  shall  have  been  completed  the  General  duties 
city  clerk  shall,  under  the  direcdon  of  said  assessor,  in  one  or  ° 
more  books  prepared  for  that  purpose,  [make]  a  complete 
list  of  all  the  taxable  real  estate  in  said  city  according  to 
the  schedule  as  returned  and  revised  by  the  assessor,  show- 
ing in  a  proper  column,  to  be  ruled  for  that  purpose,  the 
names  of  the  different  owners,  as  far  as  known  by  said 
assessors,  and  in  another  column  the  amount  of  valuation 
m  each  case.  Said  books  shall  have  ruled  therein  an  ap- 
propriate column  for  extending  or  inserting  the  amount  of 
taxes  which  may  be  levied  upon  said  property ;  said  book 
or  books  shall  together  constitute  the  tax  list  of  real  estate 
for  such  year.  The  city  clerk  shall  also  enter,  under  the 
direction  of  said  assessor,  [in]  another  book  to  be  prepared 
for  that  purpose,  a  complete  list  of  taxable  personal  estate  in 
said  city,  as  returued  and  revised  by  said  assessor,  showing 
in  a  proper  column  the  names  of  the  different  persons 
whose  property  has  been  assessed,  and  in  another  column 
the  valuation  made  by  the  assessor ;  said  book  shall  have 
ruled  therein  an  appropriate  column  lor  extending  or  in- 
serting the  amount  of'  the  taxes  which  may  be  levied  there- 
on ;  said  book  shall  constitute  the  personal  tax  book  for 
such  year.  The  clerk  shall  add  the  valuation  in  each  list, 
and  tlie  aggregate  amount  thereof  shall  be  entered  by  him 
at  the  foot  of  the  appropriate  column  on  the  last  page. 
When  said  tax  lists  shall  have  been  completed  they  shalfbe 
siijned  by  said  assessor  and  left  in  the  custody  of  the  city 
clerk,  and  shall  constitute  the  only  record  to  be  referred  to 
any  case  in  which  said  assessments  may  be  drawn  in  ques- 
tion.

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Fourth  WarcT.—A\\  that  portion  of  said  city  which  hes  Fourth  ward, 
south  of  State  street  and  east  of  aiine  running  duo  south 
from  the  junction  of  State  and  Maple  streets  to  the  south- 
ern limits  of  said  city,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  estabhshed  as 
and  denominated  the  fourth  ward :  Provided,,  always^  that 
the  city  council  shall  have,  and  they  are  hereby  vested  with, 
the  power  and  authority  to  alter  the  boundaries  of  the 
wards  of  said  city,  and  to  create  additional  wards  and  fix 
the  boundaries  thereof 

CHAPTER     II. 

OF    GOVKP.XMEXT. 

Section  1.  The  corporate  powers  of  said  city  shall  ^Je  ^^  o^e-^'^'^j^ation 
vested  in  a  city  council,  to  be  composed  of  the  mayor  of 
said  city  and  two  aldermen  from  each  of  the  wards 
thereof  The  other  officers  of  said  city  shall  be  as  follows, 
to-wit :  A  clerk,  treasurer  and  assessor,  constable,  who 
shall  be,  ex-offido,  collector,  an  attorney,  fire  warden,  and  a 
marshal  and  street  commissioner.  The  mayor  and  alder- 
men shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city,  and 
hold  their  respective  offices,  the  mayor  for  one  year  and 
the  aldermen  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified :  Provided,,  that  at  the  first  election 
held  under  this  act,  oneof  the  said  aldermen  elected  in  each 
ward,  shall  bo  elected  for  one  year,  to  be  so  designated  by  the 
ballots  cast  at  such  election  :  And,,  provided,,  that  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  any  of  the  aforesaid  offices,  unless  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state,  and  who  shall 
have  had  at  least  one  year's  residence  in  said  city  previous 
to  his  election  :  Provided,,  further,,  that  the  city  council  may 
elect  or  appoint  such  other  officers  of  the  city  as  they  n)ay 
deem  advisable,  snd,  by  ordinance,  prescribe  their  powers 
and  duties. 

§  2.  If  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  in  said  city,  bo^^'s^^e'ta  to 
who  shall  not,  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request,  successor. 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  money,  property,  pa- 
pers and  efiects  of  every  description,  in  his  possession,  be- 
longing to  said  city,  or  appertaining  to  the  office  held  by 
him,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  the  city,  the  suui 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caused  by  his 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver;  and  such  successor  shall 
and  may  recover  possession  of  the  books,  papers,  property, 
etc.,  appertaining  to  his  ofiice,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  laws  of  this  state  for  the  recovery  of  the  possession  of 
personal  property. 

§  3.     The  mayor,  constable,  marshal  and  aldermen  of  <^3icers. 
said  city  are  hereby  created  conservators  of  the  peace  within 
and  for  said  city,  and  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  exempt  from  all  jary  duty,  and  from  the  payment  of 
street  or  poll  tax,  during  their  continuance  in  office.

Section  1.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  offi-  Mayoi-a  duties. 
cer  of  the  city.  He  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
council,  preserve  order  and  direct  the  course  of  business  be- 
fore the  council ;  and  in  case  of  a  tie  in  an}^  vote  thereof, 
shall  give  the  casting  vote.

§  2.  In  case  the  mayor  is  unable  to  perform  the  duties  Acting  mayor, 
of  his  office,  by  reason  of  temporary  or  continned  absence 
or  sickness,  the  council  shall  appoint  one  of  its  [own]  mem- 
bers to  preside  over  their  meetings,  whose  official  designa- 
tion shall  be  "  Acting  Mayor ;"  and  the  alderman  so  ap- 
pointed shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  perform  all 
the  duties  of  mayor,  until  the  mayor  shall  assume  his  office 
or  the  vacancy  be  filled  by  a  new  election. 

^^  3.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  determine  and  Duty  of  mayor. 
fix  the  time  of  its  meetings,  the  rules  of  its  proceediiigs, 
punish  its  members  for  disorderly  conduct,  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  elected,  expel  a 
member.

same,  or  carrying  into  effect  any  law  or  ordinance  ;  and  any 
person  who  shall  not  obey  such  call  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  said  city  a  fine  of  five  dollars.  lie  shall  -have  power, 
whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  require  of  any  of 
the  officers  of  the  city,  an  exhibit  of  all  their  official  books 
and  papers;  and  sludl  have  power  to  execute  all  duties  that 
may  be  required  of  him  by  this  act,  or  any  ordinance  made 
in  pursuance  thereof. 

§  6.     The  mayor  shall,  ex  officio,  have  pov/er  to  adminis-  Powerofmayor:

of  the  state ;  to  take  depositions,  acknowledge  deeds,  mort-

§^  8.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  all  the 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  city.  He  shall  attend 
all  the  meetings  of  the  council  and  keep  a  full  record  of 
its  proceedings  ;  copies  of  all  papers  and  ordinances  filed  in 
his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  journal  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  council,  certified  by  him  as  clerk,  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  proof  thereof, 
and  in  like  manner  as  if  the  originals  were  produced.  The 
clerk  shall  draw  all  warrants  on  the  treasury,  as  provided 
by  ordinance,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  thereof,  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  in  such  manner  as 
the  council  may  direct;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  admin- 
ister any  oath  required  to  be  taken  by  this  act. 

§  9.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to 
the  city,  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  in  such  manner  as  the  council  m.ay  direct.  All 
moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  city  treasury  in  pursuance  of 
an  order  from  the  council,  by  treasury  warrants,  signed  by  the 
clerk  and  mayor,  and  such  warrants  shall  specify  for  what 
purpose  the  amount  named  therein  is  to  be  paid ;  he  shall 
exhibit  to  the  council,  as  often  as  required,  a  full  and  detailed 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  the  state  of  the 
treasury,  and  the  state  of  each  special  fund  therein;  which 
account  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk ;  and  on  retir- 
ing from  the  office  of  treasurer,  shall  deposit  his  account 
books  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  where  they  shall  be 
kept  as  public  records  of  the  city. 

§  10.  The  marshal  shall  perform  all  such  duties  as  may 
be  provided  by  ordinance;  he  shall  possess  the  same  power 
and  perform  tiie  same  duties  within  the  limits  of  the  city  as 
constables  in  the  difi'erent  counties  possess,  and  may  serve 
any  process,  issuing  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  the 
ordinances  and  by-laws  of  ,«aid  city,  at  any  place  within  the 
county  of  De  Kalb.

CHAPTER     YII. 

STREET      LABOR. 

Section  1.     The  city  council  shall  have  power,  for  the    Labor  on  tha

purpose  of  miproving  the  streets,  and  keeping  the  streets,  leys. 
lanes,  alleys  and  higliways  in  repair,  to  require  every  male 
inhabitant  of  said  city  of  twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  labor 
on  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  highways  within  the  limits 
of  the  city,  for  any  number  of  days  in  each  and  every  year, 
not  esceeing  two. 

§  2.     Any  person   may  commute  for  such  service,  by  ^.^^^^^jl^^^''®^^ 
paying  to  the  street  commissioner,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the  coun- 
cil. 

§  3.  Every  person  who,  after  having  three  days'  notice  Notice. 
from  the  street  commissioner,  to  perform  such  labor,  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the  same,  and  shall  also  neg- 
lect to  commute  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two 
dollars  and  fifcy  cents  for  each  day's  labor,  to  be  lecovered 
before  any  court  of  competent  jarisdiction,  and  his  liability 
to  perform  the  labor  shall  not  thereby  be  discharged. 

I  4.     The  inhabitants  of  said  city  shall  not  be  liable  to    citizens    ex- 
work  upon  any  roads  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  ?^or  ou^ide  of 
shall  be  exempt  from  paying  tax  in  lieu  thereof,  without  *^^^y'"°"^- 
said  limits :  Provided^  that  the  city  council  may,  at  their

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  have  power,  upon  the  Petitions  for 
petition  of  one-half  of  the  owners  of  the  property  fronting  aueys/etc'i"^'^'^' 
thereon  and  lying  within  six  hundred  feet  thereof,  and  with- 
out such  petition,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, to  open  or  lay  out  public  grounds  or  squares,  streets, 
alleys  and  highways,  or  sections  thereof;  and  to  alter, 
widen,  construct,  straighten  and  discontinue  the  same  ;  but 
no  street,  alley  or  highway,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
discontinued  or  contracted  without  the  consent,  in  writing, 
of  all  persons  owning  lands  or  lots  adjoining  such  street, 
alley  and  liighway,  unless  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  city 
council.  The  city  council  shall  cause  all  streets,  alleys  or 
highways,  or  public  squares  ^r  grounds,  laid  out  by  them, 
to  be  surveyed,  described  and  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
by  the  plerk,  showing  accurately  and  particularly  the  pro- 
posed improvements,  and  the  real  estate  required  to  be 
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taken  ;  iiiid  the  same  when  opened  and  made  shall  be  public 
hio;h\vay6Rnd  public  squares. 

Tauinc: priTate      §  2.     Whenever   anj  street,    alley  or  highway,   public 

pab^fcuso.  "^^  ground  or  square,  is  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  altered, 
widened  or  straightened,  by  virtue  hereof,  and  the  amount 
of  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  city  council 
shall  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  appropriate  and  take 
the  land  necessary  for  the  same,  to  the  owner  thereof,  by 
publishing  said  notice  by  two  insertions  in  a  weekly  news- 
paper published  in  said  city,  or  by  posting  three  written 
notices  in  three  public  places  in  the  city  for  the  space  of  ten 
days;  at  tiie  expiration  of  which  time  they  shall  appoint 
three  disinterested  freeholders,  residing  in  the  city,  as  com- 
missioners to  ascertain  and  assess  the  damages  and  recom- 
pense dne  the  owners  of  said  real  estate,  respectively,  and, 
at  the  same  time,  determine  what  persons  shall  be  benefit- 
ed by  such  improvements,  and  assess  the  damages  and 
expenses  thereof  on  the  real  estate  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  improvement,  benefited  thereby,  in  proportion,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  to  the  benefits  resulting  to  each.  A  majority  of 
the  conncilmen  authorized  by  law  to  be  elected  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  choice  of  commissioners.  The  commission- 
ers shall  be  sworn  faithfully  and  impartially  to  execute  their 
duties  to  the  best  of  their  abilities,  before  entering  upon 
the  same.

to  be  constructed,  laid,  relaid,  cleansed  and  repaired,  and 
regulate  the  same;  to  grade,  improve,  pjrotect  and  orna- 
ment any  public  square  or  other  jDtiblic  ground  now  or 
hereafter  laid  out. 
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_speciai^ns3e3s-  §  2.  TliG  City  council  sliall  liave  power  to  assess  and  col- 
lect a  special  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  city,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city 
taxes,  or  in  such  manner  as  maybe  prescribed  by  ordinance, 
for  the  payment  of  all  expenses  and  damages  for  the  pur- 
pose of  grading,  paving,  planking  or  re-plauking  such  street, 
side-walk,  pavement  or  other  highway  :  Provided.,  that  the 
city  council  shall  first  assess  to  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  to

The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the 
owners  of  lots  or  grounds  fronti^lg  or  adjoining  any  public 
or  private  alley,  to  keep  the  sai/ie  clean,  and,  if  necessary, 
to  direct  the  same  to  be  paved  or  planked,  and  the  cost 
thereof  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  prescribed  in  section  2d  of  this  chapter. 

CHAPTER    X. 

OK    ASSESSMENTS,    TAXATION,    ETC, 


Aesesjmentfor  Skotion  1.  All  real  estate  and  personal  property  within 
Sent*  ^™^'"'''*^*"  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Sycamore,  DeKalb  county,  Illi- 
nois, shall  be  subject  to  taxation,  and  taxes  may  be  levied 
and  collected  upon  the  same  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
city.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect 
taxes,  annually,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  city,  upon 
all  taxable  real  and  personal  property  within  the  city  limits, 
in  any  sum  they  may  deem  expedient,  but  never  to  exceed 
one  per  cent,  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof,  without  first 
having  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  taxable  citizens  of 
the  city,  and  approved  by  three-lifths  (3-5)  of  the  voters 
therein,  and,  in  such  case,  never  to  exceed  two  per  cent, 
in  any  one  year. 

§  2.  The  assessor  shall  assess  all  the  real  estate  and  per- 
sonal property  in  said  city  so  far  as  practicable ;  he  shall 
ascertain  the  name  of  fill  owners  of  taxable  property,  and 
the  amount  of  all  taxable  real  estate  and  personal  property, 


Duties  of  the 
assessor. 
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and  for  thia  purpo3e  he  shall  call  upon  each  taxable  inhab- 
itant of  said  city. 

§  3.  The  assessor  shall  prepare  an  assessment  roll  with  Assessment roii. 
a  caption,  in  substance,  as  follows:  "An  assessment  roll  of 
all  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  within  the  limits 
of  the  city  of  Sycamore,  DeKalb  county,  Illinois,  made  by 
the  assessor  of  said  city  for  the  year  — ;"  and  shall  set  down 
in  separate  columns,  according  to  the  best  information  in 
his  possession  :  First,  the  names  of  all  owners,  if  known, 
of  all  taxable  real  estate  within  the  limits  of  said  city.  If 
the  owner  is  unknown,  it  shall  be  so  stated.  Second,  the 
description  of  all  real  estate  opposite  the  name  of  the  owner, 
or  w^ord  "unknown,"  when  the  name  of  the  owner  cannot 
be  ascertained.  Third,  the  value  of  the  real  estate  oppo- 
site the  description.  Fourth,  the  amount  of  the  tax  assess- 
ed opposite  the  value.  The  said  assessment  roll  shall  also 
contain  in  parallel  columns  :  First,  the  names  of  the  owners 
of  personal  property  subject  to  taxation,  in  alphabetical  or- 
der. Second,  the  assessed  value  of  the  personal  property 
taxed  to  each  individual.  Third,  the  amount  of  tax  on  each 
individual's  personal  property. 

§  4.  After  the  said  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  thus  Cfertiflcate  of 
completed,  the  said  assessor  shall  attach  thereto  a  certificate  *^^^^^'"'- 
signed  by  him,  in  substance  as  follows :  "  I  do  hereby 
certify  that  the  above  assessment  roll  contains,  accord- 
ing to  my  best  information,  a  true  and  correct  list  of  the  . 
names  of  all  the  owners  of  taxable  property,  real  and 
personal,  within  the  limits  of  said  city  ;  a  description  of  each 
parcel  of  real  estate  set  opposite  the  names  of  the  owners, 
or  set  opposite  the  word  '  unkno^^'n,'  in  cases  where,  after 
diligent  search  and  inquiry,  I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain" 
the  name  of  the  owner ;  the  value  of  said  parcels  of  real 
estate  set  opposite  each  one ;  the  amount  of  tax  on  each  of 
said  parcels  of  real  estate  set  opposite  the  same  ;  the  aggre- 
gate value  of  personal  estate  of  each  owner  set  opposite  his 
name,  and  the  amount  of  tax  on  said  personal  estate  set  op- 
posite his  name."  Said  assessment  roll,  so  certified,  shall, 
on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  July,  then  next,  be 
returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  city  council.

nue  or  highway,  or  any  portion  of  any  street,  alley,  avenue  improvements. 
or  highway,  in  said  city,  to  be  filled,  refilled,  graded,  lev- 
eled, paved,  planked,  graveled,  macadamized  or  repaired, 
and  to  alter  and  change  the  grade  of  the  same,  and  to  cause 
sidewalks  and  cross-walks  to  be  constructed,  reconstructed 
and  repaired  on  said  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  highways ; 
and  to  erect  lamp  posts  and  lamps  thereon,  and  to  assess  and 
collect  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  same,  together  v/ith  the 
expense  of  collection,  from  the  real  property  benelited 
therb}^,  to  the  extent  of  the  benefit  so  conferred  by  such 
improvement,  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the  city  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  or  by  general  assessment;  said 
assessment  and  collection  to  be  made  as  the  city  council 
may,  by  ordinance,  direct:  P/'Ovidecl,  the  owners  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  lots  fronting  or  abutting  on  said  improve- 
ments, shall  petition  for  the  same,  or  said  improvements 
shall  be  ordered  by  a  majority  of  all  members  elected  to  the 
city  council :  A7id,  provided,  cdso,  that  the  owner  or  owners

Open  streets, etc  SECTION  1,  The  citj  council  fihall  have  power  to  open 
aiicl  lay  out  public  grounds  or  squares,  streets,  alleys  and 
highways,  and  tt>  alter,  widen,  contract,  etraighttn  and  dis- 
continue the  same;  but  no  street,  alley  or  higliway,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  discontinued  or  contracted  without 
the  consent,  in  writing,  of  all  persons  owning  land  or  lots 
adjoining  said  street,  alloy  or  highway.  They  shall  cause 
all  streets,  alleys,  highways,  public  grounds  or  squares 
laid  out  by  them,  to  be  surseyed,  described  and  recorded, 
in  a  book  to  bo  kept  by  the  city  clerk,  showing  accurately 
and  particularly  the  proposed  improvements,  ai-.d  the  real 
estate  required  to  be  taken ;  and  the  same,  when  opened 
in  conformity  to  law,  shall  be  public  highways  and  grounds. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  street,  alley  or  higlivray,  public 
ground  or  square,  is  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  altered, 
widened  or  straightened,  by  virtue  hereof,  and  the  amount 
of  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  city  council 
shall  cause  notice,  in  writing,  signed  by  the  city  clerk,  to 
be  given  to  the  owner  of  the  laud  intended  to  be  appropri- 
ated, if  he  be  a  resident  of  the  city;  or  if  such  owner  be  a 
non-resident  of  the  city,  then  he  shall  be  notified  by  publi- 
cation in  the  paper  publislied  in  the  county  of  Douglas,  of 
such  intention  to  apj)ropriate  ;  and  at  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  council,  after  service  of  such  notice,  if  by  copy, 
or  affcr  lirst  publication,  in  case  of  non-resident  owner,  pro- 
vided ten  days  Jiotice  shall  be  given,  as  aforesaid,  the  coun- 
cil shall,  at  its  usual  place  of  meeting,  choose,  by  ballot, 
three  disinterested  freeholders,  residing  in  said  city,  as  com- 
missioners, to  ascertain  the  damages  and  recompense  due 
the  owners  of  said  real  estate,  respectively;  and  at  the 
same  time  to  determine  what  persons  will  be  benefited  by 
such  improvement,  and  iissess  the  damage  and  expenses 
thereof  on  the  real  estate  benefited  tliereby,  in  proportion, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the.  benefits  resulting  fo  each.  A 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  council  authorized  by 
law  to  be  elected,  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice  of  such 
commissioners. 

§  ;i.  The  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  execute  their  duties  to  the  best  of  tbeir  abili- 
ties, before  entering  upon  their  duties.  They  shall  give  at 
least  ten  days'  notice  to  all  persons  interested  oi'  the  time 
and  place  of  their  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  viewing  the

has  been  returned,  and  that  on  the  day  specified  in  such

§  10.  Objections,  if  made  to  such  assessment,  shall  be 
heard  by  the  council,  and  it  may  adjourn  the  consideration 
thereof,  from  day  to  day.  The  council  shall  have  power, 
in  its  discretion,  to  alter,  confirm  or  amend  the  assessment, 
or  refer  the  same  back  to  the  commissioners.  If  annulled,  all 
the  proceedings  shall  be  void;  if  confirmed,  an  order  of 
confirmation  shall  be  entered,  directing  a  warrant  to  issue 
for  the  collecoion  thereof.  If  referred  back  to  the  same  or 
other  commissioners,  they  shall  proceed  to  make  their  as- 
sessment and  refurn  the  same  in  like  manner,  and  give  like 
jiotice,  as  herein  required  in  relation  to  the  first.  And  all 
parties  in  interest  shall  have  the  like  notice  and  rights ;  and 
the  city  council  shall  perform  like  duties  and  have  like  pow- 
ers, in  relation  to  any  subsequent  determination,  as  are 
herein  given  in  relation  to  the  first.

with  wdio:i\  made,  to  1)6  given  to  the  party  entitled  to  the 
fund,  if  known,  and  the  city  shall,  in  all  cases,  bo  held 
responsible  for  the  solvency  of  the  depository  at  the  time  of

§  13.  Any  person  interested  may  appeal  from  any  final  Notice  of  la 
order  ot  the  city  council,  opening,  altering,  widening  or  test, 
straightening  any  street,  alley,  or  other  highway  or  public 
ground,  to  the  circuit  court  ot"  Douglas  county,  by  notice,  in 
writing,  to  the  mayor,  at  any  time  befoi-e  the  expiration  of 
twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  said  final  order.  In  case 
of  an  appeal,  the  city  council  shall,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  notice  thereof  giyen,  make,  return  and  Jile  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  said  circuit  court  a  full  and  complete  tran- 
script of  all  proceedings  and  records  had  before  the  council, 
and  on  file  in  the  city  clerk's  office,  in  reference  to  said 
street,  alley,  or  other  public  ground  or  highway,  which 
transcript  shall  be  certified  by  the  city  clerk  under  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  city,  and  the  court  shall  proceed  as  in 
other  cases,  to  fry  and  determine  said  appeal ;  an  appeal  or 
writ  of  error  may  be  had  and  prosecuted  from  the  judg- 
ment of  the  circuit  court  in  every  such  cape.  Upoii  the 
trial  of  such  appeal  all  questions  involved  in  such  proceed- 
ings, including  the  damages,  and  assessments  for  and  upon 
property  taken  or  benefited,  shall  be,  at  the  instance  of 
either  party,  submitted  to  a  jury,  as  in  any  case  at  law,  and 
the  burden  of  proof,  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  upon  the  city,  to 
show  that  the  proceedings  had  are  in  conformity  to  this  act.

under  this  act,  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  Douglas  - 
county,  the  county  judge  of  said  county  or  any  judge  of  the 
supreme  court  may,  upon  application  of  the  city  coun- 
cil or  such  infant,  or  his  next  friend,  appoint  a  guardian 
for  such  infant,  taking  security  from  such  guardian  for  the 
faithful  execution  of  such  trust;  and  ail  notices  and  sum- 
mons required  by  this  act  shall  be  served  on  such  guar- 
dian.

Section  1.     The  city  council  shall  have  power,  by  ordi-  Formofassess- 
nance,  to  prescribe  the"  form  of  assessment  lists,  and  pre-  °'®°''' 
scribe  the  duties  and  define  the  powers  of  assessors.     They 
may  also  make  such  rules  and  give  such  directions  in  rela- 
tion to  the  revising,  altering  or  adding  to  the  lists,  as  they 
may  deem  proper  or  expedient. 

§  2.     The  annual  assessment  lists  shall  be  returned  by  the    Eetnm  of  as- 
assessor  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  August,  in  each  ^^^^^^t. 
year;  but  the  time  for  such  return  may  be  "extended  by 
order  of  the  city  council.    The  city  council,  upon  the  return 
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of  such  ueseesiiient  lists,  fchall  tix  a  day  lor  hearincr  ohjec- 
tione  thereto ;  aud  the  city  clerk  shall  give  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  Biich  hearing,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  city ;  and  any  person  feeling  aggrieved 
by   the  assessment   of  his  property,    may   appear   at  the 

Supply  oiDis-  time  specified  and  make  his  objections.  The  council 
shall  have  power  to  supply  omissions  in  said  assessment  list, 
for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  same,  to  alter,  add  to,  take 
from,  and  otherwise  correct  and  revise  the  same,  or  to 
refer  it  back  to  the  assessor,  with  instructions  to  revise 
and  correct  the  same.  The  notice  referred  to  in  this  sec- 
tion, may  be  either  by  publication,  as  aforesaid,  or  by  post- 
ing up  written  or  printed  notices  in  three  public  places  in 
the  city. 

coikciin  of  §  3.  When  the  assessment  lists  have  been  corrected 
and  revised,  they  shall  be  tiled  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk,  and  an  order  couliiining  said  lists,  as  revised  and 
corrected,  shall  be  passed  by  the  city  council  and  entered 
by  the  city  clerk.  The  city  council  shall,  thereupon,  by 
ordinance  or  resolution,  levy  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
nniy  be  sufficient  for  the  several  purposes  for  v/hich  taxes 
are  herein  authorized  to  bo  levied,  not  exceeding  the  au- 
thorized percentage.  The  city  council  thail,  thereupon,

AH  taxes  and  assessments,  general  or  special, 
levied  or  assessed  by  the  city  council  under  this  act  or  any 
ordinance  in  ])arouunco  thereof,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real 
estate  upon  which  the  same  may  be  imposed,  voted  or 
assessed,  for  two  years  from  and  afcer  the  corrected  assess- 
meoL  lists  shall  be  confirmed,  or  the  passage  of  the  order 
for  assessment,  and  on  personal  estate  from  and  afcer 
the  delivery  uf  the  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof,  until 
paid,  and  no  sale  or  transfer  shall  aU'ect  the  lien ;  and  per- 
sonal property  belonging  to  the  debtor  may  be  taken  and 
sold  for  the  payment  of  taxes  on  real  or  personal  estate;

Nameaud style,  by  the  name  and  stj.le  of  "The  City  of  Vandalia;"  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  equity;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

BoundMies.  g  2.     All  that  territory  embraced  within  the  following 

limits  shall  constitute  the  city  of  Vandalia,  to-wit:  Begin- 
ning at  a  point  on  the  Kaskaskia  river,  at  the  northeast  cor-

ing bond  to  the  city  of  Vandalia. 

§  3,  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  open,  alter, 
abolish,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave,  plank  or 
ijiacadamize,  or  otherwise  improve  and  keep  in  repair,  the 
streets,  avenues,  and  lanes  and  alleys;  to  make,  establish, 
build  and  construct  sewers,  and  to  carry  out  a  system  of 
sewerage ;  to  erect  lamp  jjoets  and  to  build  public  cisterns  ; 
to  drain  the  city,  and  to  take  private  property  for  any  of  said 
purposes,  tirst  making  provision  for  ascertaining  and  pay- 
ment of  adequate  and  just  compensation  for  all  damages  to 
the  owners  of  such  property,  in  such  manner  as  the  coun- 
dl,  by  ordinance,  may  provide;  and  to  require  tlie  owners 
i>f  any  lot  or  piece  of  ground  to  lay  a  good  and  substantial 
sidev.'alk  along  any  street  or  alley  passing  such  lot  or  ground, 
Property  ben-  in  sucli  manner  as  the  council  may  provide.  The  expenses 
e  ,  axe  .  ^_^^  _^^^^^  improvement  mentioned  in  this  section,  or  any  por- 
tion thereof  (except  sidewalks),  may  be  levied  and  assessed 
upon  the  real  estate  adjoining  or  benefited  thereby,  with 
the  C(.>sts  of  proceedings  therein,  in  proportion,  as  near  as 
may  be,  to  the  benefits  resulting  thereto,  and  may  be  col- 
lected as  in  other  cases.  The  above  assessments  may  be 
made  either  by  a  jury  or  by  commissioners,  appointed  by 
the  city  council,  as  the  council  shall  by  ordinance  provide  ; 
and  such  assessments  may  be  levied  and  collected  before 
such  imjirovement  shall  be  made  according  to  the  estimated

CHAPTER    YII. 

Section  1.     All  the  territory  v/ithin  the  limits  of  the  city  school  district. 
of  Vandalia,  in  said   county  of  Fayette,   according  to  its 
present  or  future  boundaries,  is  hereby  erected  into  a  com- 
mon school  district. 

§  2.     All  school  funds,  from  whatever  source  derived,  sciiooi  fund, 
belonging  to  township  No.  6,  range  'No.  1  east,  of  the  third 
principal  meridian  in  Fayette   county,    Illinois,   held    or 
owned  for  school  purposes,  shallbe  divided  between  the  city 
of  Yandalia  and  the  portion  of  the  said  township  without 
the  same,  in  the  proportion  and  manner   following :      The   commissioners 
school  trustees  for  the  several   districts  of  said   township  appointed, 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  first  election  contemplated 
by  this  act,  appoint  two  commissioners  who  are  freeholders, 
one  a  resident  of  the  said  city,  the  other  of  said  township  with- 
out the  city,  who,  after  being  sworn  well  and  truly  to  discharge 
their  duties,  shall  ascertain  the  whole  number  of  persons  un- 
der the  age  of  twenty-one  years  residing  in  the  whole  of  said 
township,  and  the  whole  number  in  said  city  and  in  the 
township  without  the  city,  and  thereupon  said  trustees  shall 
divide  and  apportion  said  funds  of  said  township  between 
the  city  and  the  township  without  the  city,  according  to  the 
number  of  persons  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  resi- 
ding in  said  township.      Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  vacancies. 
supply  any  vacancy  occurring  among  said  commissioners. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees,  or  other  person  or  persons  hav-  Board  of  edu- 
ing  custody  and  control  of  said  funds,  shall  pay  over  and  J^^^^"'^  to  receive 
deliver  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  education  of  Van- 
dalia school  district,  the  portion  of  funds  to  which  said 
school  district  may  be  entitled.  The  public  schools  of  said 
school  district  shall  be  under  the  exclusive  management 
and  control  of  a  board  of  education,  to  consist  of  a  city 
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eiiporiiilcjident  of  schools,  -who  shall  be  the  president  of  the 
boaid,  and  one  from  each  ward  of  the  citj,  to  be  known  as 
"The  Board  of  Education  of  Vandalia  School  District," 
eacli  of  whom,  with  the  treasurer  and  clerk  of  eaid  board, 
shall  be  sworn  to  discharge  their  duty  with  fidelity. 

School  lauds  §  4.  Said  board  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  over 
and  fond.  []^q  gchool  lands,  funds,  and  other  means  of  said  district  for 
school  purposes,  and  shall  have  power  to  do  all  acts  and 
things  in  relation  thereto  to  promote  the  end  iierein  de- 
signed ;  may  sell  or  lease  said  lands,  or  other  land  or  pro- 
perty' which  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  donated, 
purchased  or  designed  for  school  purposes  in  said  district, 
on  such  terms,  for  cash  or  credit,  and  such  time  as  they  may 
deem  proper ;  they  shall  have  full  power  to  receive  convey- 
ances or  donations,  and  to  make  the  necessary  deeds  or 
leases  of  lands ;  and  all  conveyances  by  the  board  shall  be 
signed,  and  acknowledged  before  some  competent  officer,  by 
the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board.  Provided,  hoio- 
ever,  that  no  sale  or  lease  of  land  for  more  than  one  year 
shall  be  made  without  the  concurrence  of  said  board  of  edu- 
cation. A  majority  of  the  board  of  education,  with  or 
without  the  president,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business;  and  in  absence  of  the  president, 
they  may  appoint  one  of  their  own  body  president ^ro  teni- 
j)0','e.  The  president  shall  only  vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  when 
he  shall  have  a  casting  vote.

of  teachers,  and  other  school  purjioses  and  expeusos,  by 
school  taxes,  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ;  to  determine  the  number,  make  the  appointment 
and  fix  the  amount  of  compensaticm  of  teachers  within  said 
<listricr,  and  to  appoint  all  agents  and  servants,  and  fix 
their  pay:  Provided,  that  the  eaid  board  of  education  shall 
in  no  case  receive  any  compensation,  except  such  as  may  be 
determined  and  fixed  by  the  city  council ;  to  prescribe  the 
studies  to  be  taught,  and  books  to  be  used,  including  maps, 
charts,  globes,  etc.;  to  lay  off  and  divide  said  district  into 
smaller  districts,  and  to  alter  the  same,  or  erect  new  ones

Be  it  enacted  hj  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois^   re-presented,  in  the  General  Assembly,   That  tlie  Body  corporate 
inhabitants  of  Yates  City,  in  the  county  of  Knox  and  state  "impolitic, 
of  Illinois,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "Yates  City,"  and  Name auci style. 
by  that   name  shall  have  perpetual   succession,  and  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and 
alter  at  pleasure. 

§  2.     The  boundaries  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  i^oundaries. 
shall  be  as  follows,  to-wit :  Beginning  at  the  northwest  cor-

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  People  of  the  State  <yf 
Illinois,   represented  in  the  General  Assembly,   That  the  corporate  pow- 
inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Danville,  in   the  county  of  Yer-  ^^^' 
milion,  and  state  of  Illinois,  be  and  they  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of

petual  succession ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  their  pleasure.

that  he  will  devote  so  much  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  his 
office  as  an  efficient  and  faithful  discharge  thereof  may  re- 
quire, lie  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  city  coun-  Duty  of  mayor. 
cil,  and  sh.all  take  care  that  the  laws  of  this  state  and  the 
ordinances  of  this  city  are  duly  enforced,  respected  and  ob- 
served within  this  city  and  that  all  the  officers  of  the  city 
discharge  their  respective  duties.  He  shall  cause  negli- 
gence and  positive  violations  of  duty  to  be  prosecuted  and 
punished.

He  shall  attend 
all  the  meetings  of  the  city  council,  and  keep  a  full  record  of 
their  proceedings  upon  the  journal;  and  copies  of  all  the 
papers,  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  of  the  pro- 
cc'cdings  uf  the  city  council,  duly  certified  i:>y  him,  under 
the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts,  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  originals  were  produced.

It  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the  city  attorney  to  per- 
form all  professional  services  incident  to  his  office,  and, 
when  required,  to  fundsh  written  opinions  upon  questions 
and  subjects  submitted  to  him  by  the  city  council  or  mayor, 
or  any  of  its  committees :  Provided,  however,  the  ofdces 
of  city  attorney  and  city  clerk  may  bo  vested  in  tho  same 
person. 

Treasurer.  ^  §  12.  The  city  tieasurcr  shall  receive  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
receipts  aiid  expenditures,  in  such  manner  as  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  direct.  All  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treas- 
ury, in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  city  council,  by  a 
treasury  warrant,  signed  by  the  mayor  or  presiding  officer  of 
the  city  council,  and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk.  Such 
warrant  shall  specify  for  what  purpose  the  amount  named 
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therein  shall  be  paid.  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the 
citj  council,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  annual  election 
in  each  year,  and  [oftener]  if  required,  a  full  and  detailed 
account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  report,  and  also  the  state  of  the  treasury ; 
which  account  shall  be  filed  in  the  otlice  of  the  city  clerk. 

§  13.  The  city  marshal  shall  perform  such  duties  as  city  marshal, 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  city  council  for  the  preservation 
of  the  public  peace,  the  collection  of  license  money,  fines 
or  otherwise.  He  shall  possess  the  power  and  authority  of 
a  constable  at  common  law  and  under  the  statutes  of  this 
state,  and  shall  receive  like  fees,  but  shall  not  serve  process 
without  first  entering  into  bonds  as  such  constable,  to  be 
approved  by  the  county  court,  as  in  other  cases.  He  shall 
execute  and  return  all  process  issued  by  any  proper  officer 
under  this  act,  or  any  ordinance  in  pursuance  thereof. 

§  14.  The  city  surveyor  and  engineer,  to  be  appointed  Engineer  and 
by  the  city  council,  shall  have  the  sole  power,  under  the  *^'^^^y°'^- 
direction  and  control  of  the  city  council,  to  survey  within 
the  city  limits ;  and  he  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules 
and  ordinances,  and  shall  receive  such  fees  and  emoluments 
for  his  services,  as  the  city  council  shall  direct  and  pre- 
scribe. He  shall  possess  the  same  power,  in  making  plats  Duties  of. 
and  surveys  in  the  city,  as  is  given  by  the  law  to  the  county 
surveyor.  He  shall,  when  required,  superintend  the  con- 
struction of  all  public  works  ordered  by  the  city,  make  out 
the  plans  and  estimates  thereof,  and  contract  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  same.  He  shall  pertorm  all  surveying  and 
engineering  ordered  by  the  city  council,  and  shall,  under 
their  direction,  establish  the  grades  and  boundaries  of  the 
streets  and  alleys ;  but  such  plans,  estimates,  grades  and 
boundaries  shall  be  first  reported  to  the  ciry  council,  and 
approved  by  them,  or  they  shall  not  be  valid. 

§  15.  The  aseessor  and  collector  shall  perform  aii  tl^e  Assessor  and 
duties  in  relation  to  the  assessing  of  property  for  the  pur-  collector, 
pose  of  levying  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  city  council.  In 
the  performance  of  his  duties,  he  shall  have  the  same 
powers  as  are  or  may  be  given  by  law  to  town  or  county 
assessors,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities.  On  com- 
pleting the  assessment  lists,  and  having  revised  and  cor- 
rected the  same,  he  shall  sign  and  return  them  to  the  city 
council.  He  shall  collect  all  taxes  and  assessments  which 
may  be  levied  by  the  city  council,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  herein  prescribed,  or  ordained  by  the  city 
council. 

§  16.  The  supervisor  to  be  appointed  by  the  city  conn-  supervisor. 
cil  shall  oversee  all  local  improvements  in  the  city  within 
their  respective  wards,  and  carry  into  eftect  the  orders  of 
the  city  council  in  relation  thereto.  They  shall  oversee 
the  opening  of  streets  and.  alleys,  the  grading,  improving 
and  repairing  thereof,   the  construction  and  repairing  of 
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bridires,  culverts  and  sidewalks,  pursuant  to  <uid  under  the 
direction  of  the  city  engineer,  or  under  such  other  person 
as  the  city  council  should  appoint  to  direct  and  cupcrinterid 
the  same;  to  remove  obstructions,  filth  or  rubbish  from  the 
streets,  alleys,  ditches,  drains  and  sidewalks ;  to  notify 
all  persons  who  may  place  or  leave  rubbish,  garbage  or 
obstructions  in  or  on  any  street  or  alley,  ditch,  drain  or 
sidewalk,  to  reiDove  tho  same  ;  to  sue  and  recover  all  fines 
and  penalties  imposed  for  such  ofienses;  to  notify  tlie  city 
council,  from  time  to  time,  uf  such  improvements  and 
repairs  as  they  deem  expedient  in  their  several  wards;  to 
keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  work  done  under 
their  care,  and  all  moneys  collected  or  used  by  them,  in 
books  prepared  for  them — rendering  quarterly  accounts, 
under  oath,  to  the  city  council.  Before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  oftice,  they  shall  give  bond,  in  such  sura  as 
the  city  council  shall  fix,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

§  17.  The  police  magistrate,  under  the  charter  of  the 
city  of  Danville,  shall  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  now 
requii'ed  by  the  law  creating  the  ofiice  of  police  magistrate, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  better  government  of  towns  and 
cities,  and  to  amend  the  charter  thereof,"  approved  27th 
of  February,  1854;  and,  in  addition  thereto,  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  hear,  try  and  punish,  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  ordinances  of  the  city, 
all  persons  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
same :  Provided,  that  the  present  incuuibent  shall  hold 
over  until  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  shall  expire, 
and  that  his  successor  be  elected  at  the  annual  city  election 
of  the  year  in  which  his  term  expires,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter. 
Reqniremcnts  §  18.  The  City  council  chall  have  power,  from  time  to 
time,  to  re(]uire  further  and  other  duties  from  all  the  oflicers 
whose  duties  are  herein  specified  and  prescribed,  the  pow- 
ers and  duties  of  all  ofiiccrs,  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  this  act,  whose  duties  are  not  herein  specially 
mentioned,  and  fix  their  compensation.  They  may  also 
require  all  oflicers,  severally,  before  tliey  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  to  execute  a  bond  to  the 
city  of  Danville,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  securities  as 
they  shall  approve,  conditioned  that  they  shall  faithfully 
execute  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  account 
for  and  pay  over  and  deliver  all  moneys  and  other  property 
received  by  them ;  which  bond,  with  the  approval  of  the 
city  council  certified  thereon  by  the  clerk,  sluill  be  filed  in

arrcnder  of  §  Vd.  If  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  of  said  city, 
uccTssor?**^'  shall  ll<-»^  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request, 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books,  property,  papers 
and  efiects,  of  every  description,  in  his  possession,  belong- 
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ing  to  said  city,  or  appertaining  to  said  office,  lie  shall  for- 
feit and  pay,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  fifty  dollars,  besides 
all  damages  caused  by  his  refusal  or  neglect  so  to  deliver; 
and  such  successor  may  recover  possession  of  the  books, 
papers  and  effects  belonging  to  his  office,  in  the  inanner 
now  provided  by  law. 

§  20.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act  commission  of 
shall  bo  commissioned  by  warrant,  under  the  corporate  seal  ° 
of  this  city,  signed  by  the  mayor  or  presiding  ofiicer  of  the 
city  council  and  clerk,  and  they  shall  severally  receive  such 
compensation  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  ordinances  of  said 
city;  and  those  of  them  not  heretofore  exempted  are  by  this 
section  exempted  from  serving  upon  juries  and  road  or 
street  labor. 

CHAPTER    V . 

POWER    OF    THE    CITY    COUNCIL    AND    DUTIES. 

Section  1.     The  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  constitute  city  council, 
the  city  council.     The  council  shall  meet  at  such  lime  and 
place  as  they  shall  by  resolution  direct.     The  mayor,  when  Dutyof  mayor, 
present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  city  council,    preside      at 
and  shall  have  only  the  casting  vote.     In  his  absence,  any  givt^he^casto^ 
one  of  the  aldermen  may  be  appointed  to  preside.     A  ma-  vote. 
jority  of  the  persons  elected  aldermen  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

§  2.  The  members  of  the  city  council  shall  receive  such  compensation. 
compensation  for  their  services  as  the  city  council  shall 
direct:  Provided^  that  no  member  of  the  city  council  shall 
receive  more  than  two  dollars  for  each  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  city  council,  and  not  more  than  one  dollar 
for  every  called  or  special  meeting  of  the  same;  and  if  any 
member  shall  be  absent  from  any  meeting  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, he  shall  not  receive  pay  for  that  meeting.  No  mem- ^  Not  to  be  in- 
ber  of  the  city  council  shall  be  appointed  to  or  be  competent ' ""'' 
to  hold  any  office  of  which  the  emoluments  are  paid  from 
the  city  treasury  or  paid  by  fees  directed  to  be  paid  by  any 
act  or  ordinance  of  the  city  council,  or  to  be  directly  or 
indirectly  interested -in  any  contract,  the  expense  and  con- 
sideration whereof  is  to  be  paid  under  any  ordinance  of  the 
city  council,  or  be  allowed  to  vote  in  any  matter  in  which 
he  is  directly  interested,  personally  or  pecuniarily. 

§  3.  The  city  council  shall  hold  twelve  stated  meetings,  ^Meetingof  the 
one  in  each  month,  during  the  year;  and  the  mayor  or  any  '^°™'^'' 
two  aldermen  may  call  special  meetings  by  notice  to  each 
of  the  members  of  the  city  council,  served  personally  or  left 
at  their  usual  place  of  abode  ;  that  said  council  of  the  city 
of  Danville  shall  not,  at  any  time,  issue  city  bonds  for 
a  greater  amount  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  except  to  the 
Danville  Gas-light  Company,  without  submitting  the  ques- 
tion of  issuing  such  bonds  to  a  vote  of  the  legal  voters  of 
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said  city ;  which  vote  or  election  shall  be  held  as  elec- 
tions are  now  held  under  this  charter  for  the  election  ot 
such  officers  of  the  corporation  as  by  this  act  are  required 
t(>  be  elected  by  a  vote  of  the  people.  If  there  is  a  ma- 
jority in  favor  of  issuing  bonds,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  corporation,  acting  through  the  proper  officers,  to  issue 
said  bonds.  Petition  and  remonstrance  may  be  presented 
to  the  city  council;  and  they  may  determine  the  rules  of 
their  own  proceedings,  and  be  the  judges  of  the  qualification 
and  election  of  their  own  members  ;  and  sha^l  have  ])Ower 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

§•4.  The  city  council  shall  have  the  control  of  the 
finances  and  of  all  the  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed, 
belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  likewise  have  pow- 
er, within  the  city,  by  ordinance — 

I^irsi. — To  borrow  money,  on  the  credit  of  the  city,  and 
issue  the  bonds  of  the  city  therefor,  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  ;  but  no  sum  of  money  shall  be  borrowed 
at  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent. 
Ko  bonds  shall  be  negotiated  at  more  than  two  per  cent, 
below  par,  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  not  exceed  ten  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  the  appropriations  of  the  city  council 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  for  city  improvements  and 
city  expenses,  during  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  one  per 
cent,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  personal  estate 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city ;  but  the  council  may 
apply  any  surplus  money  in  the  treasury  to  the  extinguish- 
ment of  the  city  debt,  or  to  the  creation  of  a  sinking  fiiini  for 
that  purpose,  or  to  the  carrying  on  of  the  public  works  o\' 
the  city,  or  to  the  contingent  fund  for  the  contingent  fund 
of  the  city. 

^Second. — To  appropriate  money  and  provide  for  the  pay- 
;nent  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  city. 

7/iircf. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction 
"f  contagious  diseases  into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine 
laws  for  that  purpose,  and  enforce  them  within  the  city, 
and  witinn  five  miles  thereof. 

Fourth. — To  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general 
health  of  the  inhabitants ;  to  prevent,  abate  and  remove  nui- 
sances, and  punish  the  authors  thereof  by  penalties,  fines 
and  imprisonment;  to  define  and  declare  what  shall  be 
deemed  nuisances,  and  authorize  and  direct  tlie  summary 
abatement  thereof. 

Fifth. — To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  make,  regu- 
late and  establish  public  wells,  pumps  and  cisterns,  hydrants 
and  reservoirs,  in  the  streets,  within  the  city  or  beyond  the 
limits  thereof,  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  con- 
venience of  the  inhabitants,  and  to  prevent  th.e  unnecessary 
waste  of  water, 
streets-,  alleys,  Sixth. — To  have  the  exclusive  power  and  control  over  the 
streets,  alleys  and   highways  of  the  city,  and  to  abate  or 
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remove  any  cucroachmeats  or  obstructions  thereon  ;  to 
open,  alter,  abolish,  widen,  extend,  straighten,  establish, 
regulate,  grade,  clean,  or  otherwise  improve  the  same  ;  to 
put  drains  or  sewers  therein,  and  prevent  the  incumber- 
ing thereof  in  any  manner,  and  protect  the  same  from  any 
encroachment  or  injury. 

Seventh. — To  establish,  erect,  construct,  regulate  and  keep  Repair Lridges. 
in  repair  bridges,  culverts,  sewers,  sidewalks  and  crossings, 
and  regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  the  same,  and  abate 
any  obstructions  or  encroachments  thereof ;  to  establish, 
alter,  change  and  straighten  the  channels  of  water  courses 
and  natural  drains;  to  sewer  the  same,  or  wall  them  up 
and  cover  them  over,  and  to  prevent,  regulate  and  control 
the  filling  up,  altering  or  changing  the  channels  thereof 
by  private  persons :  Provided,  nothing  in  this  charter  shall 
render  it  imperative  upon  the  city  of  Danville  to  build  a 
bridge  or  bridges,  or  pa}^  or  contribute  to  the  payment  for 
the  building  or  repairing  any  bridge  or  bridges  across  the 
north  fork,  on  the  Big  Vermilion  river. 

Eighth. — To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets  and  erect- LigUingsuests 
ing  lamp  posts  and  lamps  therein,  and  regulate  the  light- 
ing thereof,  and,  from  time  to  time,  create,  alter  and  extend 
lamp  districts;  to  regulate  and  direct  the  laying  and  repair- 
ing the  gas  pipes  and  gas  fixtures  in  the  streets,  alleys  and 
sidewalks. 

ninth. — To  establish  and  erect  markets  and  market  houses    Markets   and 
and  other  public  buildings  of  the  city,  and  provide  for  the  '"'^'^'^^'^'^°"-^^- 
government  and  regulation  thereof,  and  their  erection  and 
location,  and  authorize  their  erection  in  the  streets  and  ave- 
nues of  the  city,  and  the  continuation  of  such  as  are  already 
within  the  same. 

T'enzlA.— To  provide  for  the  inclosing,  regulating  and  im-  ^^^^^^°  ""fgj^'^g^ 
proving  of  all  public  grounds  and  cemeteries  belonging  to  ^^     ^^ 
and  used  by  the  city,  either  within  or  without  the  same,  and 
to  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  of  crna- 
inental  and  shade  trees  in  the  streets  or  public  grounds. 

Eleventh. — To  erect  or  establish  one  or  more  nospitals  or  Hospital?,  etc. 
dispensaries,  and  control  and  regulate  the  same. 

Twelfth. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets,  incninberinsr 
alleys,  sidewalks  or"  public  grounds  with  carriages,  wagons, 
carts,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts, 
awnings,  signs,  or  any  other  substance  or  material  whatever. 
To  compel  all  persons  to  keep  the  snow,  ice,  dirt  and  other 
rubbish  from  the  streets  and  sidewalks  and  gutters,  in  front 
of  the  premises  occupied  by  them. 

Thirteenth. — To  license,  tax    and  regulate:  merchants,      Merciiant?, 
commission  merchants,  inn  keepers,  brokers,  money  brokers,  f®^^'^^*' ^'°- 
insurance  brokers,  and  auctioneers ;  to   impose   duties  on 
the  sale  of  goods  at  auction  ;  to  license,  tax,  regulate  and 
prohibit  and    suppress  hawkers,   peddlers,  pawn-brokers, 
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o;rocery  keepers,  and  keepers  of  ordinaries,  theatrical   or 
other  exhibitions,  shows  and  amusements. 

Fourteenth. — To  Hcense,  tax,  regulate  and  suppress 
hackmen,  draymen,  omnibus  drivers,  porters  and  all  others 
pursuing  like  occupations,  with  or  without  vehicles,  and 
prescribe  their  compensation  ;  to  regulate  and  restrain  run- 
ners for  stages,  cars  and  public  houses. 

Fifteenth. — To  license,  tax,  regulate,  prohibit  and  sup- 
press billiard  tables,  bagatelle  or  Jenny  Lind  tables,  or  similar 
tables,  pin  alleys  and  ball  alleys,  disorderly  houses,  bawdy 
liouses,  tippling  shops,  groceries,  lotteries,  gift  enterprises, 
and  all  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all  playing  of 
cards,  dice  or  games  of  chance  of  any  kind,  with  or  without 
betting,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  all  intruments  and 
devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming.  And  this  division 
(the  fifteenth)  shall  exter.d  one  mile  beyond  the  city  limits. 

Sixteenth. — To  authorize  llie  proper  officer  of  the  city  to 
grant  and  issue  licenses,  and  to  direct  the  manner  of  issu- 
ing and  registering  thereof,  and  the  fees  and  charges  to  be 
l)aid  therefor.  No  license  shall  be  granted  for  more  than 
one  year,  and  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
charged  for  one  license  under  this  act;  and  the  fees  for 
issuing  the  same  shall  not  exceed  live  dollars ;  but  no  license 
for  the  sale  of  wines  or  other  ardent  or  vinou?,  fermented 
or  malt  liquors,  at  wholesale  or  retail,  by  grocery  keepers, 
inn-keepers  or  others,  shall  be  issued  for  less  than  et  the  rate 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  year,  except  ale  and  beer,  which 
shall  not  be  less  tlian  fifty  dollars  ;  and  all  licenses  for  the 
sale  of  liquors  of  any  kind  shall  expire  on  the  last  day  of 
June,  in  each  year. 

Seventeenth. — To  regulate  and  prohibit  the  selling  or  giv- 
ing aAvay  of  any  intoxicating,  malt  or  mixed  liquors  by  any 
person  within  one  mile  of  the  city  limits,  except  by  persons 
duly  licensed;  and  to  provide  for  the  searching,  seizing  and 
destruction  of  all  such  intoxicating,  fermented,  malt  or 
mixed  Hquore  within  such  distance;  and  to  forbid  and  pun- 
ish the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  such  liquors  to  any 
minor,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the  consent  of  the  pa- 
rent, guardian,  master  or  mistress. 

Eighteenth. — To  prevent,  restrain  and  punish  forestalling 
and  regrating ;  to  regulate  the  inspection  and  vending  of 
fresli  meats,  poultry  and  vegetables,  butter,  lard  and  other 
provisions,  and  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  lish  and 
the  inspection  of  the  same. 

Nineteenth. — To  regulate,  license  and  prohibit  butchers, 
and  revoke  their  license  for  malconduct  in  the  course  of 
trade. 

I  Iwentieth. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures, 
and  regulate  the  weights  and  measures  to  be  used  within 
the  city  in  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  by  law  ;  to 
require  all  traders  and  dealers  in  merchandise,  or  property 
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of  any  description,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to 
cause  their  measures  and  weights  to  be  tested  and  sealed 
by  the  city  clerk,  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspection.  The 
standard  of  such  weights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable 
to  those  established  by  law  or  ordinance. 

Tioenty -first. — To  regulate  and  provide  for  the  inspect-    inspection  and

one  or  more  inspectors  or  measurers. 

Twenty -second. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  weigh-  ^ay  and  luei. 
ing  of  hay,  lime,  stonecoal,  corn  and  other  articles  sold  by 
weight,  and  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  the  same ;  to 
regulate  the  measurement  of  firewood,  charcoal  and  other 
fuel,  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the  city,  and  the  place  and 
manner  of  selling  the  same. 

Twenty-third. — To  regulate  the  inspecting  of  beef,  pork,  Pork,  beef  and 
flour,  meal  and  oiher  provisions,  salt,  whisky  and  other  ^°'^"^"" 
liquors,  to  be  sold  in  barrels,  hogsheads  and  other  vessels 
or  packages  ;  to  appoint  weighers,  gaugers  and  inspectors, 
and  prescribe  their  duties  and  regulate  their  fees  :  Frovi- 
ded^  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  require 
the  ^inspection  of  any  article  enumerated  herein  which  is 
to  be  shipped  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state,  except  at  the 
request  of  the  owner  thereof  or  his  agent. 

Twenty-fourth. — To  regulate  the  quality  and  weight  of  the  Bread. 
bread  to  be  sold  within  the  city,  or  used  within  the  same. 

Twenty-fifth. — To  regulate  the  size  and  quality  of  brick  ^ncks. 
to  be  sold   or  used  within  the  city,  and   the  inspection 
thereof 

Twenty-sixth. — To  create,  establish  and  regulate  the  po-  Police,  etc. 
lice  of  the  city ;  to  appoint  watchmen  and  policemen,  and 
prescribe  their  duties  and  powers. 

Twenty -seventh. — To  prevent  and  suppress  any  riot,  rout,  ^''^ts,  etc 
affray,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assembly,  in  any  pub- 
lic or  private  place  within  the  city. 

Twenty-eighth. — To  prohibit,  prevent  and  suppress  horse  '^^^'^  driving. 
racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets,  and  to 
authorize  persons  immoderately  riding  or  driving,  as  afore- 
said, to  be  stopped  by  any  person;  to  prohibit  and  punish 
the  abuse  of  animals ;  to  compel  persons  to  fasten  their 
horses  or  other  animals  attached  to  any  vehicle  or  other- 
wise, while  standing  or  remaining  in  the  streets. 

Twenty-ninth. — To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendi-  fT^°''<f""'*f^^'''°^' 
cants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Thirtieth, — To  regulate,  j'estrain  or  prohibit  the  running  Running  at 
at  large  of  horses,  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  goats  and  geese,  and  ^^^''S'^*'^'''"'™^'* 
to  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same, 
for  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  and  the  penalty  incurred, 
and  to  impose  penalties  upon  the  owners  thereof,  for  a  vio- 
lation of  any  ordinance  in  relation  thereto ;  to  regulate,  re-

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Strain  and  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  doge,  and  to  ail- 
tliorize  their  destruction  when  at  large  contrary  to  ordi- 
nance, and  to  impose  penalties  on  the  owners  and  keepers 
iheret)f. 

Thirty -first. — To  prohibit  and  restrain  the  rolling  of 
h<:oi»s,  %ing  of  kites,  discharge  of  fire  arms,  or  any  other 
aniusenients  or  practices  tending  to  annoy  persons  passing 
on  tlic  streets  or  sidewalks,  or  to  frighten  horses  or  teams; 
to  restrain  and  prohibit  the  ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of 
horns  or  bugles,  crying  of  goods,  or  any  other  noises,  per- 
formances or  practices  tending  to  the  collection  of  persons 
u  1)011  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  b}^  auctioneers  and  others,  for 
the  iHirpose  of  business,  amusements,  or  otherwise. 

Thirty -second. — To  abate  all  nuisances,  which  may  affect 
the  public  health  or  comfort,  in  any  manner  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

Thirty-third. — To  da  all  acts  and  make  all  resolutions 
[regulaiious]  which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the 
promotion  of  health  and  the  suppression  of  disease. 

Thirty-fourth. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
grocery,  cellar,  soap  or  tallow  chandlery,  or  blacksmith 
shops,  tannery,  stable,  privy,  or  other  unwholesome  or 
nauseous  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the 
same,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  or  con- 
venience of  its  inhabitants. 

Thirty-fifth. — To  direct  the  location  and  regulate  the 
management  and  construction  of  breweries,  tanneries, 
blacksmith  shops,  founderies,  livery  stables  and  packing 
houses ;  to  direct  the  location  and  regulate  the  management 
and  construction  of,  and  restrain,  abate  and  prohibit  within 
the  city  and  to  the  distance  of  one  mile  from  the  limits 
thereof,  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments,  [establish- 
ments] fur  steaming  or  rendering  lard,  tallow,  ollai  and  such 
other  substances  as  may  be  rendered,  and  all  other  establish- 
ments or  places  where  any  nauseous,  offensive  or  unwhole- 
some business  may  be  carried  on. 

Thirty-sixth. — To  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead  ;  to  es- 
tablish and  regulate  one  or  more  cemeteries  ;  to  regulate  the 
registration  of  births  and  deaths ;  to  direct  the  returning 
and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality,  and  to  impose  penalties 
on  physicians  and  sextons,  or  others,  for  any  default  in  the 
])remisc3. 

Thirty  seventh. — To  provide  for  the  taking  of  an  enume- 
ration of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Thirty-eighth. — To  erect  and  establish  a  work  house,  or 
house  of  correction,  make  all  necessary  regulations  therefor, 
and  appoint  all  necessary  keepers  and  assistants.  In  such 
work  hviuse,  or  house  of  correction,  may  be  confined  all 
strangers,  vagrants,  idle  and  disorderly  persons,  who  may 
be  committed  thereto  by  any  proper  officer,  and  all  persons 
senfcnccd  by  any  criminal  court,  or  magistrate,  in  and  for 
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the  city  or  for  the  county  of  Yermilion.  for  any  assault  or 
battery,  petit  larceny  or  other  misdemeanor,  punishable  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  fine,  penalty  or  costs,  imposed 
by  any  ordinance  of  the  city  for  any  misdemeanor  [or] 
breach  of  any  ordinance  of  the  city,  may,  instead  of  being 
committed  to^the  county  jail  of  Yermilion  county,  be -kept 
therein  and  be  subject  to  hard  labor  and  confinement. 

Thirty -ninth. — To  authorize  the  taking  up  and  provide    Destitute  chu 
for  the  safe  keeping  and  education,  and  for  such  period  of  ^^^^' 
time  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  of  all  children  who  are 
destitute  of  proper  parental   care,  wandering  about   the 
streets,  committing  mischief  and  growing  up  in  mendicancy, 
ignorance,  idleness  and  vice. 

Fortieth. — To  fill  up,  drain,  cleanse,  alter,  relay,  repair    Drains,  sints, 
and  regulate  any  grounds,  lots,  yards,  cellars,  private  drains, 
sinks  and  privies,  direct  and  regulate  their  construction, 
and  cause  the  expenses  thereof  to  be  assessed  and  collected 
in  the  same  manner  as  sidewalk  assessments. 

Forty -first. — To  direct  and  control  the  laying  and  con-  Railroad  tracks 
struction  of  railroad  tracks,  bridges,  turnouts  and  switches,  ^^^i bridges,  etc. 
in  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  the  location  of  depot  grounds 
within  the  city ;  to  require  that  railroad  tracks,  turnouts, 
bridges  and  switches  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  the 
ordinary  travel  and  use  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city, 
and  that  a  sufficient  space  shall  be  left  on  either  side  of  the 
tracks  for  the  safe  and  convenient  passage  of  teams  and 
persons ;  to  require  the  railroad  companies  to  keep  in  re- 
pair the  streets  through  which  their  track  may  run,  and  to 
construct  and  keep  in  repair  suitable  cro  sings  at  the  inter- 
sections of  streets,  and  alleys,  and  ditches,  and  sewers,  and 
culver  l8,  when  the  city  council  may  deem  necessary;  to  di- 
rect and  regulate  the  making  up  of  trains,  and  prevent 
railroad  companies,  through  their  servants  or  otherwise, 
from  obstructing  streets,  sidewalks  or  crossings,  with  cars  or 
engines,  and  to  prohibit  the  use,  and  regulate  the  speed  of 
locomotive  engines  within  the  inhabited  parts  of  the  city ; 
to  prohibit  and  restrain  railroad  companies  from  doing 
storage  or  warehouse  business,  or  collecting  pay  for  storage. 

Forty -second. — The   city   council   shall   have  power    to  Further  powers 
pass,  publish,  amend  and  repeal  aU  ordinances,  rules  and  po-  °*'^^*^  counciJ. 
lice  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United   States  or  of  this  state,  for  the  good  government, 
peace  and  order  of  the  city  and  the  trade  and  commerce 
thereof,  that  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into 
eft'ect  the  powers  vested   by  this  act  in    the  corporation, 
the  city  government  or  any  department  or  officer  thereof ; 
to  enforce  the  observance  of  all  such  ordinances,  rules  or  Enforcement  of 
police  regulations,  and  to  punish  violations  thereof  by  tines,  °'^<^'°''^<''^^- 
penalties  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  city  prison  or 
work  house,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  or 
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Fines  and im-  court  before  wlioiu  coiivictioD  may  bo  had;  but  no  fine  or 
prsonment.  penalty  shall  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  nor  the  impris- 
onment six  months  for  any  offense,  and  such  fine  or  penal- 
ty may  be  recovered,  with  costs,  in  an  action  for  debt  in  the 
name  and  for  the  use  of  the  city,  before  any  court  having 
jurisdiction,  and  punishment  inflicted,  and  any  person  upon 
whom  any  tine  is  imposed,  shall  stand  committed  until  the 
payment  of  the  same  and  costs ;  and  in  default  thereof  may 
be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail,  city  prison  or  work  house, 
or  be  required  to  labor  on  the  streets,  or  other  public  works 
or  private  works,  within  one  mile  of  the  city  limits,  for  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  ma}^  be  provided  for  by  ordi- 
nance. 

ARTICLE     VI. 

TA.XATION. 

Section  1.     The  city  council  shall  have  power,  within 
the  city,  by  ordinance —

real  and  personal  estate  and  property  within  the  city,  and 
all  personal  ]H-operty  ot  the  inhabitants  thereof,  made  taxa- 
ble by  the  laws  of  the  state  for  state  purposes,  to  defray 
the  general  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  city,  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for ;  which  taxes  shall  constitute  the 
general  fund. 

Annual  tax  to      Third. — To  annually  levy  and  collect  taxes,  not  exceed- 
>e  evied.  -^^  ^j^,^  \m\\%  to  the  dollar,  per  annum,  on  all  property 

taxable  for  state  purposes,  and  to  issue  bonds  as  heretofore 
provided. 
indebtedQces.  I'ouith. — To  levy  and  collect  taxes,  not  exceeding  five 
mills  to  the  dollar,  per  annum,  on  all  property  subject  to 
taxation,  to  meet  the  interest  accruing  on  the  debt  of  the 
city  ;  and  the  city  council  shall  pass  no  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion incurring  or  creating  a  del)t,  without  at  the  same  time 
making  provisions  for  the  levying  a  tax  sufiicient  to  pay  the 
interest  accruing  thereon,  when  payable. 
Public huiiJinss  7'V/<^/<.—To  annually  levy  and'  collect  taxes  on  all  pro- 
perty subject  to  taxation,  wlien  required,  for  the  erection  of 
a  city  hall,  markets,  city  prisons  or  work-house  or  hospitals, 
the  purchase  of  markets,  "grounds,  public  squares,  parks,  or 
any  other  improvements  :  Provided,  the  estimated  cost  of 
a  city  hall,  hospital,  market  house  or  work-house,  may  be 
apportioned  by  the  city  council  and  collected  by  a  series  of 
annual  assessments ;  but  the  cost  of  the  market  grounds, 
markets,  public  squares  or  other  improvements,  may  bo 
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levied  and  collected  upon  all  the  real  estate  and  other  pro- 
perty in  the  natural  division  of  the  city  in  which  they  are 
located.  No  local  improvement,  under  this  section,  shall 
be  ordered  in  any  division  or  ward,  unless  the  alderman 
from  such  ward  shall  vote  for  the  same  ;  but  no  tax  or  taxes 
shall  be  levied  in  any  one  year,  under  this  section,  which 
shall  exceed  five  mills  to  the  dollar  on  the  property  assessed, 
for  any  or  all  the  purposes  herein  specified.  The  revenues 
arising  from  such  market  or  other  improvements  shall  be 
applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  costs  thereof,  and  taxes 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 

Sixth. — To  lev}^  and  collect,  upon  all  property,  in  such  Lightm-  streets 
districts  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  create,  a  tax  sufii- 
cient  to  defray  one -half  of  the  expenses  of  erecting  lamp 
posts,  lamps  and  lighting  the  streets  in  such  district  or 
wards  ;  and  the  tax  thus  collected  shall  be  exclusively  ex- 
pended for  such  purposes  in  the  district  or  ward  paying  the 
same. 

Seventh. — To  require  it,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty   luhabitanisre- 
of  every  male  resident  of  the  city,  over  the  age  of  twenty-  on^'^ttreeV'^a'Dd 
one  years  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor,  not  fj"|^'^''^''  ^^^^  * 
more  than  six  nor  less  than  three  days,  upon  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  the  city  ;  but  any  person  may,  at  his  option,  in 
lieu  thereof,  pay  such  sum  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance, not  exceeding  five  dollars:  Provided,  the  same  shall 
be  paid  within  ten  days  after  the  notification,  by  the  super- 
visor.   In  default  of  payment  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  and  costs  shall  be  allowed  in  any  suit  brought  to 
collect  the  same. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

OF   ASSESSMENTS   FOR   STREETS   AND   ALLETS. 

Section  1.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  open  opening  streets 
and  lay  out  public  grounds  or  squares,  streets,  alleys  and  ^^^^'^i^^y'* 
highways,  and  to  alter,  widen,  contract,  straighten  and  dis- 
continue tlie  same ;  and  to  enable  the  city  council  so  to  do, 
they  are  hereby  vested  with  power  to  take  and  apply  pri- 
vate property  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  but  no  street, 
alley  or  highway,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  bo  discontinued 
or  contracted  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  all  persons 
owning  land  or  lots  adjoining  said  streets,  alleys  or  high- 
ways. They  shall  cause  all  streets,  alleys  and  highways, 
or  public  squares  or  grounds,  laid  out  by  them,  to  be  sur- 
veyed, described  and  recorded,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the 
clerk,  showing  accurately  and  particularly  the  proposed 
improvements,  and  the  real  estate  required  to  be  taken  ; 
and  the  same,  when  opened  and  made,  shall  be  public 
highways  and  public  squares. 

§  2.    Whenever  any  street,  alley,  highway,  public  square  Petition  for. 
or   pound  is  proposed   to  be  laid   out,  opened,  altered, 
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widened,  straightened  or  extended,  and  the  amount  of

sioners shall  assess  the  amount  of  such  benefit  to  and 
against  the  lot  or  tract  of  land  so  benefited,  embodying  the 
same  in  their  report ;  whicli  assessment  shall  stand  and 
operate  as  a  special  tax  against  the  lot  or  tracts  against 
which  the  same  is  charged,  and  be  extended  on  the  as- 
sessor's books  and  collected  the  same  as  other  taxes  in  the 
city,  giving  any  person  or  persons  so  assessed  the  full  bene- 
fit of  objections  as  prescribed  by  section  2,  article  IX,  of 
the  city  charter. 

Notice  to  owner.  §  4:.  Upon  the  jfiling  of  sucli  petitiouj'and  giving  the 
person  or  persons  interested  ten  days'  notice  thereof,  of

covert,  on  the  husbands  as  well  as  the  owner ;  and  notices  to 
non-residents  of  the  county,  and  persons  whose  names  are 
unknown,  shall  be  published  in  some  public  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  county,  if  any,  or  if  not,  in  the  nearest  paper 
to  such  county,  for  three  weeks  in  succession,  before  the 
day  of  making  the  application,  aforesaid,  and  notices  so 
Gorved  or  published  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize  the  ap- 
pointment and  action  of  the  commissioners  as  herein  pro- 
vided for.

city  treasury  ;  and  the  receipts  of  parties  entitled  to  money 
deposited,  as  aforesaid,  shall  operate  in  like  manner  as  re- 
ceipts for  money  paid  to  parties  as  lierein  provided  :  Provi- 
ded., that  if  any  person  shall  refuse  to  receive  money  when 
tendered,  payment  may,  in  such  case,  be  made  by  deposit- 
ing the  amount  with  the  city  treasurer  aforesaid. 

Appeal  taken,  §  10.  ArrEAL. — Parties  desiring  to  appeal  from  deci- 
sions, estimates  and  assessments,  or  either,  of  commissioners, 
shall,  within  ten  days  after  being  notified  of  the  filing  of 
tiie  report  with  the  clerk,  execute  and  file  an  appeal  bond 
with  said  clerk,  })ayable  to  the  people  of  the  state,  for  the 
<ise  of  all  parties  interested  in  the  condition  of  the  bond;  in 
which  bond  the  action  or  proceeding  ap])ealed  from  shall  be 
recited,  with  conditions,  in  case  tiie  appeal  is  taken  in  be- 
iialf  of  the  petitioner,  for  the  due  and  speedy  prosecution  of 
the  appeal,  and  that  he  or  they  will  pay  whatever  may  be 
recpiired  by  any  decision,  order  or  judgment ;  and  in  case 
the  appeal  is  taken  by  any  other  party,  with  condition  that 
the  aj)peal  shall  be  prosecuted  without  delay,  and,  in  case 
the  decision,  estimate  or  assessment,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  be  affirmed  or  not  increased,  that  the  appellant  will 
[)ay  the  costs  of  the  appeal  and  of  the  subsequent  proceed- 
ings therein,  if  adjudged  so  to  do  by  the  court,  A  bond, 
executed  and  filed  by  responsible  securities,  without  the 
name  or  signature  of  the  party  appealing,  shall  be  obliga- 
tory and  eulficient,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  insert 
any  penalty  in  any  such  bond,  but  the  party  or  parties  exe- 
cuting the  same  shall  be  liable,  upon  breach,  to  pay  the 
full  amount  which  any  party  interested  in  the  condition  is 
or  may  be  entitled  to  in  the  premises.

The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  st'eets,  alleys 
any  street,  alley  or  other  highway  to  be  graded,  leveled,  ^"^ 
paved  or  planked,  and  keep  the  same  in  repair  and  alter 
and  change  the  same.  Second. — To  cause  side  and  cross- 
walks, maiti  drains  and  sewers,  and  private  drains  to  be 
constructed  and  laid,  relaid,  cleansed  and  repaired,  and 
regulate  the  same.  Third. — To  grade,  improve,  protect 
and  ornament  any  public  square  or  other  public  ground 
now  or  hereafter  laid  out.  Fourth. — Whenever  the  city 
council  shall  determine  to  grade,  level  or  improve  any. 
street,  alley,  highway,  or  plank,  pave,  flag,  grade  or  level 
or  improve  any  sidewalk,  or  to  relay  or  repair  any  such 
street,  alley,  highway  or  sidewalk,  or  any  ditches,  drains, 
water-ways  or  sewers  to  be  made  or  repaired,  they  shall 
assess  to  each  lot  the  special  benefits  it  will  'derive  from 
such  improvement,  charging  such  benefits  upon  the  lots  so 
benefited ;  the  residue  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  city,  or  be  paid  by  a 
uniform  and  equal  taxation  throughout  the  city,  to  be  levied 
and  collected  for  that  purpose  the  same  as  any  other  taxes. 
A  suit  may  be  also  maintained  against  the  owner  of  such 
lot  for  the  amount  of  such  assessment,  in  an  action  of  as- 
sumpsit, and  recovery  had  therefor. 

§  2.  In  all  cases  where  expenses  may  be  incurred  in  Removal  of 
the  removal  of  any  nuisance,  the  city  council  may  cause  the  '""'^"^®'- 
same  to  be  assessed  against  the  real  estate  chargeable  there- 
with, in  the  same  manner  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion. Such  expenses  may  be  likewise  collected  of  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  such  premises,  in  a  suit  for  money  ex- 
pended to  his  or  her  use.  And  in  case  the  same  shall  not

to  remove  or  abate  the  same.

on  real  eatate.  or  asscssed  by  the  cIty  council  under  this  act  or  any  ordi- 
nance in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real 
estate  upon  which  the  same  may  be  imposed,  voted  or 
assessed,  for  two  years  from  and  after  the  corrected  assess- 
ment lists  shall  be  confirmed,  or  the  passage  of  the  order 
for  the  assessment,  and  upon  personal  estate  from  and  after 
the  delivery  of  the  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof,  until 
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paid,  and  no  sale  or  transfer  shall  affect  the  lien.  Any  per- 
sonal property  belono;ing  to  the  debtor  may  be  taken  and 
sold  for  the  payment  of  the  taxes  on  real  and  personal  estate  ; 
and  the  real  estate  shall  be  liable  for  the  taxes  upon  personal 
estate,  in  case  of  removal,  or  when  the  tax  cannot  be  made 
out  of  the  persona]  esta+e,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided by  the  laws  of  this  state  :  Provided^  that  in  case  the  iDjnuctiou. 
collection  of  any  assessment  shall  be  delayed  by  injunction 
or  other  judicial  proceeding,  the  same  shall  continue  a  lien 
upon  the  real  estate  for  the  period  of  two  years  from  and 
after  the  final  disposition  of  such  injunction  or  other  judicial 
proceedings. 

§  5.     The  clerk  shall  issue  a  warrant  or  warrants  for  the    Duty  or  ciert 
taxes,  and  rule  therein  separate  columns,  in  which  the  taxes  ^"  i''"fp'i"°s '>«* 
levied  shall  be  separately  set  down  opposite  the  name  of 
the  person  or  such  real  estate  subject  thereto.   Each  column 
shall  be  headed  with  the  name  of  the  tax  therein  set  down. 

§  6.     All  warrants  issued  for  the  collectron  of  general  or  warrants  to  be 
special  taxes  and  assessments  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  signed  by  mayor 
and  clerk,  with  the  corporate  seal  attached  thereto,  and 
shall  contain  true  and  perfect  copies  of  the  corrected  assess- 
ment lists  upon  which  the  same  may  be  issued.    They  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  collector  for  collection  within  thirty 
days  of  the  filing  of  the  corrected  lists,  unless  further  time 
shall  be  given  for  this  purpose  by  the  city  council.     If  not  Maycoiiccttas 
otherwise  paid,  the  collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  ^^y'^"'^-

§  7.  All  taxes,  general  or  special,  shall  be  collected  by  how  collected, 
the  collector  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  author- 
ity as  is  now  given  by  law  to  collectors  of  state  and  county 
taxes.  He  shall  pmy  the  same,  as  fast  as  collected,  into 
the  city  treasury ;  and  his  duty  in  regard  to  retui-ning  war-

ARTICLE    X. 


FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 


Prevention  and  SECTION  1.  The  city  council,  for  the  purpose  of  guard- 
ofS''^"^^"'  incr  against  the  calamities  of  Urc,  shall  have  power  to  pro- 
hibit the  erection,  placing  or  repairing  of  wooden  buildings 
within  the  limits  prescribed  by  them,  without  their  permis- 
sion, and  direct  and  prescribe  that  all  buildings  within  the 
limits  prescribed  shall  be  made  or  constructed  of  fire-proof 
materials,  and  to  proliibit  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of 
wooden  buildings  within  the  lire  limits,  when  the  same 
shall  have  been  damaged  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of 
the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertain- 
ing the  extent  of  such  damages ;  to  declare  all  dilapidated 
buildings  to  be  nuisances,  and  to  direct  the  same  to  be  re- 
paired, removed  or  abated,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  pre- 
scribe and  direct ;  to  declare  all  wooden  buildings  within 
tire  limits,  which  they  may  deem  dangerous  to  contiguous 
buildings,  or  in  causing  and  promoting  tires,  to  be  nuisances, 
and  to  require  and  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  abated, 
in  such  manner'  as  they  shall  proscribe. 

§  2.     The  city  council  shall  have  power— 

Jbirst — To  regulate  the  construction  of  chimneys  and 
Hues,  so  as  to  admit  of  chimney  sweeps,  or  other  mode  of 
cleaning,  and  to  compel  the  cleaning  and  sweeping  of 
chimneys. 

Second. — To  prevent  and  prohibit  the  dangerous  con- 
struction and  condition  of  chimneys.  Hues,  stove-pipes, 
ovens,  or  any  other  apparatus  used  in  or  about  any  build- 
ing or  manufactory,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed, 
or  placed  in  a  secure  and  safe  condition,  when  considered 
dangerous. 

Third. — To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places, 
and  to  appoint  one  or  more  officers  to  enter  into  buildings 
and  inclusures,  to  examine  and  discover  whether  the  same 
are  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dan- 
gerous to  bo  put  in  a  safe  condition. 

Fourth. — To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many 
lire  buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time,  as  they  shall 
prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof  in  times  of  fire, 
and  to  require  all  owners  and  occupants  of  buildings  to

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construct  and  keep  in  repair  wells  and  cisterns  upon  the 
premises. 

Fifth. — To   regulate   and   prevent  the   carry  in  <^   on  of  Manufactories. 
works  and  manufactories  dangerous  in  promoting  or  causing 
fires. 

Sixth. — To  regulate,  prevent  and   prohibit   the  use  of  Fire  works, 
tire-works  and  fire-arms. 

Seventh. — To  direct  and   prohibit  the  management  of  combustibles, 
houses  for  the  storing  of  gun-powder  and  other  combusti- 
ble and  dangerous  materials  within  the  city,  to  regulate 
the  keeping  and  convoying  of  the  same,  and  the  use  of 
candles  and  other  lights  in  stables  and  other  like  houses. 

Eighth. — To  regulate  and   prescribe   the  manner  and  waiis, fences, 
order  of  the  building  of  parapet  and  partition  walls  and  of 
partition  fences. 

Ninth. — To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  houses  scuttles,  etc. 
or  other  buildings  to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs 
or  ladders  leading  to  the  same. 

Tenth. — To  authorize  the  mayor,  fire  warden,  or  other  Regulate  con- 
officers  of  said  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  ^tr^l  ^''^^'^^'^^ 
fire  all  idle  or  suspicions  persons,  and  to  compel  all  officers 
of  the  city,  and  all  other  persons,  to  aid  in  the  extinguish- 
ment of  tires,  and  in  [the]  preservation  of  property  exposed 
to  danger  thereat,  and  in  preventing  goods  from  being 
stolen. 

Eleventh. — And,  generally,  to  establish  such  regulations  Extinguishment 
for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  the  city  °^  ^^^^' 
council  may  deem  expedient. 

§  3.     The  city  council  may  procure  fire  engines  and  all  Engines. 
other  fire  apparatus  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires, 
and  have  the  charge  and  control  of  the  same,  and  provide 
fit  and  secure  houses  and  other  places  for  the  preserving 
and  keeping  the  same ;  and  shall  have  power: 

First. — To  organize  fire,  hook,  hose,  ax  and  ladder  com-  ^  Hook  and  laa-

panics. 

Second. — To  appoint,  during  their  pleasure,  a  competent  Firemen, 
.number  of   able,  suitable  and   respectable  inhabitants  of 
the  city,  firemen,  to  take  the  care  and  management  of  the 
engines  and  other  apparatus  and  implements  used  and  pro- 
vided for  the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

Third. — To  prescribe  the  duties  of  firemen,  and  to  make  Dutyof  firemen, 
rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  and  to  impose 
reasonable  penalties  upon  them  for  any  violation  of  the 
same ;  and  for  incapacity,  neglect  of  duty,  or  misconduct, 
to  remove  them. 

Fourth.— "YXxQ  city  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Ensineeis. 
chief  and  assistant  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  and 
they,  with  the  other  firemen,  shall  take  the  care  and  man- 
agement of  the  engines  and  other  apparatus  and  imple- 
ments provided  and  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  ; 
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aud  their  powers  and  duties  ehall  be  prescribed  and  defined 
by  the  city  council. 
Exempt  from  §  4.  Tlie  members  of  the  city  council  and  firemen 
jury  duty.  shall,  during  their  terms  of  service  as  such,  be  exempted 
from  serving  on  juries,  in  the  militia,  or  working  on  the 
streets,  or  paying  any  tax  for  the  same.  The  name  of  each 
iireuiau  shall  bo  registered  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  and 
the  evidence  to  entitle  him  to  the  exemption  provided  in 
the  ordinance  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  clerk,  under

§  5.  All  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  collected  for  Fines  and  pe- 
ofienses  committed  within  said  city  shall  be  paid  into  the  fo^cUy  tTC^sfury" 
treasury  of  said  city  by  the  officer  collecting  the  same ;  and 
all  tines  and  forfeitures  collected  of  any  citizen  of  said  city, 
for  any  conviction  in  the  circuit  court,  shall  be  paid  over  in 
like  manner;  and  whenever  it  shall  appear  by  the  evidence 
that  such  offense  was  committed  within  the  city,  or  by  a

blocIJs,  streets  and  alleys,  already  laid  out  and  established 
within  the  city. 

§  7.  The  city  council  shall,  in  all  expenditures  for  pur-  ExpcDdiimes. 
poses  strictly  local,  expend  annually  in  the  several  natural 
divisions  of  the  city,  such  proportions,  as  near  as  may  be, 
of  the  whole  expenditures  for  like  purposes  during  the  same 
period,  as  will  correspond  to  the  several  sums  contributed 
by  each  division  to  the  general  fund.  Street  taxes  shall  be 
expended  in  the  several  wards  or  divisions  where  the  per- 
sons paying  the  same  may,  respectively,  reside. 

§  8.     The  supervisors,  iu  addition  to  the  penalties  pre-  Penalty  for  su- 
scribed  by  ordinance,  shall,  for  willful  neglect  of  duty,  be  p^^'^'^*""- 
liable  for  indictment  and  fine  in  the  same  manner  as  super- 
visors, under  the  laws  of  the  state. 

§  9.  Neither  the  city  council  or  mayor  shall  remit  any  Remission  of 
fine  or  penalty,  imposed  upon  any  persons  Ibr  violation  ^f  ^'^^*' '^'^°- 
any  laws  or  ordinances  of  said  city,  or  release  from  confine- 
ment, unless  two-thirds  of  all  the  aldermen  elected  shall 
vote  for  such  release  or  remission.

by  the  said  city  having,  been  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
said  railway  by  the  donation  of  said  stock  to  any  party  or 
parties  executing  a  satisfactory  contract  to  complete  the 
said  railway — a  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  city  having  been 
previously  taken  under  the  provisions  of  "  An  act  sup- 
plemental to  an  act  entitled  'an  act  to  provide  for  a  gen- 
eral system  of  j-adroad  incorporations,'  "  approved  ISTovem- 
ber  6,  1849;  and  whereas,  on  the  11th  day  of  January,  A. 
D.  1869,  no  satisfactory  contract  for  the  completion  of  said

Section  1.     Eo  it  enacted  ly  the  People  of  the  State  of 

Illinois,  rejjresented  in  the   u-eneral  Assembly,    That  the 

Police  mngis-  city  of  Du  Quoiu,  ill  the  county  of  Perry,  and  state  of  Illi- 

trates.  woh^  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  polico  magistrate,  in  addi- 

tion to  the  one  provided  for  in  the  act  incorporating  said 
city.  Said  additional  polico  mngistrate  shall  be  elected  at 
the  next  annual  election  of  said  city,  and  shall  have  the 
same  jurisdiction,  hold  his  office,  be  commieeioned  and 
qualified,  as  is  now  required  for  the  election  and  qualifica- 
tion of  police  magistrates  of  said  city  and  of  this  amend- 
mer:t  to  said  city  charter. 

Marshal.  §  2.     The  city  marshal  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular 

meeting  of  the  city  council  following  the  annual  city  elec- 
tion, and  shall  liold  the  otSce  for  one  year  and  until  his  suc-

tion of  the  state  and  county  taxes ;  and  the  assessor  and 
collector  of  said  city  eliall  have  the  same  power  as  the 
assessor  and  collector,  under  the  general  law  of  this  state. 

§  2.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  annu-  Appointment 
ally,  an  attorney,  clerk,  treasurer,  auditor,  assessor,  collec- 
tor, marshal,  engineer  or  siu-veyor,  street  inspectors,  fire 
warden,  harbor  master,  a  board  of  health,  inspectors  of 
weights  and  nieabures,  weighers,  gnagers,  inspectors,  keep- 
ers of  the  calaboose  and  workhouse,  and  such  other  ofilcers 
and  agents  as  they  Bhall  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
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execution  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  them,  and  to  author- 
ize and  regulate  the  appointment  of  deputies  of  such  offices 
as  may  be  deemed  uecc-saarj. 
Give  bond  and  §3.  The  citj  couucil  shall  rcquiro  of  all  persons  ap-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  General   Assembly,  That  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  charter  the  city  of  Fulton,"  approved    ,  Amendment 
February  l-lrh,  1859,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit : 

ARTICLE     I. 

OF  BOUXDARIES  AND  GENERAL  POWERS.

Power  to  arrost, 


Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Fulton  are 
hereby  exempt  from  working  on  any  road  beyond  thehraits 
of  the  city,  and  from  paying  any  tax  to  procure  hiborers  to 
work  on  the  same :  Frooided,  however^  that  the  city  council 
may  cause  a  portion  of  the  labor  upon  roads  by  eaid  inhabit- 
ants to  be  expended  upon  roads  leading  from  said  city  and 
without  the  corporation  limits,  but  within  township  twenty- 
two  (22)  north,  of  range  tliree  (3)  east  of  the  fourth  principal 
meridian,  not  exceeding  one-half  of  such  labor,  and  may, 
also,  cause  a  portion  of  the  road  tax,  not  exceeding  one-half, 
to  be  so  expended  during  any  year. 

§  2.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  require  every 
male  inhabitant  in  said  city,  over  tw^enty-one  years  of  age, 
to  labor  on  the  streets,  lanes,  avennes,  alleys,  and  other 
highways,  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  not  exceeding  three 
days  in  each  year;  and  every  person  failing  to  perform 
such  labor,  when  duly  notified  by  the  commissioner  of 
streets,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day 
for  each  of  said  days. 

§  3.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  restrain  and 
punish,  by  Hue  or  imprisonment,  any  vagrant,  mendicant, 
or  any  person  able  to  w^ork  and  not  having  wherewith  to 
maintain  themselves,  who  shall  be  found  loitering  about 
public  places  where  liquors  are  sold,  or  leading  an  idle, 
immoral  or  profligate  course  of  life,  or  any  person  who  shall 
frequent  gambling  houses  or  rooms  or  other  disreputable  or 
suspicious  places  in  said  city. 

§  4.  Tlie  city  council  shall  cause  to  be  published,  annu- 
ally, a  full  and  complete  statement  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expended  by  the  corporation,  during  the  preceding 
year,  and  on  what  accoimt  received  and  expended. 

§  5.  All  suits,  actions  and  prosecutions  instituted,  com- 
menced or  brought  by  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall 
be  instituted,  commenced  and  prosecuted  in  the  name  of 
the  city  of  Fulton. 

§  6.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act, 
except  mayor  and  aldermen,  shall  be  commissioned  by  war- 
rant, under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  mayor  or  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  city  council  and  by  the  city  clerk. 

§  7.  The  mayor,  aldermon,  city  marshal,  policemen,  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  authorized  by  any  ordinance, 
shall  have  power  to  arrest,  with  or  witliout  process,  all  per- 
sons who  shall  break  the  peace  or  threaten  to  brciak  the 
peace,  or  be  found  violating  any  ordinance  of  the  city  re- 
lating to  the  peace  and  quiet  of  said  city,  connnit  for  ex- 
amination, and,  if  found  necessary,  to  detain  such  person  in 
custody  over  night  or  the  Sabbath  or  until  he  or  she  can  be

shall  not  be  leased  for  a  longer  period  than  five  years  ;  and 
the  lessee  shall  enter  into  bond  with  good  and  approved  se- 
curity, to  the  city  of  Hillsboro,  conditioned  to  use  the  same 
for  tile  purpose  of  an  academy  only,  and  to  uje  reasonable 
care  in  the  protection  of  the  buildings,  grounds  and  appur- 
tenances, and  such  lease  to  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the 
city  of  Hillsboro,  and  signed  by  the  trustees.

§  2.  No  member  of  the  common  council  shall,  during  to^coundT''^^* 
the  period  for  which  he  was  elected,  receive  any  compensa- 
tion for  his  services,  or  be  appointed  to  or  be  competent  to 
hold  any  office  of  which  the  emoluments  are  paid  from  the 
city  treasury  or  paid  by  or  directed  to  be  paid  by  any  act 
or  ordinance  of  the  common  council,  or  to  be  directly  or 
indirectly  interested  in  any  contract,  the  expenses  or  con- 
sideration whereof  are  to  be  paid  under  any  ordinance  of 
the  common  council. 

S  3.     The  common  council  shall  hold  stated  meetings,    Meeting  of  the

and  the  mayor  or  any  two  aldermen  may  call  special  meet- 
ings of  the  common  council,  by  written  notices  to  e^^ch  of 
the  members  of  said  council,  served  personally  or  left  at 
their  places  of  abode.  Petitions  and  remonstrances  may 
be  presented  to  the  comm^on  council,  and  the  common  council 
shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  and  be  the 
judges  of  the  election  and  qualification  of  its  own  meml)ers, 
and  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  its  absent 
members,  and  any  of  the  officers  of  the  city.

Tenth. — To  regulate,  license,  suppress  and  prohibit  all 
connnon  showmen,  shows  of  evei'y  kind,  concerts  or  other 
musical  entertainments,  by  itinerants,  persons  or  companies;

MISCELLANEOUS    PROVISIONS. 


Section  1.  The  police  magistrate  shall  be  governed,  in  Rules  and 
all  respects  in  relation  to  the  rules  of  practice  and  proceed-  Hce  maji°trates 
ings  before  him,  as  other  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  state, 
and,  except  in  cases  where  any  person  shall  be  arrested  by 
tiie  police  of  said  city  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  ordi- 
nances thereof,  iind  brought  before  the  said  police  magis- 
trate, or  any  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  said  city,  in 
which  case  trial  may  be  without  complaint  or  process ;  but 
in  all  cases  the  defendant  may  require  the  charge  against 
him  reduced  to  writing  and  fully  stating  the  offense  charged. 

§  2.  The  city  marshal,  the  police  constables,  and  all  jmisdictiou 
constables  of  Montgomery  county,  are  hereby  authorized  conTtaiS''^  ^'^'^ 
to  execute  all  processes  and  orders  issued  or  made  by  said 
police  magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace,  in  any  place  within 
the  county  of  Montgomery;  and  are  further  authorized  and 
empowered  to  arrest,  with  or  without  process,  any  and  all 
persons  known  to  have  violated  any  ordinance  or  by-law  of 
said  city,  and  take  such  person  before  the  police  magistrate 
or  justice  of  the  peace  aforesaid  to  be  tried  for  such  viola- 
tion.
